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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

Cftrieature Collecting. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


Is anyl>odT laTiue by examples of the picture-posters 
a'bicb euliireiied the Geueral Eleotioxis of 1910? la 
anybody making a portfolio of the best tUings by F. C. 
Gould and E. T, Reed ? Why not ? Collecting 
interest and Talne will attack to them in the years to 
come, as well as historical meaning. 

Whdt lies before me at this moment is not exactly a 
caricature; it is a printer's proof of Tenniers most 
famous cartoon, the ** llropping the Pilot.” You remem¬ 
ber that great page in Punch / It caused a European 
sensation. Bianiarck, fn a pilot-jacket, was sbown 
descending tbe gangway from the liner, while the 
crowned captain of the Ouinania wistfully watched 
him retire. 

When Mr. Swain had cut the lines of that drawing 
in a block of boxwood he ” pulled ” a few proofs of it 
to see if it. looked all right, and one of those proofs is now 
mine. Any proof before letter ” is more valuable than 
the final print. 

A Britl&b Art. 

The political cartoon is not peculiar to these islands, 
but it is mainly a British product. The political cartoon 
has nevnr flo\iri.shod so well elsewhere. Caricrsitures 
are common to all ages and peoples, but. agaiti, politii'al 
caricutiires have Ijeen particularly British, Rowlandson, 
Gillrtiy, and Cruickshank are the great past names in 
that Hue, but many unknown artists practised it, on 
pottery as well as,upon paper. 

The Willett collection of pottery and porcelain 
illnstrative of British histoiy, now in tlio Brighton 
Muaouru, contains many examples of mugs, jugs, Imsts, 
statuettes, and plaqdes which in shape or in decoration 
are caricatural. Most of these, perhaps, and certainly 
most of the caricatures on paper, bad reference to the 
long struggle between our country and Napoleon. 

A QvotsHon. 

In a fine book just published at two guineas, two 
Yolumes issued by Lane, 1 find the following passage: 


The most popular form of caricature ip TOgue during 
the last decade of the eighteenth end the first two 
decades of the nineteenth centuries was an oblong folio 
sheet. These prints were bought in large numbers, 
and cost on an averaro one sbiliing when coloured and ^ 
sixpence if plain. When exhibited in tbe windows of 
publishers they attracted crow'ds which frsauently 
blocked the pavement, and seriously interfered *with the 
traffic. Pablisbers were accustomed to * let out * port* 
folios filled with caricatures for the delectatiopof guests 
at evening parties. 

“ The folio print was, however, only one of many ’ 
shapes in which Napoleon was satirised on this side 
tlio Channel. The caricaturing of Napoleon was.almost 
as universal as the fear he excited and the detestatipn in 
which he wa.B held. It extended to vignettes on political 
broadsides, and the headings of political songs; to 
iiiiitation banknotes and theatrical bills; to pocket- 
handktM'chiefs; to fans, valentines, jest-books, watch 
iHals and papers, and tobacco-wrappei's. It inviided 
the games, piixzles, and primers of the children, figured * 
nn playing-cards, lottery-tickets, snuff-bosces, pipe- 
bowls, and walking-sticks, and afforded congenial 
occupation for the pottei - of Worcester, Derby, Leeds, 
Bristol, and StalTordsliire.’' 

That quotation, whi^h shows Low wide a field exists 
for a gleaner of c;n icaliirea, is taken from the book 
above mentioned, in CarirMure^ .1795 JSi!l, 

written by that thorough collector and reliable author, 
Mr. A. M. Broadlcy.

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THINGS' COMING. 

• By ARNOLD WHITE. 


Tl^j^QS ahead are always interesting. Unlike 
things astern which we have passed lu the day’s 
mn or the ceiituiy"’s r*un, things ahead appeal to 
imagination. Any man looking calmly back at 
the events of the last hundred years must be prepared, 
not only lor the restlessness of the masses, bxit to 
expect efforts more or Jess successful to oust 
the upper and middles classes fitnn their coutrpl of 
the executive machine. 

A Labour Ministry in the United Kingdom is now 
no more improbable than the idea of a Labour 
Ministry in Australia twenty years ago. Even as 
heavy rainfall on slab rock mountain sides descends 
into the valley where the river rushes furiously to 
the sea, so the great Social Movement is strictly in 
accordance w'ith eternal law. Many of my personal 
friends sincerely believe that the Socialist movement 
in England is the work of a few wicked agitators. 
In Germany many mtelligent people believe that 
Social Democracy was called into being by Bismarck's 
policy. 

These British and German optimists lurther 
b<dicvc that the “wicked agitators” could be foiled 
by firmness on the part of their rulers ; that there Ls 
some magic form of w'ords which, can prevent tin* 
democratic torrents from the mountain descending to 
the valley. The misconception would be amusing 
if men were children and women were not wliat they 
^arc- To dam a stream in full spate docs not send 
the water back to the place from whence it cariu*. 
The river overflows its banks and people arc drow myl 
in the flood or poisoned by the typhoid germs that 
follow the subsiding of the waters. 

Instead of preventing the people from sharing in 
political life, the only available form of efficient 
leadership is to aid them enter it, to educate them 
with re*al education, to deepen the channel, reniovc; 
obstacles, and accept the tiiighty rushing watOTuS 
of democracy as incontrovertible fat;t. 

We arc all equal in the field of prophecy, but I 
cannot feel the terror felt and exj)resscd by so many 
;cf my friends at the gathering strength of the Social 
' Movement. 

i* l^osc who abheffcr* most completely the ideas to 
which I cling, and who advocate views that to me arc 
repugnant, are subject to the same conditions of 
aorrow, of birth, death, marriage, youth, old age, 
friendship, treachery, fidelity, hate, health, and hope - - 
and a huAdred other things—exactly as 1 am. What 
T see, therefore, in the near future is not that human 
^ nature will change, but that larger and larger numbers 
. human beings will imdemtand* the limitations of 
life. It is not only the capitalist who will learn that 
water does not nm up hill. 

The great idea behiiid the Social Movement is the 
iutprovement of the environment of the masses. It 
is lickl that with improved environment men will 
become gentle, generous, olean, faithful, and happy. 
. t do not observe in the history of the world that 
impi^^ved environment has hitherto produced any of 
^ these effects on a Urge scale. In the last forty years 
^ i^e conditions of life for manual labourers have 
(^atly improved. Nevertheless there is a mexsti of 


swamped humanity which is better desddW/as fijio 
submerged quarter than the submerged-^"tentL ^ 
Manners are worse, knowh^^ge of facts ho 1>etter«. 
and the sense of wrong is often an illusion/ 

Improved environment is. desirable on all giouuds,. 
but one of the discoveries democracy is destined th 
stumble upon before we are much older is that 
improved environment is no more a rem^y for the 
evils springing from the fecundity of unfit parasites 
than the use of rifles to stop discontent of the able- 
bodied foodless. The. middle class to which I beking '' 
have almost disqualified themselves from hani^lihg * 
the great problems ahead of us by concentrating-on 
money-making and aloofness from war. The wars of 
Britain have been fought and tbe Empire has been 
built by the deaths and sacrifices vjf aristocrats and the 
labouring classes. Hunger is our recruiting Sergeant 
to-day. Ninety-five per cent, of the recruits of the 
British Army come in because other employment 
is lacking. The froth and the dregs of society to 
the middle classe.s are the aristocracy and the . 
labourers, who have fought for and won what the * 
bourgeoisie onjoVs. 

Two things we may count as assured. Virst, that 
I lie middle classes will begin a class war of th(^ir own, 
and, secondly, that the burdens of Empire, which have, 
not been fairly borne by the middle class, to w'hieli . 
I belong, will either be more fairly apportioned or 
the middle class will go to the wall. Much depends, 
of course, upon whether peoxdc fight with clean 
wert])oiis and fight fair. J liav<‘ o interest in flatter¬ 
ing the Labour Part}', f»nt several years of House 
of Commons experience by Labour men has convinced 
the majority opposed to them that in the essentials of 
which the label is the word “ gentleman ” the Labour 
Party have nothing to fear by comparison with any 
of their fellow members. 

Another aspect of llio near future will be the 
treatment of individuals, each of whom is little 
more than a parasite—a sac with reproductiv^c 
organs. Atro 2 )hy is more rapid among parasitic 
than any other form of life. The coming clash of 
white and yellow men must be on the industrial 
])lanc. When the factory system sweats Asiatics by 
the hundred million, white democracy wSl look back 
on the Utopia of the earlier Socialists with sombre 
rrgret. There will be no place for a sac with repro¬ 
ductive organs. In Asia there are appi-oximately 
ftoO.OOOjWK) people. The birth rate of Asia‘per 
family probably exceeds the birth rate of the avoraij^e ' 
British parent. Bo long as the Asiatic remainit in 
Asia, white rae.es with sea power hold Asiatics at 
their mercy. Numbers do not count to him vtho 
<?ominarid8 the sea. When the leaders of the Social 
Movement learn that Asiatics arc not to be excluded . 
from vast food-producing territorios by writing 
words in ink on parchment, and calling it law, they 
will be in a position tq explain to their followers 
that national energy must be concentrated oa securing 
the uncontrolled food sources of the world.'

“WHO’S WHO IN PANTOMIME.” 

By r. MOKTON HOWAKD. 


SoMB of BO donH, baBt aem loea « pantoiiuaio. 
I once had a& annt who abeohitely bdaeted ab<Hst nerer 
haTiBg been to a pantomime. She, boweYer, now litea 
in Peckham. So be warned in time. 

But ahonld you now rush off at onoe to see a nanto- 
mime» and thus avoid beln^ condemned to PeoKham, 
^there is a likelihood that, in your ignorance, you may 
confuse the characters. You might, for instance, mis¬ 
take tho Dame for the Fairy Queen, and then you'd be 
horribly bowildercid. Tp prevent such errors, I hate 
compiled this litLle guide. 

Those of yon who have already seen a pantomime 
may possibly be feeling strong enough by now to go 
ikgain—just to take the kiddies, of couiee. In that case, 
you can hand ibis guide to the children. This will save 
them asking a lot of questions, and will allow you more 
time to focus your opera-glasses properly. 

First of all, there is the Principal Boy. Do not be 
misled by appearaiices; the Principal Boy is no gentle¬ 
man, and sometimes, but quite occasionally, no huiy 
either. This character is always call the Principal 
Boy, though at times accuracy should demand, instead, 
the label “Principal Middle-A^d Party." But, really, 
this Boy person is rather a diffioult subject to write 
about. Sudicient be it to say that, while o^inary males 
hoist their slacks," Principal Boys invariably hoist 
their tights. Also, some Principal Boys are bom great, 
some achieve greatness, and quite a number put it on 
themselves in neat little pads. 

Next comes the Principal ^irl. Now, she really is a 

f W—or was * . . onoe. It is the duty of the 
'rincipal Girl to make lielieve that she is protending 
to believe that the Principal Boy is not a girl pretending 
tc be a boy. Bead this over again, slowly, and perhaps 


yon'U be dearer on this point thati 1 am. The Principal 
Girl is the heroine of m pantomime; the hero is the 
man who goes to see the show tides. Some Principal 
Girls are really bom actresses . . . but they’ve 
gmwn out of it somehow. I once fell in love with a 
Principal Girl. Fven then, and it was years ago, she 
was old enough to be my m^^her. She is still Principal 
Girling. But tins, of course, must be an exceptional 
case. 

By the way. the Priueipsi Boy and Giii both sing at 
odd moments. The refreshment bars are usually at 
the back of tbo dress circle. 

On the last night of the pantomime people give the 
Principal Boy and Girl flowers. I've often fejlt like 
sending a wreath myself. , 

Then there is the Fairy Queen. Personally, I don’t 
believe in fairies. Tlie Fairy Queen appears in the 
first act to say "1 will"—just like that! Theh you 
don’t see lisr again till the last act, when she steps in 
and s:Lys soiiiethiug nice, which is lost in the noise of 
people leaving their seats. It must be very dis¬ 
heartening U) be a Fairy Queen. 1 am glad 1 am not 
one. 

Next we have tho chief comedian. He gets money 
for being whut he is. so that ought to be some coru- 
penaationtx) him. At the same time, 1 really think we 
ought to spare a little of our sympathy for his xioor 
mother. 

It is the comedian’s duty to lie funny, and 
mostly he tries to do hia duty. The oomcdiaii works 
up hi a part for himbclf. so you need never accuse him 
ox stealing someone clse’a jokes. You can always 
recognise the clnef comedian at once—he has a red 
nose and " blue " linos, t^ome comedians are genuinely 
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funny—btit. there ai’e more yantomimen than real 
comodiane* 

• The Dame is a comedian, too. only he has a bklrt and 
elaatie-eided boots to help him to be funny. The Dame 
is the character who waxes garrulous concerning the 
amatory indiBcretioiiB of the lodger, the pungent 
aroma of deoaying kippers, and the acrobatic activity 
of rijM cheese. Indeed, the Dame is not so much u 
comedian as a homo for aged and decrepit jokes. 

The knockabout comedians are the two men who talk 

• a lot while the palace scene ia being set. Tfc is their 
duty to come off the stage the moment the shigo* 
manager claps his hands. Knockabout comedians 
have a distrcHsing habit of falling about all over the 
btage, and idicy knock each other down every time they 
cairt thihk of anything to say. This is the real reason 

• why knockabout coniediaiis are seldom invited 
nowadays toat-hornes in the moat exchiaivo circles. 

The second boy and girl also figure ou the programme. 
They *do a song and jigglc<datice in the second act. 
They also understudy the principal boy nnd girl. The 
second boy and girl are keen critics of acting, especially 
of tha principal boy's and girl's acting. The second 
boy wears the cu.stomarr, well, tiudrcss of " boys.” She, 
too, is often one of those divinities that shape their 

• ends • . . with sawdust. 

Then there is the herald. 1 don't know why they put 

• her in at all, really, unless she's got a contract by 
imstsike. There is, however, one redeeming feature 
about the berald--she never sings. • 

The choi'us girls are those ladies who walk on 
and off tbo stage at intervals, jtist to prove the 
management don’t mind spending a bit of money. 
Chorus girls are of two kinds, front rovrs 
and makeweights. Jlklake weights, again, may be 
divided into two classes, good-old-have-beena and 
poor-oid-nevor-werc-orfi. ('horns girls’ drossos begin at 
the last monient and leave off the next. Off the stag**, 
chorus girls ha\c a liking for sealskin; nu the stage, 
they wear a good deal of bear-p.kin liuid if there's 
anything wrong with that last wt>rd it's the printer's 
fault). 

The supers are those men who apparentlyjhold nightly 
competitions to discover who can hedd a tin spear in the 
Krllicst way. They all 'win in turn. Super.«i are a 
lcif.urely but nielanckoly lot. They toil not, neither do 
they grin. But then the average super seldom has a 
friend doing the glad-e\e act at him all the evening. 

The 2 >roducer is the man w'ho conics on and bows just 
as the curtain is coming down. I don’t know why he 
comes out, unless it’s to show he’s not a cowartl, 
anyway. 

Then there is the stagedoor-keepor; but what have you 
got (.0 do with him I’d like to know, ch ? 

.Mho, there is the author. Poor fellow. 

In conclusion, lost anyone's feelings be hurt, I would 
like to say that 1 only mean about lialf 1 liave Rcii<l. 
Vou can take away which half you like. As long as 
you leave me tbo half 1 meant, 1 don’t mind.

PckKftgese and Piak Notes, 

At the raceni shows in London, some Pakin^^ese 
puppies with pink or flesh coloured noses have hern 
seen.

*‘a Dudley *' A fighting dog (bull and terrier or Imlldog) 
so Ooloured came from Dudley. That was more than a 
^generation of man ago. The Dudley nose is supposed 
to show itself when tbci^ is great closeness of hlood. 
Dudicy-nosed Pekingese ^Vill not do. 

West-cad Show. 

There is to be a large alUrouud show at the Itoyal 
Horticultural Hall, Westminster, on fith January, und»'r 
the auspices of the South-Western Dog Society. Mr. 
Higgs, the secretory, tells me the entries are marvellously 
good^. The Higgses belong to one of the most pronii- 
nent families of dog-fuiiciers in England.

A springer spaniel is a gun dog used for springing, *>., 
arousing gniiie. Wclbh springers have white bodies 
with rod markings. Eiiglish springers have white bodies 
wiih liver or brown iiiarkiiigs. Both arc most useful 
and have a peculiar bark when they are close on or 
“spring’' game. The sportsman may 
detect the jiarlicular ])ird, or wliethei' it 
is a hare or rabbit that lias been found 
in tbo cxivert by his springer spaniel, by 
the note of the dog’s voice. Any springer 
should be over l!t> lb. in weight. 

New Kennel Club Premises. 

The Kennel Chib, with its enormous 
businoss and club quarters, has found it 
veiyr difficult for some years U3 dis¬ 
cover suitable premises. Tho second 
week in January will find its ofiioials 
finally boused at 2 Saville Row, W.

About Collecting’' I have written on “Acupictnra.’' 
or pictures in needlework, a fascinating subject, but one 
more for women collectors than for men. 


Needlework Miaietores. 

Yet there aiw some brnnciies of interest to alh Tu 
hovr many collections pf old miniatures do you Bet> a 
needlework nuniatai*e? In very few. Yet needloworU 
nilniiitures are charming old things. They are none of 
them so old as some other kinds of miniature; the 
earliest needlework pict-nras liardiy date back mu(*ii 
bc^fore the reign of Charles 1. Perhaps tapestries sug¬ 
gested them ; at any rate, the earliest needlework 
pictures were done in t<3nt stitidi— peiit^pnnt —a stitch 
which imitates the work of a tapeBtry loom. Needle¬ 
work miniatures are veiy rare. Ton may see one in the 
Bodleian Library, u head of the Duke of Buckingham, 


embvoidered on the cover of on edition of.**Badon*g . 
Essays,*’ published in the year i02Si. In the Wallace ^ 
Collection there is a needlework miniature of Cliarles JU 
and there are aeveml of tlie same subject extant, done 
in that unhappy king'sown hair/' At %hB V^otoiia^. 
and AlUfrt Museum you may* see a hair-embroidei^d 
portrait of Peter Paul Bubene. But you will be tacky 
if yon find a miniature of the kind in a year's seai'ch. 

Costumes. 

Much more numerous, but also more sought for, are 
seventeenth and eighteenth century costumes for women 
and for men ; the most valued are those which were 
embroidered by baud. A large collection of these was 
recently dispersed from a small village in Nottingham¬ 
shire. The collection l>eloiigcd to dn elderly gentleman 
who lived at a Hall, and was u collector indeed! lie 
had fnmiRhed the ujipcr rooms of his fine old mansion 
with Elixaliethan and Ja<.^ol>enu beds, chests, coffers, 
and furniture to niatcfi, and had taken down all the^ 
doors, so that the rooms stood ca finifr. The better to" 
show off his large collecHou of old costumes, he had. at 
some time or other, Ix'iught up the whole fitoek of a 
travelling >vaxworks show, and he drowsed the fignrf's, 
put them to bed, or set them beside the beds as if in 
attendance on the nick or dying: so that ghastly eiligies 
-—the AVRX had nob been repaired or lepainied - of 
celebrated criminals, sueb iis Wearo and Mrs. Manning, 
all clad in costly coKtumes of the ol<Jen times, stood 
about those upper rooms, and even by daylight made a 
night-mareish, iiervo-shaking show. But all that is over 
now; I wonder w*hithcr thosi? beautiful costumes are 
gone ? 

Fine exatnpleB c»f emhroidet*ed coats, long-sleeved 
vests. bodii’CH, and pctticoatH, may be seen in tlie capital

national character bas changed considerably 
in recent fiimes. 

There is ^ain. as well as loss. Our manners have 
certainly improved. We have borrowed a little from 
the professedly polite nations, and, disi-arding the 
brnsquerie that became riidene.ss on the slightest 
p^text, we are increasingly courteous to all but 
complete strangers, and new graces adorn our social 
inWrcQurse. 

We have^ broader idea>i of art, have grown to care 
for music, and have forsworn the narrowness of 
judgment that left thc*wb(»le continent quoting our 
word “ shocking! ” in gentle derision of extreme 
British propriety: but of what were considered 
peculiarly—and admirable—British characteristics, 
many are disappearing. 

Nowhesre is the Englishman of tradition so ardently 
believed in a.s on the Continent, mi l the foreign critic 
visiting us for the firet time i.<5 now frequently 
asiotiished. He is particularly surprised at our 
growing frivolity and love of amusement, for ho 
clings to his belief that we are a “serious nation.” 
What be sees of our diversions, and the extent of 
tbem, leads to a reconstruction of his ideas. 

One has imly to look round London and Be .0 the 
large numlxjr of now buildings for atimsements that 
are everywhere springing up—halls for riiiking, 
pieture-tbeatres, and local iiiUHic-balls—to realise 
that the pursuit of pleasure is not coiihued to the 
upper classes. Sport, which oernpies an increasing 
imount of ihe nation*s time, has, at least, the 
recoifimi ndatiou of l)eing healthy, but the regrettable 
fact is that more money and energy are being spent 
jvery year in ainusvments not only senseless, but 
iemoralising, which m*ate an atmosphere of excite- 
nent that must in the end have its effect on the 
mtional hc^alth. 

Nothing is more significantly modern than youth’s 
mtspokeu claim to the “ right ” to eujoynwmt, and 


its refusal to eon tract tie^ that Would to any eiient 
interfere with it 

Home life, in the old sense, disappearing, and 
families are no longer united when all the members 
have separate interests and go their own vvay. 

It may seem curious to quarrql with humanitarian- 
ism, but much of what passes under that name to-day 
Is merely sentimentalism revelling in lamentation 
and recoiling delicately from disagreeable facts. 
The conscience of “ the policeman of Europe ” haa 
become enervated, his emotions too easily moved. 
We have grown “soft,” and physical comfort looms 
large in our ideas. Heroism is now considered 
chiefly in its material sense, and the toil, privation, 
and self-denial, which played so large a part in the 
beginning of some of our great careers, make no 
appeal to latter-day cominonsense, which prefers b 
small certainty to ihe greatest possibility. 

Crimes of jealousy aud revenge Irave grown alarm¬ 
ingly frequent, revealing a diseased egotism from 
which the nation could hoiK? nothing in an hour of 
need, and are being regarded with increasing 
louienc}’. One can imagine at no distant, date the' 
“unwritten law”.being siircessfally plj^aded before 
British juries. Outbimks of public'hysteria are easy 
to remember, and there are many indications to show 
that the once unemotional Englishman finds increas¬ 
ing enjoyment in “ letting himself go ” in crowds and 
and in private affairs. 

Thus we have changed most in what were once 
thought to be particularly our own characteristics, 
and not altogether along lines natural to us. Qreiit 
Britain has U’ooiue Continentalised, but whether it 
is merely a surface* change, a temporary fashion, 
the next occasion of national difficulty snd distress 
will shoar. Possibly we shall then roturn tiO our old 
ideals of thought and conduct, for even if they were 
faulty, there are few new ones to-day that take 
their place.

And, further, they actually* 
want their own back again in a year at 
tlie longest. 

What docs it all mean ? It is shock 
enough to learn there arp children in 
France; it is still more disconcerting 
to bo told that although those <fhildren ^ 
are at the disposal of other j^)areuts 
they must be returned. Nob to 
multiply explanations, the inwardness 
of this topsy-turvy situation is that 
there arc a number of French parents 
who are seriously, concerned as tQ the 
ideas of their manners and morals 
which are current in the outside world; 
they object to their entire nation 
being judged by French novels and * 
plays and the whitediglit pleasures of 
Paris. Hence the “Society of Inter¬ 
national Exchange of Children.” 

Montaigne would havq given it his 
hlesshig. “ I wovdd,” he said, •*, that a 
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XU^oiiB wljoae Inxiguase ie mo^t differing (rom our own, 
ftnd to wbicli^ if ttloetiot foimed botimos, the tongue will

No doubt the Frenob pai*enl8 whoie names are on the 
books of the society are partly moved by a desii-e to 
*' bend ” the tontrues of the English and Gorman child¬ 
ren they are willing to exchange for^iheir own, but they 
have a higher than a linguistic ideal. Their ambition is 
that their young guests may leave behind them a bundle of 
national pivjudices and errors and carry home a stock 
of new and Iruer ideas of the country and the people 
among whom they have sojourned. 

Although the society is but young, numerous ex¬ 
changes have already taken place, and branches have 
been established in London and 13er]iii. The method 
of working is exceedingly simple. Thus all applicaute 
who wish to send a boy or girl abroad are furnished 
witii a qucslioii form to £11 up, and, if all the answers 
are satisfactory the books of the society are oxarnined 
to find whether tbej*e is a corresponding demand. If 
BO, the parties are placed in commiiuication, and when 
the exchange is completed the boy or girl becomes a 
meml^er of the new family and is treated exactly as the 
other children of the circle. 

A Rpt'ciiiien or two from the books of the society may 
bo cited as concrete il Inst rations. Here, tlien, is a 
profe.'5H<ir of the Lycce of M who desires an exchange 
lor his djMightcr, aged nineteen, for four or six months. 
He lias two other <1:nightei's :iged eight and fifteen, and 
wt>uld take a boy or girl between fifteen and twenty. 
Again, a Paris real estate agent wishes to exchange his 
datighter. aged fifteen, for a year and is willing to take 
a girl of tl'iirteim to fifteen, who will have a girl of nine 
for compai'iim. 

Up to the present all the exchanges have la^eii 
Ri'raiiged between Germany and England, but the 
ofiicials of the society ooutoiiiplate incdiiding America 
in the sphere of their o]>eratioiis. When that wider 
field is covered, and by the time the twentieth century 
is drawing to a close, it> may be that Rousseau xvill ha 
no longrn* regard»'<l as the la.«?t Fi'cnch father or 
IVloiit martre acc^epted as u microcosm of Gallic life.

HyMAN WOLVES AT 

Some PahUIels to the Stepaey Siege. . , r'vt 


TifK uupi’eoedeul^d eigLt bonrg' siege hi a mean street 
''Ixi Stepney the other day, has nevertheless bad parallels 
in some ox its fhatnres. For instance, in the Tottenham 
and Walthamstow affray of January, 19(Mfh the elder 
brigand* Jacob Lap id as, held Oak Cottage, Hale End 
OOP Higliam's Park, where ho turned at bay, for some 
time, against a mob of pursuers many of whom wen^. 
armed; and ho moreover committed suicide rather tliun 
4affer capture. V’^oileys were fired through the windows 
by the besiegers, and tlie besiegod, man fired out in 

closest parallel we have had in London itself was 
' the famooB Cato-stroct Cf)n8piracy in 1820, the year of 
the accession of George TV. to the Thi'one. A man named 
.Arthur Thistle wood was the leader of the gang, which 
consisted of some twenty i»r thirty persons. The design 
was to miu'der all the Oabiiiet Ministers when they 
. should be assembled a dinner at L<jrd Hurrowby's, and 
then start a revolution, break open the prisons, and set 
fire to Loudon, in the confusion plundering the banks. 
The plot miscarried through one of the gang informing 
jfcheauthoi 1 ties, mid vro liave another resemblance to the 
Stepney affair in the police with a squad of the Guar<l8 
raiding a leftover ii stable in Cato-stroct, off Edgware* 
road, whei'e the plotters were met in conclave. The 
traracd mon showed fight, dashed out the lights, and 
firea oh the inv.'iders, one policeman being ivouuded by 
Thifitlowood. Ill this case the Guards, also brouglit 
from the Tower, wore Coldstreamci-H. Nino of ttie 
desperadoes were captured, and Thistle wood and four 
othei*a were e.xecuted, the remainder being transported. 

The nearest approach, perhaps, to tlie Stepney siege 
WES probably the last stand in 1880 of the infamous

Kelly gang of bushrangers in Aiisti*alia. A buBh-hofel 
at a place called Glenrowan was “ stuck up ” by the foor 
outlaws, and word was telegraphed to the police head¬ 
quarters. With the greatest promptitiido a hundred 
armed constables were at once conveyed by ii special 
train to the spot from Melboui*ne, and the hotel was 
surrounded and besieged.. Heavy fiisiLlados were ex¬ 
changed by the desperadoes and i he police, and presently 
one of the oufJaws enme stalking forth with a revolver 
ill either hand, firing right and left at the besiegers 
siud daring thorn to come on. The police fired a 
volley at him. He did not even stagger; tUo shots 
seemed to have no effect. Something like a panic 
seized the police. Was the rufliiin human ? At length 
a bullet struck the despeviido in the leg. He fell. A 
rush was made for him and he was soenred, when it was 
found he was wearing a complete suit of plate armour 
under his overcoat, with a cylindrical helmet. He had 
had the armour iimdeoutof old ploqghshiiresHnd boiler- 
iron, and it wsis bullet-proof, tbough dented with some- 
thing like a score of bullot-inarks. 'J’he siege of the 
hotel went ou until one of the oilier three I'liftians was 
shot deiid and the place caught fire. Like the Stopnoy 
desperadoes, the two remainiug inonibeiM of the gang 
then committed suicide and their bodies woro found in 
the ruins. Ned Kelly, the captined chifd* of tho gang, 
was hanged. 

There was the case of a madman in the We.st Country 
who held a cottage against all coraciH for a couple of 
days, and not a week ago in Franco wo had a caao of a 
thief threatened with arrest barrioiiding hiin^ieif in ii 
loft and besieged by the police unavailiugly for hoin s. 
The despemdo shot his owm father dead w’hen the old 
man approached his doii to remonstrate vvich him, and 
evcntuuUy killed hiiiiself. 

Then, again, there was tho notorious Fort Chabrol’* 
siege in Paris, whore the iiremen naod ihoir hosepipes 
to wash out the besieged. NcvfjrtheleKsg, these held out 
for a week and then rather inglorioii.sly surrendered 
through hick of provisiouH. 

Artillery lias l)een brought up before now over in 
America* by niilitiu, l<,> bom bard c>utliiws outrouched in 
a strong and practi(;ally impregnable position. 

In 1874 a little boy, four years old, was kidnapped 
near Philadelphia, the affair croating the greatest seu- 
sation. Tho parenis were fairly w'CjU-to-do and the 
motive was supposed to be black mail. (-CJ’tainly letters 
deiiuiiuling a heavy ransom were sent to tho distracted 
pai*ents. but no atleuipth; were made by tho rufiians to 
secnit^ the ransom, possibly owing to tho extraordinary 
methods adopted by the police to run them to earth.

DrBSB Ties. 

At ihi8*timo of the yesr L ti6ually get many inquiries 
regat'diiig drctsa itea. When, for instance, should a iiiii.n 
“iS'car a white tio and when a black one P 'How wide shonld 
the tie be» and most it be tied by the wearer ? How big 
should the bow be and are “ butterfly bows fashionable?— 
find so on. With regard to the first question—the most 
common of thorn all—1 may Kny that a man is not a bsolutely 
in tbe wrongs in my opinion, if he always wears a white 
tie Witli his evening clothes, whether he is wearing a coat 
mik tails ur a dinner jacket, but it ho is wearing a dinner 
jacket, he cim please himsolf about wearing a black tie it 
he prefei's that kind of tie Vo a white one. I siiould say, 
too, that a black tie is not necessary as a sign of moaruing, 
■ and that the white tie is ju«t uu much a part of the ordin¬ 
ary eveuipg dress as is the white collar or the wliite shirt. 
<ily the way, the sliirt should now have a stiff front with 
two stud holes; the soft-fronted dress shirt has gone right 
out of fashion.) 

Dinner Jackets. 

By saying that a black lie is permissiblo with a dinner 
jacket 1 raise another question: When should the dinner 
jacket be worn in place of the evening coat ? Well, nowa- 
daye^ the dinner jacket is a very different garment from the 
dinnor jacket of ten years ago. The presfmt day dinner 
jacket is very smartly cut. The lapels and collar aro 
similar to thoso of a dres'^ coat; and the likeness between 
the two garments—biirnng the tails on the dress coat—is 
«0 uomnh'te that, when a man wearing a dinnor jacket 
ifl sitting down, it is not always easy to tell wheth'.jr 
the man has on a dinner jacket or a dress coat, 'i'liis 
being so. it follows that the dinnorl jacket is now 
considorud to be correct on nearly any occasion in tho 
evening.' Personally, I do not think that a man should 
wear a- dinner jackot at a dance or at any big function/’

Otherwise. As tho dinner jacket is so generally worn in 
piaioe of the dross coat it might be thought that the black 


evening ties would be equally fashionable, but I am glad to 
say they are not. 1 think that a man would be quite rig^ 
if he always wore a dress coat and a vhito tie in tlio 
evonitigs. The dinner jacket is merely optional fur 
all informal occasions. The man who stuck to the 
oi*dinary coat and the white tie could wear them with a 
black waistcoat on most occasions, and a white one if he 
wisbod to be particularly dressy." 

The Kight Bow. 

The dross tio should always be self-tied, but many men 
who ought to know bettor wear made-up dress ties, and 
imagine that the made-njp ties, made to res^uuhle Uic i<cdr- 
tied ones, really do deoeivo people. Tho tio bhoultl bo 
neither very wide nor very narrow, and far and away tbe 
beat material for the tie is a soft piqiiO. A tie that has a 
lot of stiffening in it never makes up into a good bfw; on 
tho other hand, if the piquo has not euoiiglt substance*in it. 
the two loops of the bow hang down, and give the wearer 
a very untidy np}»earauoe. When the tio is tie<l the two 
ends and the two loops of tho bow shuiild be levtd kf tho 
kn.d of the bow is drawn tight the tie will be kept m 
position, and it will also have all the “ buM orlly a]ipfarun' e 
that it need have. Thu ties which are shaped in siieli a 
way that when they aro tied I no middle ])arl of the tio is 
very small, and the two loops very wide are no long*^r 
fashionable. Tho ouds of the tio, by tlni way, hIuhiIcI Joints 
the corners rounded qff. Some mt*n prviVrIo have ti'cni 
quite square, but 1 do nut see that they sn* us sni.irtilie 
others, and sometimes tho corneih get bont hml croa-'Cii 
when the tio is being lixed, and then—well, the bu&t plan 
is to begin again—witJi aiiutlier lie.

THE POPE AND MIXED MARRIAGES.

In writing; about ]>iib]ic a flairs in London Opinion 
I try to bcrtruthful and to help luy readers to «et at 
the truth.

ivland. .Stated brieily, tiiat is tlie lact \\e liave to 
face. Now for its coiisi’ipienees. In .May, 1908, at 
Bullyineiia, a PnxsjiyfI’rian juini.sfer, tlie Ib'v. J\Ir. 
({ilmonr, married a Presbyterian girl 1o c. Homan 
C’atliolic. lie subseijiiciilly l)a])fis»*d lier Ib^t child, 
her husband ronseiitiiiir. An(>th<'r child was born. 
Then a priest told tlic ]jartirs that tin* marriage xvas 
null and x’oid, having taking ]ilae(‘ a monfh after the 
papal decree. Il(* said tliaf tliev must l»e married 
overugam in a Boinan Catholic cii.ipcl. 'Flic mother 
refused. One Mondav <*vening she found t hat. her 
infant, four weeks old, had been taken away, torn 
from her breast. Tin* o11i'*r »iiild Jiad also been 
taken.

The mother stayetl in tlie eliildh's.s boim' llli 
Thursday, pleading xv it 1 1 her liushand for her children. 
He took her out, firomising to nsslore h(‘r children to 
Iier. Then he jumped on a moving train and h'tt her 
in the street. WJien sJie n‘tiirMed lionn* she found 
that all the furniture had been removed. All Iht 
clothing, all her personal treasures, w ere gone. ??inee. 
then she has been unable to iirul eitlier her husband or 
children. ISlie has sought for h**r little child in the 
Btrccts. She has stoppi^d women with babes in tJieir 
arms in the liop(‘ of linding her lost little one. 'J’his 
is a tragic story. Before ti'lliiig it I Imve taken the 
trouble to investigate the facts and to discover if 
the^c is another aspect of tlie case.

1 do not see how it. can la* justiiied, and I am con¬ 
fident tliat tlier<‘ are few Roman (at holies in Ireland 
or in England xvho xvould attinnpt to justify it.

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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. , 

Undercut Wedgwood. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


ClNDBBCtT is a word of several applications, and that 
Ib why, for a long time, 1 did not understand what 

undercutting ** in Old Wedgwood might exactly moan. 

There are, tor instance, the undercut in boxing, and 
the undercut in V>eef; but these are totally beside the 
imsent murk. Yon got nearer tlie mark when you con¬ 
sider the wonderful undercutting done in Oriental 
objects made out of ivory and wood. 1 have just been 
examining two tiny Chinese junks made out of small 
bits of sandal-wood. ' Tlie knife hollowed away the 
interior so deftly, and with such infinite pains, that you 
can see itisifle the junks, and note the little seamen 
sitting within, behind shutters that open under your 
finger-tip. That is uudertuitting, and so is something of 
the kind which you may see in medieval European 
ivories; but it is not the undercutting to which this 
article on Old Wedgwood itifers. 

If you enter the Chapter House of Southwell Biinster, 
as in un interval of electioneering T did in December 
last, you will l>e surrounded by beautiful pillars with 
undercut capitals, that are unique and unparalleled in 
any English cathedral, or in any of the fifty French 
cathedrals which I know. The hard stone was so cut 
into and under by tJie sculptor that tlu3 twigs, leaves, 
and fruit ou these lovely capitals stand out, away, 
and up from the block of stoTie, just as if they weift not 
integral parts of it. Even so in <.irmling Gibbons' 
wood-car viugs, the undercut details seem as if 
separately carved and them glued on. blow, it was these 
uses of the word ** undercut " wliic:h long misled me as 
to what undercutting in old Wedgwood miglit exactly 
moan. 

Sir Arthur Church wrote: ‘*Tlie relief bad been 


previously moulded; after its application to tbe pre¬ 
pared ground it would be, and often was, worked on 
by sculptor or modeller, so as to repair defects, and 
to do suck undfrevUiug as mis necessary.^' And Air. 
Batbboue had written of the medallions, etc., “all 
being carefully undercut" It is as esnential for a 
collector of “Wedgwood’’ to know what that means 
exactly as it is for a collector of English old china to 
know ** soft" porcelain by tbe feel. 

A Simile. 

A homely illustration may help us to understand. 
Liquid jelly is x>oured into a tin “ shape ” or mould; when' 
the jelly hardens it is “ turned out '^upon a dish. Tbe 
mould or shape if ornamental will cast "-an orna¬ 
mental-shaped jelly, but the linos of it cannolf be any¬ 
thing else timn simple, because tbe lines of the mould 
must be perpendumlar to the dish. Otberwice, the 
mould will not “ draw off ’ from the jelly without 
bmikiug it. Tbq undercut junks, capitals, and wood- 
carvings could not have been produced by a mould. 

Now. tbe wiiite raised oimament on a piece of “ Old 
Wedgivood" was deposited upon it from a mould. 
Flaxman or Hackwood modelled a decoration in wax, a « 
mould was cast* from chat, into the mould liquid wbit4> 
jasper was pourad, and then the result was “ tuined out" 
upon the coloured jasper it was to uruumeut, just as a 
jelly from a mould. It was not turned out; strictly 
speaking, the mould was drawn off it, leaving the 
moist ornament upon the jasperground." 

Lapidary Work. 

Just as a lapidary chisels a cameo in chalcedony, or a 
Bcal]>tor a statue in marble, so an artist with a knife

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ought go to work upon a jelly; and did go to work 
upon an Old Wedgwood bas-relief freshly produced by 
a mould. He underad it—that is, he aooentaated the 
lines, removed superfluities, deepened hollows—for 
eiample, consider a m-dallion of Nelson, the one most 
frequently seen. The knife out under the lapel of the 
coat; the knife out away between the neck and the 
collar; the knife accentuated the hollow under the eye- 
‘brow; and thus produced the sharp effects of light and 
shade iirhich the mould alone, because of the neoesHity to 
** draw it off,*' could not produce. A fine pie<*K of Old 
Wedgwood thus employed first a potter and then a 
sculptor. After ISOO or so, the labour of the srulptor 
was dis'pensed with, the ornament was left just as it 
came out of the mould, and inferiority began.

The Old and the New. 

Old Wedgwood ” has in eveiy way a finish superior 
to that which began to come from the same works in 
the year 1800 or so. The earthenware was finer in 
grain, and therefore produced a finer surface, more 
smooth, flat and glossy; the colours were better; and 
careful undercutting was done. This undercutting 
did not consist in cutting away the base and leaving 
details almost detached and independent of the whole, 
as undercutting did in <irinling Gibbons* work, so do 
not look fur that. But if a piece of Wedgwood oi nament 
being before you, you perceive details which are 
‘‘‘perpendicular to the dish." and could nut have been 
produced by a drawn off mould alone, then yon may be 
sure that you have before you a bit of early Wedgwood, 
undercut.

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THE DISGRACE OF ILL-HEALTH. 

By ABNOLD WHITE. 


Moving freoly tlirmigli tli(» c*oiTi]>actod crowd at 
the end of Sidney Street during the engagement on 
the eventful Tuc^sday, I was stni(‘.k forcibly by the 
fact that almohit everyone looked ill. 'Flu* crowd was 
largely compoaed of fondgners, who live almost as 
secluded from the suiiligjit as the white lilac raisixl by 
French flow’er-farmers' in underground cellars. The 
faces in the Mile End Road were not merely blanched. 
Everyone looked ill. 

The very next day I happened to la* in a town in 
Lancashire with a liundred lliousand inhabitants. 
There again I perceived a wan, worn (*xpression tliat 
faintly reproduced tlie agonised ieatures of the 
competitors in a Marathcm race towards the end of 
their toil. The expression of Iheso crowds is nol 
exactly one of unhappiness, buf it was as tliough 
they are all engaged in a struggle for life wjiirli is 
rather too mueli for them. The opiuatiou of new 
laws during the last (juarter of a century, whatever 
good effects they may liave had, lias not placed 
eheerinesH and linaltli among them. The land that 
once, was “ Merrie England” is becoming dis- 
gnintlcd; mainly, I believe, owing to the rarity of 
that good healtli by Jneans of wJiicli the mere pleusiin* 
of living Buffices to make a man bai)py. 

The true test of the lienltb of an urban eoiumiinily 
is to count the apoMu^raries’ Hho|)s and scan tin* 
advertisements for patent medicines. 1'liey ahoiind 
in Russia. The prevailing note, in Russian lUi\ is 
sadness, not in consequence of the greatness of tin* 
Slav soul, hut due mainly to Russian indigestion or 
Russian catarrh. 

Since all life is war and diplomacy, with occasion¬ 
ally a patch of blue sky in the sbapi^ of lov(‘, sound 
healtli and the oliocriness that comes from sound 
health are as essential to success as brains, pluck, or 
luck. I do not believe for a moment that th<*. Good 
Old Times were anytliing Imt a good old fraud. The 
filthy habits of our ancestors wdtli their carpets of 
decaying rushes on the tkior absorbing insanitary 
morsels of food dropped by muiinerless treneliermeii, 
must have contributed to a high average of ill-licaltli. 
that probably conduced to acerbity of manner in 
public and to domestic cantankerotisiiess. 

Errors in diet and profuse indulgence in port wine 
account for the errors ol judgment on the part of 
European statesmen in the eighteenth century, 
whicli h»d to ivars that would have been deemed 
unnecessary to-day. Enjoying as we do imimmse 
advantages as compared witli the fraud of the Good 
Old Times, there is no doubt that we are beginning to 
run n serious risk of national decay from almost 
universal ill-health. To see the rude liealtli of fanners 
in (^anada, cowboys in the States, Roor or Briton on 
the high veldt, or sailors, hard-bitten with good food 
and lots of work in the open, tjie Uaccid and depres- 
Biiig townsniaii with a load of care upon his brow is a 
proldem that needs tackling soon. 

I read in ilie Naiiomtl Itrrirw for this month a 
remarkably virile and limclv paper by Dr. Elizabeth 
Sloan Chesser. This strikes me us especially 

ihiportant because it approaches the whole question 
of health in relation to nationality, both from the 
scientific and from the w'oinan's standpoint. For 
many years I have been looking for capable women 
to pul) their weight in the boat on the subject of 
national he%)th, which cannot be treated successfully 
men only. Dir. Chesser and Disraeli declare that 


nearly all the ills of tliis life result fit>m ignorance of 
liealth laws. All disease is proventiblo. Five 
ilocades liave halved the ravages of tubercle. Cholera' 
ami typJius have been mustered. Typhoid and 
smallpox have been weakened and are on a fair v:ay 
to extermiimtioi). We shall have to deal with 
alcoholism and feeble-mindediioss as we have dealt 
with the diseases that arc vanishing. 

The chief hope of peopling Britain with licalthy 
men and women and happy children is by making 
ill-health socially disgraceful either to the Kuffen»r or 
his aneestors. None of till' early Vh^torian hy]K>cricies 
were more revolting than the affectation of delicacy, 
the taste for fainting fits, and the refinement of jioor 
liealtli, which characterised the odious femininity 
of that i>eriod. The liockey-girl may be too bouncing 
for some tastes, but she is at all events a vast iinprov<‘- 
inent upon the ametnir and noiirotie who wore 

petticoats in the Britain of seventy years ago, as she 
was depicted in the fiction of the dav, a better guide 
fo contemporary fashions and sentiments than the 
Press or th(‘ Annual Register. 

If ill-health w(‘re only counted disgraeeful by a 
strong soeial eonvciition, we might in a generation 
recover those eonditioiis which fur four hundred 
years made the aneient Greeks the healthiest, the 
happiest, tlw* most beautiful, and the most, artistic 
people who ever lived on earth. For four Imndred 
years the name of no Greek physieian was suHiciently 
famous to have descemled to our time. Presumably 
there were no apothecaries' shoos in tJie city of the 
Violet (Vown, wdiere the health and beauty of 
children comprised the religion of parents. 

The majority of the immigrants wdio favour us 
with their presence in these islands come from 
countries wdiere the sliut window and the ciosexl door 
are regarded as essential to conifoi*t. It is scarcely 
too much to say that common colds can be absolutely 
avoided by sleeping well under open windows summer 
and wnliter. For the first day or tw'o it seems strange 
wdien one is sleeping in the open to wake in flie. 
morning with a sense of vehement elation and vitality 
W'hieli nothing on this earth can give except the free 
and open air. To obtain good national healtli wc 
must hunt dow’u disease in the same, w'ay as the polich 
follow the tracks of “Peter the Painter.” -The 
original instincts of the cavemen from whom wni are 
descended teach us to isolate where they would have 
bludgeoned. Already we recogniije that a case of 
virulent smallpox in a tranicar is an outrage on the 
community; but it is no more an outrage than tlio 
feeble-minded, the tuberculous, or polluted bride¬ 
groom or bride wdio taints posterity without sense of 
shame. 

Althougli T have never been able to follow those 
who desire the State to exact a veterinary certificate 
from those almut to wed, the difficulty might be got 
over by requiring intending husbands to insute their 
lives for a few pounds. This would involve medical 
examination before the policy was issued,* not 
ostensibly in the interests of the State, but in the 
interests of a prudent commercial company. A 
medical certificate would fae forthcoming if the life 
of tli^ bridegroom were an insiurable risk.

far from Welbeck. There is, likewise, some of the Eaton 
Hall blood in the Duke of Portland*s kennels; this, of 


course Gomiiig from the late Duke of Weatiuinster’s 
kennels. 

The Clumber Spaniel. 

The Clumber spaniel was probably iutradu(|ed into 
England befcwptm 1720 and 17»‘10. H i.s said that 
(Captain llobcrt Spencer brought some sjipciinens over 
from France, and those* came from the Due. do Noun?lies. 
Captain Si»enner gave a brace to the then Duke of 
Newcastle. The breed \va9 kept up at Clumber and was 
reckoned of great value. They are white iu colour with 
lemon markings. The Clumber is mute when he linds 
game, other spaniels iiinke a noise. Clnmbers wiu’c the 
favourite gun or shooting dogs of King Edward. 

Where Strange Doga are Seen. 

At the Quarantine Station at Bhonler’s Hill, Wool¬ 
wich, all sorts of strange dogs are to be found. The 
Chorlton Kennels are under the mo.«it capable'charge of 
Mr. H. E. Dyer, a South African veteran. Licensed by 
the Hoard of Agriculture, a curious vtthnKfc may be 
seen at the Chorlton. For Instance, (jicutleiiiau .liin in 
a fighting bull-terrier which was wrecked witli the 
Minnehaha, the American liner. Near to Mrs. R. 
Bateman*K (Worcester, Mas.s., O.IS.A.} dt»g was, when I 
visited the place, a pi*etty little follow juircliascd by 
Dr. A. Mitchell from Bedouins iu the S.ih:iru. 

The Pet of the Pelicnn. ' 

The Pelican is a small sailing ship which comes out 
from Hudson Bay laden with furs every Fall, and 
returns when the ice permits her in the. early Mummer. 
She carries provisions, powder, etc., for ilic Company’s 
agents, who barter thmii with the Indians for furs. 
Jack is the Ptlican^is dog. He is a black aiul tun- 
headed, wire-haired fox-terrier. Jack comes over every 
year and spends thii winter in these 
___comfortable quarantine kennels.

Grant, is very fond of her dogs, which 
are from the Pyrenees. The breed is 
rather sc.a.rce in England, although a 
magniliceiit specimen was shown years 
ago by the hi to Captain Marston Thomas. 
The ' Pyrenees sheepdog is neaj'ly 
always white, mid he appears in shape 
more like a St. Bernard dog than a 
tender of fiocks. But with his great 
strength he is all the more useful to 
guard the sheep and cattle .on the 
pastuiM's of the great chain, of mountains 
which stretch fi-oin the Atlantjo to the 
Medlterraiiean. liady Sybil C^rant gives* 
her dogs Tyrenean names. For instance:

NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD 

What Pictures to Buy? By Sir James Yoxali, M.P. 


1 suTM'tisE tliero are f(»\v professed tJoUeelors of other 
things wlio do not jro in for a ]»ielui‘e now and then, 
preferably an old one, in water-colour, in pysltds, or in 
oil. You may swear by ])or<‘el!iiii. books. WctJfjwood, 
liirnltun;, lustre-ware, lace, uiiniatures. braKses. enamels, 
paste, eiubroiderios, rococo jewels, silhouettes, book 
]>lates, cameos, ivories, spoons, siiulT-boxes, luitiiieg- 
^ralers, costumes, ^lass, stay-bnsks. pincbbock, cbaj>- 
books, watcb-cocks, tankards, harness-amulets, c'oin'^, 
armour, medals, bronzes, or what not, but voii still 
lia.ve tlic upper part of the walbpa]ier;in your rooms to 
adorn, 

J'cople who collect ino/./.otiiits, colour-prints, etcliini^-,. 
iKjuatiuts, Baxters, stipple-prints, copper-plates, f'lass 
pictures, and bo fortli. may liuu^ the w^ulls with their 
lavi^er treasuiTis, and not need to buy an oil-painting, a 
Avat^jr-colonr drawing, or a crayon-sketch at all- Hut 
for the rest of us the (jncRtion “What picture.s to 
buy?*’ is imperative; and by the word “pictures" 1 
here mean not oiltings only, but water-colours and 
pastels, too. 

The Possibilities Still, 

i think it is good to be catholic, in picture buying. I 
am sure it is good to purchase pictures when you come 
across them casually, rather than to go hunting for 
them specially, and buying them all at once. Thu 
chances of casually coming upon a treasure of a ]»icture 
are still numerous, if you possess the seeing eye and the 
knowing lore. Tluu-e is a man—not myself, alas! -who, 
withiu the last si.v months, motoring through a hinter- 
lat.d A'illagc, found in the same little shop a great Del 
M azo. a perfectly luxely Carlo Dole!, a Lely, with two 
lute rrtfi Tuses, on sale for Jess than £25 in all. The 
vases alone are worth the money. 

By the side of that taken chance, other “ finds ” may 
Hell look meagie^and note that the purobaser in this 


ca.se Avas not a collecior, but a busincbs man who 
thoiiglii. and rightly', that he knew valm* for cash when 
he saw it, ev«;n in an nnfiimiliar “ line. ’ But xvheii I 
look around a roorn'l know. 1 am almost surprised to 
see what, in thii coursf' of only a few years, a wandcM'iiig 
<*ollcctor Avilh alert eyes, some taste, and a fair know¬ 
ledge of schools of ]»aiutjng and art.ist.s’ styles, can dti 
xvith a sleiidci* purse. J see on the Avails id' that room 
ail Ktty. iiu 02>ic, a likely Mnilaiid, a. Stark, two 
V*arlevs, a Bright, a Kneller, a de iiooch. a Pothoven, a 
Carh/Maratti. a Nash, a Taverner, a JMadox Brown, a 
Pyne srapiecc. a group of boors that may be by OsUidc, 
and a. sketch of cattle that Troyon may have done: 
and only one of them cost more than tliree pounds. 
Mo.st of them cost less than two. No doubt some 
money ha: since been spent on each on I'estoring. 
varnisiiing, mounting, streteiiing, and framing, anil 
many of them arc smallish or small. But what does 
that iiiatler? Jn these days of fiats, bungalows, and 
small villas big pictures cannot well be bung. Some 
of tlieni, too, are sketches,! know, but Avhat then? A 
line painter was often at his biist in a sketch. 

Buying Sketches. 

Out of every artist's studio go numberless unfinished 
essays, sketches, and “ bits,*' that often are bits of pure 
delight. They arc going out of studios to-day, “uncoii- 
siderud trifles *' by painters Avho Avill be famous a 
generatiou hence. If you have the flair and the 
patience yon may collect such “ bits.’* They will afford 
all exorcise for taste in uiounting and framing so as to 
make the best of them ; but, how do you suppose most 
of the countless water-colours kept at the Print Room, 
British MuBeuiii, and in the Victoria and Albert 
Museum were first got together? By contemporary 
collectors who picked u*p bits by contemporary brnsbes 
iu the way I describe. 
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To do the same thing to-day one muat know whose 
“bits” to acquire. If yon cannot afford to bny off an 
eiAiibiiion wall a Braiigwyii. an Orpon. a tiohn, an 
East, a ('laiifleu, and so on (not to say a Sargent), yon 
can study them in the exhibitions, and thus learn t<i 
rec<»giiise a chiji from those workshops, so to speak. 

Vou eau study the illnstnited books and periodicals 
which tell about the bi;8t ])ictures being pninted in 
Rnglund and Scotland to-day—the for example, 

or 1)(»okR like Frank Hrangwyn and his work,” hy Mr. 
Shaw Sparrow r Kegiin I’anl, 10s. t»d. net), which is a. 
very iiiforniative and inspiring book indeed. (*nidd 
you recognise a Hrangwyn etching on zinc wlien yon 
see one? These etchings will he sold for niiieli gf»ld 
some da 3 \ New or old, tlieie are sketches and hits on 
mill-board, paper, or canvas to he found hy tireless 
8#*ekers yet; and these. 1 think, for yieople w'ith more 
’taste than spare hundreds, are the kind of pictures 
to buy.

Then the Hon. Hubert laiiiichcd forth volubly info a 
description of Ids f.nmily affairs and woildly possessions. 
He had, said h«‘, large estates in Mortliainptonshire, 
Ireland, and Scotland, besides other kinds of property, 
which, however, he could not get at until his uncle died. 
His uncle, he added, was Lord Glencairn. He also 
stated that the late Marquis of Hustings was liis cousin, 
and that he was related to the Duke of Hamilton.

The best plan is to have a couple of white waistcoats 
made in thi.s way, and a black one with the style consider' 
ably modified.

It is possible, of course, to 
get a fairly good wiiitr evening waistcoat ready made, but 
the price of a good one i.s practically the same as that of 
the waistcoat that the tailor would make, and the waistcoat 
made to measure is in every way preferable to the one 
which may or may not be (|uite right, but which will 
probably bo wrong in one important particular.

fF young mea were to devote as much time to

He may be bald and obese, 
heartless and toothless, before he knows what every 
baby girl knows in her cradle. Every man is born 
innocent about women, and most men preserve their 
innocence till they die. Trouble does not break up 
their innotmee. In fact, men can march through 
trouble for fifty years, and keep their childish 
innocence to the end. It is otherwise with women. 
They spend their lives in the pursuit of innocence. 
That, is why they are so dangerous. They know the 
value of innocence, and they aiti always laying in a 
fresh stoi'k of it.

She is a 
ooId‘ realist who looks on the worla as her oyster. 
She has absolutely no sentiment. Shu is proof 
against dream waltzes and mooushine and all the 
creaking machinery of romance. She has no 
illusions about love, and regards it as a useful 
masculine insanity that can bo profitably exploited. 
The Niagara of love may be a very picturesque and 
very vehebent spectacle, but it is a futile nuisance 
unless it can be .turned into motor-cars, diamonds, 
^rls, pretty frocks, and other practical blessings. 
The calculating girl treats love as a business propo¬ 
sition.

She selects a husband who will 
work bard for her till he dies. She has a very noble 
admiration for stability of character, strength of 
will, and business habits in a lover. She st^rs 
clear of feather-brained young idiots, and chooses a 
hard-headed sentimentalisT who will worship her 
like a slave and toil for her like one. She knows 
that the successful man is, as a rule, the most abject 
dupe of romantic illusion. The harder the heawl 
tho softer tho heart. The cal(*iilating girl never 
dreams of giving her victim anything iu return 
for his lifelong helotry. He is there to fill her lap 
with luxuries. Tho less she gives him the more he 
gives her. It docs not occur to her that bis lot is 
hard, and that npw and then ho ought to be given a 
little joy to go on witli.

A HETBUKE, a tBuba» a colour-printed woodcut, and a 
bowl rest on the writing-table near me. and each repre- 
Bonts a horse 

Consider the bowl; it is Roma ware; it was made in 
Soma; Soma was a Principality of the old feudal Japan. 
The Princes of Souia were great hei'editary Duimos; 
Daicnoe were the territorial noblemen of the bygono 
Japan. The Prince of Souni's crest, device, or 
blazon—one cannot call it a coat of arms—was a 
horse. And therefore Soma porcelain and pottery 
displays, in relief or painted, upon its rough, indented, 
outer surface, a horse as a mark. iSouietimes the horse 
grazes, sometimes it bucks; sometimes, tied to one 
short post or between two posts,' it kicks up its hind 
legs viciously. 

Should yon come across a bit of ** Oriental ” marked with 
the Soma horse, better purchase it chea])ly, while you 
can. While you iran, I say, for good old Japanese ware 
io being more and more collected. 

The Netsake. 

I take lip the netsiike; notice the two holes in it; they 
are short channels or, rather, tunnels, through which a 
string was passed; in use, the netsuke a little 
resembled the block upon the cordage of a pulley. 
This particular netsuke is of wood, and was carved 
into the shape of a grazing horso by some artistic 
serf at Souui at least a bund red and lifiy years 
ago. Tbc patina or polish shows tluit it was long 
in use; and because of that, ilio line carving of it, and 
the material being hard old wood, it belongs to the class 
of iietsukes most desirable io collect. Pray do not 
suppose, beginner, that the brnnd-now elaborate things 
Bcoii tiy the dozen in pawnbrokers' windows or **imiiu< 
tion shops*' arc the proper kind; or even the small, 
dirty-brown bone things, which seem to have been used 
by dirty people. Beware, too, of imitation iieisiikes, 


neither wood, nor ivory, nor bone, but moulded celluloid; 
these are too light-weight for ivory, and you may also 
detect them by the line down the sides which marks a 
joining, due to the use of the back and front parts of 
the mould. New Jax^an is forging counterfeits of old 
Japanese works of art, so beware! 

The Soma man who curved the horse netsuke took a 
root of boxwood, or wood like box. cut off four thin shoots 
just above the root or stem, and utilised the four stumps 
for the legs, just where they joined the bit of root, which 
lie shaped into the head, tail, and body of the horse. A 
Japanese visitor picked this out as the best of my small 
collection; yet it cost mo only five shillings in the 
Pulham Road. 

The Tsuba. 

I picked the sword-guard out of a sooi-e, at a shop in 
the City, price nine-und-sixpence; it is xdaiu iron. But 
the art in it! 1 he Somacruftsmuii cut it out of hard iron, 
you cun see the marks of tlie knife in it, so to speak. A 
horse and its hniter ropp, that is the subject; tlie horse is 
bucking, much as Bullalo BilPs bronchos used to do at 
Olympia ; the four hoofs are all in the air iogotbor, and 
the rope, curling round and under them, completes the 
circular shape of the swonl-giiard. 

Note that fine, antique, carved iron tsubas are moi*e 
sought for -by Japanese connoisseurs than the later and 
more ornate sword-gmirds, inlaid with gold, silver, or 
copper. But again beware! Col lecting is inoi’e than ever 
becoming a science of skilled detection. Jn au **art 
shop *' the other day 1 sided soni(3 scores of what 
purported to be iron tsulKiK, turned into paper-weights, 
clips, and so forth, on sale at eighiecii-ponco each. For 
eighteen-pence you arc offered an iron tsnba, smeai'ed 
over with gilt or silver bronze-paint, and decorated by 
a filed-out. flower onianiont emhorsed, and riveted on. 
** And aren’t they selling, though 1 ” the shopiuan said,

when I questioned their origin. ** Six dozen, at least, I Ve 
sold this very day.” 

1 examined wbat were left; they were not even the 
common cast-iron tstibas used in the degenerate d:iys uf 
fifty years ago, just before the Japanese ceased to wear 
Hide-arms. They were rough iinltatiions, atamped out of 
soft iron by nmclnnery—ihin, fragile, and never filed, 
cbiaolled, aud finished, in the ancient erafisnuiniiho 
way. They are worthless ami offensive counterfeits; 
but people are buying them. I don't believe they ever 
saw Japan. But presently, with the embossed orii:i- 
ment taken off, when the ))ronz(‘ paint hits wurn dull, 
they will bo selling in ciirio-sliops to the unwary, no 
maimer of doubt about tliat. 

The Print. 

And HO are modern i-eprints of Japanase wood-cuts, 
as foul in colour as photogra)»hiocoj<ies of JVlorlaud and 
Bartolozzi prints. In the real ttiing now before me the 
Soma horse appears. It was (irawn by 'I'sukiokJi I'angc, 
• an artist who lived during 17.I7-I78ti; the wood-engraver 
was Yoshiuii Nyeimon. and ilie print was published in 
17<):i. The Japanese lettering tells that, and the prancing 
l]orse--a rare feature in Japauf'se prints—suggests that 
the artist belonged to the suzerainty of Soma. What an 
artist ho was! The horse yjrances, the l*riiice leans out 
from the saddle with lifted whip, and tl;c serf shrinks 
and scuttles away from tlie blow. It is all in motion, 
it is all alive.

THE MAN WITH THE RED BEARD. 

How Mr. Borli&gh&m, Accused of the Steiuheil Murdert has Become a Paris Figure. 


It is not OTeryone who can boast ot having been 
aocused of the most sensational crime of a century, and 
of having profited by it. Usually such an accusation 
leaves a storm of indefinable suspicion, and the un¬ 
fortunate victim is glad to bury himselt from the 
public view, and hope that the incident may be 
fo^tten. 

Living in a studio in the Latin Quarter in Paris, 
however, is a newspaper man, Frederick Burlihgham, 
who for a time was accused of having been the murderer 
of the painter Steinheil, and who was even identified by 
Madame Steinheil (afterwards tried for the murder her¬ 
self, and Boouitted) as the man who killed her husband 
and her mother. Mr. Burlingham was under suspicion 
for months, but cleared himself triumphantly, and since 
then has turned the incident to his advantage. 

Mr. Burlingham*s misfortune—or good fortune—is 
that he has a magnificent red beard. Mme. Steinheil 
tn her first story of the murder said that she saw a 
plan with a - red beard bending over her bed on 
the night of the murder. Added to that, Mr. 
fiurlingbam is a simple life entliusiast, wears sandals, 
a velvet coat and no liat, so that he attracts attention. 
The French police wanted a man with a rod beard, and 
as Mr. Burlingham answered this description they 
shadowed him for months, caused the newBpajiers to 
acouse him, and although they never arrested him, 
made him quite as much ti'ouble ns if they had. 

Now, although a couple of years have elapsed, he is 
one of the best known figures in Paris. Whenever he 
passes by, people nudge each other and whisper, 
“L’Aommc a la barhe rouge,'' The newspapers which 
were eager to send him to the guillotine are now eager 
for his contributions, and official peraons whose 
acquaintance he made when under suspicion smooth 
the way for him'as if he were a person of great influence. 
Here is bis own story of the incident: 

“My first intimation that I was wanted for the 
murder of the painter Steinheil came like a bomb-sboli 
one morning while I was in my lodgings in the Bne St. 
Jacques, in Paris. Suddenly there was a knock at the 
4oor. I opened fiO find a bearded man sturing at me 
strangely. 


Monsieur Burlingham, I believe?'he asked. 

“ ‘ 1 cannot deny it.* ^ 

«‘ Well, in the Libre Parole^ you are designated as 
the man wanted by the police for the murder. Here is 
the dipping.* 

** Then for the first time I became aware that there 
was an Affaire SleinheU, that a well-known painter 
aiid his mother-in-law bad been assassinated, and that 
1 had committed the murder. It was all down in black 
and white, my name, my nationality, my occupation, 
and my address. 

“ Interviewing in turn my interviewer, he told me 
that, while 1 was away in Switzerland on the now 
famous walking tour, the French police had broken 
into my lodgings, stolen photographs by which Madame 
Steinheil hud identified me as the assassin, ^ened my 
letters, followed me for six months threugh France and 
Switzerland, intercepted my luggage, and had co- 
opei*ated with the Swiss police in shadowing me while 
the police in Paris were ^ trying to find direct 
incritiiinating evidence on which to order my arrest.

1 have been half drowned, and ha%*e had the sensation 
of climbing dizzy Alpine precipices, all of which cost 
money; but being called publicly an assassin, and 
seeing the shadow of the guillotine fiit momentarily 
across the brain are, quite gratis, sensations extremely 
rare and incomparably thrilling. And are not sensa¬ 
tions what we are all looking for in these days ? 

** As the newspapers accused me of hiding, I deter- 
niiued to appear in public, and went down to the office 
of the Matin to refute these false stutemeuts. 1 
intended to demand all the light possible on the affair. 
Unless the mystery was cleared up I might rest all my 
life under suspicion. They kept me waiting so long in 
the ante-chamber that J knew something^ was being 
concocted. When 1 threatened to leave 1 was asked if 
] were willing to meet Madame Steinheil face to face. 

“ ‘ Why, I am willing to meet anybody,’ I replied. I 
bad a vision of Madame Bteinbeil coming in, declaring 
it was all a blunder, and, with the Matin as witness.

Then it opened, and one of 
the directors of the Matin came in to hslj that Madame 
SteinheiL could not brin^ herself fo face the possible 
murderer of her hiiBbtind, and the encounter was 
impossible, except cn the condition that 1 was willing 
to stand in a lighted corridor and allow madame to see 
mo from ii darkened rooui looking through the almost 
closed door. 

“Stepping into the glare I walked past the half-open 
door, at the suiiie time attempting with my eyes to 
pierce the gloom on the other side. I could see 
nothing, but ilmt stare of mine did its work. 1 heard 
gasping and agitated whispers as J was hurried along 
, the ooiTidor. Madame Steinheil was overcome by an 
atlack of nciTes, and when they could calm her down, 
she cried: 

“‘Oh, those eyes! That heard! It is he! It is 
surely he! * 

**Instead of ending the affair, therefore, iliis visit to 
the Matin intensified the situation, for the ne\A8pupcr 
itself 0|)Ciied fire on me. 

“To stop the sensation I determined to go direct to 
the poli(;e. Some weeks before my name was mentioned 
in the Affairs Strinhcil it should bestateil that Monsieur 
Hainan], chief of the French detective force, asked me 
to visit him under the pretext that he was looking for 
a witness to an automobile siccidtmt which was 
supposed to have taken place about the time of the 
crime in tlie Impasse Honsiu. Of course, I knew 
nothing about tlie accident, but ho asked me to tell him 
where 1 was at the lime— which was at Montbayd—and 
I promptly forgot the incident. Recalling this, I felt 
sure M. Hniiiard would publish the fact that I was not 
in Paris at the time of the crime, and he promised 
to ask M. Loydet, the jugc tTinstructinv, to do so. 

“Judge Leydet, however, with true legal logic, said 
that as he had not officially accused me of being the 
assassin he could not offi<*ialIy state I was not the 
assasBin. 

“ 1 w'as therefore left fry in printer's ink, wdiile 
millions of readers enjoyed the spectacle. Abandoned 
by the police and the administrators of justice, who 
were responsible for my predicament, I was forced 
again to turn to the newspapers 1 then gave out 
publicly my alibi on the night of the crime the Comte 
de Kerstrat and I were at Montbard—and, owing to the 
enormous momentum my affair had taken, the news- 
paptirs weie forced to simd out and verify my state¬ 
ments. This they did, and 1 was tried out of court 
for a crime 1 knew nothing about, and acquitted 
triumphantly. 

“If anyone was libelled by newspapers it was I 
during the Steinhoil affair, but as 1 only wanted 
vindication and not damages, the newspapers treated 
me generously when they found they were on the wrong 
tack. 

“Hut the adiuinlstmtors of justice did just the 
contrary. ^ Although it was proved that I was absent 
from Paris, and had never beard of the Steinheils, I 
was charged officially in the act (TacciMalion against 
Mme. Steinhell of being an adventurer, of fi-cquenting 
suspect places, and of knowing a red-haired woman— 
as if that were a crime. It seems the newspapera 
forced the Government to drop me, its prey, as a fowler 
forces a hawk to drop a chicken, and this justice, 
which thought it had the murderer, was chagrined to 
find that, after all, I had nothing to do with the 
affair. 

^ “ During this time my mail oame promptly, addressed 
simply * Burlingham, Paris.* It having b^n stated 
that 1 was a follower of Abe Kneipp, I had invitations 
to join Nature colonies, eat nuts, and live in trees like 
squirrels. I had some charming letters from Paris 
midinettea, who said they would never forget me; so 
that on the whole I have gained as much as 1 suffered 
fi'om the experience.

Mt correspondence baj; tliis 
week contains such a number 
of requests for Transvaal mine 
bhares vrith poBsibilities that 
I do not think 1 can do better than answer the 
onestion hero. In the first place I will give a dividend 
teyer—namely East Band Proprietary. The £1 shares stand 
over 5, but the company is earning 60 per cent, dividends 
and paying 40 per cent, to its shareholders. The plant at 
the mine is being extended, and additional profits should 
be forthcoming when it is operative. At all events there is 
every prospect of higher distributions and a consequent 
hardening in the quotation. Now for a non-dividend payer 
with good prospects. For this I name Simmer Deeps, the 
£1 shares being now purcliasable under J. 'J'ho monthly 
profits have doubled in the last six montlm and tlio outlook 
IB favourable. Not so very long ago the shares stood at 1 ]. 
They ought to go to i>av at least in any market revival. 

Kubber Sbipmeat Disparities. 

The amateur directors of some rubber companies have 
bad their eyes opened lately in regard to a matter which 
at one time caused them some anxiety. It was found 
that the quantities of the commodity coming to hand from 
the estatoB were considurably loss than those advised by 
cable from the ostatos. What had become of the deficiency ? 
was the question. The truth was that the rubber was 
•hipped in an imperfectly dried condition, and had given off 
a lot of moisture on the voyage. Of course, those ex¬ 
perienced in the rubber business could have put their 
finger on the spot in a second; but-^well, all rubber 
directors are not all experienced. 

Coatols for the Multitude- 

Mr. Uoyd Qeorge will now. no doubt, find time to con- 
aider whether any of the suggestions put forward for the 
popularisation of Consols can bo put into operation. The 
proposed re*convorsion into f^r cents, meets with much 
opposition in banking and financial circles, but the 
Chancellor will find the City ready to co-oporate in the 
other schomoB— nam^ly, to make the dividends payabh) 
free from income-tax and to issue bearer bonds in small 
amounts. Of course, small sums can now bo invested in 
Consols through the Post Office, but the amount bought in 
this way is comparatively trifling. Some enterprising 
Yankees, a few years ago, sold shares in a pioblematical 
gold mine over the counter in a shop within the sound of 
Bow Bells, just like a tradesman selling so many rolls of 
wall paper. Consols should bo obtainable just as easily by 
the multitude. Our premier security is not held by the 
•mall investor to anything like the same extent as Kentos 
are in Franco.

John Knight Ltd., the well-known soap manufacturers, 
enjoyed successful trading in the past year, the available 
profits lotalling i^54,000 on an issued capital of ^6420,000. 
'J’ho ordinary shares receive a dividend of 8 pek oent. for 
the twelve months, the deferred sharaholdera get 10 per 
cent., and the reserve is made up to jC 25,000. Had the 
board wished, higher distributions could have been made, 
but the conservative policy of strengthening the financial 
lesQurccs of the business has been wisely adopted. 

Land Values ia Rhodesia. 

In the attention which is being paid to the progress of 
mining in Bhodesia in its bearing on the Chartered 
Company, its effect on land valnes has not yet been fully 
appreciated. I'hc opening up of so many mines means 
towns to provide the supplies, and ngricuUuro to provide 
the towns with those supplies. As illustrative of the 
enormous increment in land values which o.an occur even in 
a few years, the Standard Bank of Africa has just paid 
jU8,(J(K.) for two stands in Manica Boad, Salisbury. StuiIHa 
in this road tliroo yesrs ago could have been bought for 
je20() to i£a00 each, and now i;4,()0'j each has been paid. 
This must moan much to such companies as the Salisbury 
Estates, which holds the largest number of stands in 
Salisbury among its assets. 

Other Bcaefitiag Coaeeras. 

Tt is of groat importance also to the Amalgamated 
Properties of Bhodesia and Exploring Land and Minerals, 
as both those companies are largely interested in town 
sites and other lands on which towns must rapidly spring 
upas mining develops. Lord Strathcona's dictum, invest 
in land in the new country, and never sell/' is one that 
should bo taken to heart by those who want to benefit fully 
in Rhodesia's future, which some shrewd judges believe 
will equal if not eclipse that of Canada for rapid and 
lightning-like progress. 

Are Argentine Rails Too HighT 

U'liore is no doubt that the equanimity of investors iu 
Argentine seciirities lias been disturbed by the recent 
reports of unsatisfactory crops. Every eJT*)rt is being made 
to gloss over the deficiency; but even if the crops wore 
better than thr^y had ever been before that would hardly 
bring the railways sufficient traffic to recoup thorn for the 
enormous outlays on extensions, at prosout unremuncrative. 
for which such enormous capital issues have been made. 
The interest on those issues has to bo paid, and this will for 
the time being have to come out of the profits of the other 
portions of the lines. 

Argentine Railways have bad some wonderful years, and 
rapid prosperity, and those who hold them cheap have 
nothing to fear. Those who have bought on the crest 
might buy back later on at a lower level if they realised 
now; and we should strongly adviso those who are contem¬ 
plating Ai'^eutine investments to wait, in the likelihood that 
they will obtain their securities on a better basis later on.

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THE GOOD TIME COMING. 

By ARNOLD WHITE. ' 


^^OL! »SEKKKJ?.S agroo that tJio hest on.* and the 
rioliest “dirtaro always just out of roach. The 
thing wc cannot sc<», is bettor than the* thing wc have 
and know. A critical period in our national history has 
begun, and public opinion is sharply divided between 
those who think the Good Time is coining and those 
wlio av(*r that the couiilry is about to lie ruined by u 
set of men who combine the incongruous mental 
qualities of diabolical astuteness and bovine stupidity. 

Mutually destructive epithets happily embellish the 
voeabulnry of controversy and gladden tlio lives of 
us lookers on. Wiiatever may lie the issue of tlie 
eighteen political problems wliicli arc nominally in 
dispute between tlic Ins and Outs, there can be no 
question as to tilings having enormously improved 
in the lifetime of living men, that tliey are improving, 
that t.here is every pi-ospect of better things to eome 
whatever may be the decisions of politicians in 
Parliament. 

At sea om* is’sometimes told, wdien far from land, 
that 11 currc*nt has rarried tJie ship miles nearer her 
destination than the expenditure of iiorse-power ou 
the screw sliafts can explain. Tlie (lulf Stream is 
inaudible on board ship: its movement invisible, 
except at one spot, and its etfeets inqierceptibhi to 
navigators otherwises than through the sextant and 
the comjiass. Nations, like ships, arc subject to 
strong ciirrcnts winch govern destiny as the Gulf 
Stream affects sailing vessels in a. calm enticring or 
leaving tin* (’arihbenn Sea. 

Observation shows that wc are, now swept along 
by a jioworfiil current wdiose force is moving the 
nation in a direction wliicli is not fixed by the wire- 
piill(*rs or by anybody on the salary list. Were fbere 
no ho])e of a large* iinpi'ovcineiit of tin*, condition of 
the human family, I should hail, with Huxley, the 
advent of some kindly eomet wliicli would sweep the 
w'hole affair away os a desirable consunimation. Men 
struggling in the hurly-burly at Westminster may not 
perceive the cimvnt wjiicli drives us into iloing 
things wliicli a few years ago -would have lieen 
deemed unthinkable. I have* been reading, witJi 
appr(»ciiition, a little book : “ The Party System,'’ by 
Hilaire Pelloe and (Veil Chesterton (S. Swift, 10 
.lolin Street. \V.(/. ; .‘Is. 6 d. net). The book is u 
sinsliing attack on the paitv system; but it is some¬ 
thing inure than this. It is evidence of an ocean 
current that is changing the British outlook. The 
late Lord Salisbury, with his pondcnius Tudor mind, 
s;iid very much the same thing ns Mr. iJilairc Belloc, 
-with hi.s Gallic vivacity and s])rightlincss of mood and 
expression. 

ixird Sfilisbiiiy's one defence of the stupidities, 
swindling, incapacity, waste ami bulldog courage 
•wliieh maiked his conduct of the Boer W*^ar was that 
the British (Constitution was “ not a good flying- 
machine.” Lord Salisbury also anticipated Mr. 
Belloc, by saying that power had left Parliament, 
]»ut that he did not know what Iiad become of it. 
I'ower is concentrated in a contedcracy consisting of 
the two front benches. The front benclics were 
responsible for the Lloyd George Budget, but it is 
iidniitted that the Budget was the product of Mr. 
Snowden's mind, not of the warm-hearted liberator 
of the oppressed on the ‘‘mist-sodden uplands of 
D.^irtinoor,” 

The simple fact is that the centre of gravity^ in 
British aflfairs is shifting, and that the time is passing 
when “.awank ” will ever again play so preponderant 


a })art as it. did from the Battle of Hastings to the 
Battle of Stepney. We have boon governed by 
“ swank ”—with small intervals—since the Tonquest. 

Democracy is impossible except in very small 
communities. People iiumliering between forty and 
fifty millions cannot govern themselves, because 
the art of Government takes nearly as long to learn 
as the art of slioemakiiig; and I am told by an 
opulent and expensive shoemaker that seven years’ 
practice is necessary to enable an intelligent prac¬ 
titioner to turn out a presentable pair of shoes. 

Since the British and American democracies do 
not govern themselves and never liave done so, 
they are now discovering tliat they are not governed 
by the men they send to Parliament to control 
tile Executive and to spend or save the country’s 
money. Thesis men are ciphers. Members of 
Parliament only get on if they are “good”: and 
being “good ” means servile obedience to mandarins 
wliose power of rew.arding and punishing their 
serfs is greater tiian aiiytliing tliat existed in the 
time of EtJielred tli(‘ rnready, when serfs w^on*. 
their master’s metal collars round their necks instead 
of on the left lapel of their dres-s-coats as is now 
th(* case. 

There, is a good deal of six'iidiiig in a limidrcd 
and seveutv millions a year, and when* there is much 
spending of money there is much hiiman nature 
about. As the nation lost its initiative the House 
of Gommoiis lost its control. Omnipotent 
Ministers originate jiolicy, control expenditure, and 
reward their supporters in three currencies - lionours, 
cash, and security of tenure. There is no longer 
any pretence that the fountain of honour flows 
(diiefly for the refreshment of those who serve their 
country. Party has smilingly eaten tin? State. 
The Good Time coming will begin when the Stat(* 
takes the parties by the seruff of their necks ami 
bangs tliem together. The ilcspotisiii of Asquitli- 
cum-Balfour is no better for us than the despotism 
of Charles-cum-Straffofd, or of (Vomwell-cum-Canl. 

The new current has set in. It is flowing, as the 
seamen say, “at a rate of knots.” We are on the 
eve of great change that will not be the changes 
<*,xpc( 5 ted by the ])i*ofessional politicians. Mr. H. G. 
Wells has struck a clear note in his “ New, 
Machiavclli.” Mr. Charles Tumor has also exhibited 
the. new spirit of a nation renewing its youth in his 
“ Land Pi’oblems and National Welfare.” Mr. 
Belloc lias done his share. The Good Times are 
coming, when two and two will once more make four. 

At a famous trial, Wliistler declared that his 
picture must be reckoned as the outeome not of sjo 
many day's labour, but of the education of a life¬ 
time. The party system has failed, and is not 
aromatic in its decay. The instinct of the people 
begins to penetrate the hypocrisy on which the 
party system rests. They are in jeopardy. The 
administrative class, especially the officers of the 
Navy and Army, the Police, and the Indian and 
Home ( 3 ivil Service, feci unbounded contempt for 
the House of Gommons. The working class is 
becoming conscious of being the governing class. 
Rupture between our administrative class and 
Government is inevitable since the Parliamentary’ 
system broke down. The masses know in their 
private affairs that two and two will not make five 
in a ledger. When two and two make four in 
politics, as in business, the golden dawn is upon us* :

MORE CORONATION CLAIMS. 

Some Carious Additions to the Officiat List. 


E ven from tbe brief i-eports published in the papers 
it is clear that the proceedings at the Court of 
ClaimR. which recently siit for the purpose of 
lie«*iring and determining claims of services to be per- 
fomed at tbe Coronation, were of exceptional interest.

What GchoGK from the misty past, for insiiinoe, ai-o 
awakened by tbe bald statement ibat the Duke of 
Newcastle asserted his title ** to provide a glove for Uk; 
King s right liund. and to support his Majesty's riglit 
arm while he is bolding tbe sceptre’'! The Bishop of 
Durham and bis brother of Bath and Wells went 
furlber, and succo.ssfully demanded the extensive 
privilege of “ sui>porting ” his Majesty, witliont qnali- 
iication or speciueation. But not all the prooeedingn 
at the Court h sittings liavo been made ]>iibljc. 

Some of tlic quaintest and most interesting claims 
put forward have* fiir sonic mison, been witlilield 
from the jiapors. and it remains for tbe present writer 
(who is not in a pusilioti to ilivnlge the source of bis 
information) to supply the deficiency. 

A Georgian Hitch. 

Among the jiuiny curious petilions was that of 
Eustace Snypjie, ERqiiire, who elahiied '*to provide a 
button for his Majesty’s bi*ecc.*lieB." Mr. Snyppe’s 
evidence was to the cfl‘c<*t that wliile (George III. wa.s 
ID the robiiig-room at Westminster, attiring himself 
for the Coronation ceremony, a button became detached 
fi*om tbe lioyal iieiber<garuiGuts and rolled out of 
sight. All wa.s confusion while tbe neighbourhood was 
being sconred for someone to repair the damage. In 
the crowd outside the Abbey was one Thomas Suyppe, 
a journeyman tailor, and great-great-great-grandfatlier 
of the claimant. Tloaring of the accident, and having 
tlie implementK of his trade about him, he at once 
▼olunteeved his services, cut off a button from his own 
breeches, and sewed it firml^y on to those of the distressed 
monarch. For this loyal and timely action Snyppe was 
^pointed rressor, Cleautu-, and Repairer to the Royal 
Household, with the right, said to have been, hereditary 
in his family made of attending at all CoiKuiutions in 
that capacity. 

Charles Il.’a Restoration." 

Sir Morvon Bright, Bart., demanded ** to restoiv and 
support the King'’ before and during the cei'emony. 
The origin of his claim is to be found in a certain inci¬ 
dent connected with the crowning of Charles II. The 
previous night, it would appear, had been spent by the 
Merry Monarch in Gbaraclcristic style, vith the result 
that he did not go to bed at all. 

When the time came for proceeding to the Abbey, it 
was evident that the King was not quite himself—or, 
rather, was a little too much himself. The Phyeician- 
In-Ordiaary, who was hastily summonad, oould only 
putting his Majesty^ head under the pump; 


but to this operation Charles firmly refused his assent. 
The Court was in despair until Sir Meryon Bright, the 
first baronet, and one of the King s boon companions, 
appeared on the scene. This gentleman had helped his 
sovereign to make a night-of it, but turned np himself 
in the morning as fresh as a daisy. Ho at once under¬ 
took to put matters right, and, going down to the 
kitchens, brewed .a sirunge mixture of his own inven¬ 
tion, the basic ingi^edient, it is believed, being red 
pepper. Charles drank this off, after which, as be 
Idmself expressed it, he felt “ready for all the Arch¬ 
bishops in Christendom." Sir Meryon remained at his 
side daring the subsequent proceedings, and, with his 
occasional assistance, the King played his part without 
any serious lapse. 

The grateful monarch, according to the claim, after¬ 
wards ordained that the Bright baronetcy should carry 
with it the office of Hereditary Chief Picker-up to the 
Crown, and in the present baronet’s possession is a 
Hingulur document setting forth the duties of the post 
on all occasions of State. 

A Tramp Card. 

When George lY. was crowned, his discarded Qiieon 
(whether discarded from weakness, strength, or fright 
is a moot point) turned up ut the Abbey and sought 
admission to tbe cereinoiiy, and it became a delicate 
question Low to get rid of her. After someone had 
suggested calling out the Guards and the Home 
Secretaiy, a gentleman by the name of Ohutneigh 
offered to go into the ante-room where Cai-oline was 
waiting and keep her engaged until the conclusion of 
tlie function. His offer being graciously accepted, lie 
joined tbe Queen, and, after a few minutes’ preliminary 
conversation about the weather, produced three cards 
from his pocket and invited her to “ spot the lady.” 
Time after time Caroline bucked her fancy for a tride, 
liiid, meeting with no success, proceeded to pluy for 
higher stakes in the hope of winning her money back. 

Her last guinea had gone before she remembered tlie 
purpose for which she had entered the Alibej', but then 
it was too late, the Coronation being all over, and her 
spouse well on his way back to the Palace. For his 
services on this occasion Mr. Chutiieigh (who is credited 
with having introduced the three-card trick into this 
country) was grunted a pension, but his sole surviving 
descendant lias also claimed the privilege of being 
present at the Coi'onntlon, and keeping all undesirable 
females away from liis Alnjesty’s vicinity. He points 
to the possibility of a Suffragette invasion a.s a special 
i-eason for reviving tliis year the office performed by 
his astute ancestor. 

On the grounds of picturesqueness, it seems a 
thousand pities that all these claims, having fallen into 
desuetude, have beou disallowed by the Court.

Instant relief 
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“SOCCER" SCANDALS. 

By E. ARTHUR ROBERTS. 


A sk tbe man in ilie stroot if tho conditions tinder 
which Associntion football is plajed to-day are 
better than they weie years ago, and he would 
unhesitatingly reply in the affirmative. But are they P 
I I'eeall the time when mounted police had to keep 
the c*rowd off the field of play at Perry Barr, the old 
award upon which tbe fainoiiB Aston Villa Club used to 
disport tliciiiholves; 1 lemembcr a period in the history 
of Anbon.itioii football when unpopular referees had to 
p*n>-« thn»ugh a double line of infuriated partisans, who 
did not hesitate to jostle, and even kick the unfortunate 
offieiiil wlioae decisions had incuirod their wrath. 
Scen*'^ like this ai*e nut common to-duy 

Naturally, the stem i*epix?ssive measures adopted, 
part I Cl. hilly in i-ecent jears have had a beneiieent 
eileet upon the game, but much of the improvement is 
due quite us much to natural evolution as to anything. 
1 am (hs'j)ly seiisiMe of tho fact that those* who have 
been appointed to control the pastime have honestly 
etid«*iivcnn>d to rid the game of hooliganism Some of 
then methods have been open to critieisui, manv of us 
think that football legislators hav° not been as strict as 
ought to have been on all occasions. Association 
football has not l»een an easy sport to control. Even 
the (eim * f-port** is perhaps a mihnomer to-day. Asso- 
ciatioii lootball is u huge busmens, and because it is a 
biibiiies-. lather than a R])Oi*t, it piusents difficulties to 
the legiHliitoi which do not occtii in some of our national 
games. 

Year*-’ ago, without exception, the touch-line was 
within a few inches of tho sjiectator The barracking 
of piiiyers and the baiting of referees began to he less 
obvious the inonieiit club managements saw tbe wisdom 
of sihtiiig back the railings a yard or two from the play¬ 
ing space, and tlie organisation which to-day has a cycle 
or runiiiTig track between tho spectators und the toiich- 
liiu* possesses the most orderly and circumspect ‘'crowd.” 
Bfiriackiiig und liailing is not a thing of the past. The 
tendency still exists, but that intervening space does 
have a good effect 

Tlien again, there has been a revolution in the quarter¬ 
ing of the jiUvers and offiui.iis on modern grounds. The 
legislature has done good work in this direction, but 
“natural evolution” has done qiiib* as much it was 
both inconvenient und inexpedient to have bhe dressing- 
rooms u)iart from the grounds, and 
by ]>rovidiiig accommodation for 
the playiM‘8 und officials in rooms 
attached to the stands, clubs wcie 
able to afford that protection nvhich 
wa«- not possible when spectators 
Used to sivarin on to the field the 
luoment )>hiy had ceased and intercept 
the purticijiauts on their way to the 
dressing-roomK. Where the legislature 
has done good is in trying to domoii- 
st 1 at(* t o placers, officials, and spectators 
that Miltully unfair pUy and roiidyism 
will not he tolerated 

But lia\e the Enotball Association 
ami the League Management Com¬ 
mittee succeeded in stamping out 
hooliganism, and aie ]»resent methods 
Huflicient tt» meet the exigencies of the 
ea',**!*' Now. can anyone honestly say 
that Assoi Litton football is a •* clean ” 
g.iiiiep If it is. how docs it happen 
that week after week we hear of |ilayers 
being ordered offi' How is it that 
now and then we hear of grounds 
I eiug closed or elnb^ fined heavy sums 
I'lec.iusc of the misconduct of their 
fipi* tatoihF How IS it that scarcely a 
stMsoii passes >\ithout tbe papers being 
fall ol “ bcaiidala ** and ” sensations ” ? 

How oiteii do you read “the game 
w IS not handled well by tbe rerei*ee, 
and a good deal of unneccssaiy 


vigour was infused into the play’* For good honest 
charging 1 have every respect, and T have tho utmost 
contempt for that referee who penalises a player for a 
perfectly fair shoulder to shoulder charge, and passes 
unnoticed little tricks like ankle-rapping, 
executed but iinscrupubus trips. an<l wild lunges which 
may mean the instant cessation of a player a ciiiwr. 
The sim]dc fact is that many refei^ees cannot distinguish 
helw(»i*u a fair charge und a delilierate ioul. And yet I 
make hold to sa}' that every deliberately unfair player 
in football is peiiectly well known. 

Of course, sooner or later many of those men are 
brought to book, hut a gi'eai many of them go on year 
after yeai without coming under the ban of either the 
League or the Association. And the pity of it is that 
club officials wlio. better than anyone else, are awaie of 
the “ idiosyncrnsies *’ of these men, not only ixsgard 
them with “the blind eye,*' but frequently applaud 
their tactics. I leiiiciuber an incident in an Englisli 
Cup-tie 11 few years ago win re one of our most prominent 
amuleur forwards was trip]»ed in tbe most bare-faced 
iiianner by an opposing defender. Inimedintely there 
was a liowl of execration from the crewd, but the 
offending player wis not only permitted to <*ontinue, he 
actually rcoiivcd the tacit appreval of iiinny of his 
club's supporters. •* At :in\ rate, he saved a goal,” one 
prominent sujiporter said at the close of tbe 
game 

('anyon wonder that hooliganism is still prevalent on 
the field of play wh«n such a feeling as this is known to 
exist among some of those who emp'oy unfair players*** 
Ear be li from me lo tar all club officials with the same 
brush, hut 1 do say that it is the clear duty of clnh 
officials to do their part towards stumping out tricks of 
this kind. For the referee who condones shady tactics 
there can be no excuse His duly is clear Of what is 
he afraid? Does he expect to be blamed by tho 
goveining bodies for promptly sending the man off tho 
held, or is he feaiful of losing the suppoit of the club 
which is prejudiced by the loss of the player ? We 
want men with the courage of their convictions to 
handle our games, and it is up to tho clubs and the 
legisliituie to see to it that such men are not penalised 
foi endeavouring to make “Soccer” football above 
rejiroach.

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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

The Key to Delft. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


^*FI1IS iu modcrti/’ ihc connoiaseur said. Asked the 

• Owner, “ How do you know it is modern P ” 

** It is a copy of a bit of old Dutch delft,'* the con¬ 
noisseur said, hn^riug the blue-and-white platter. 

** How do you know P ” the possesaor said testily. So 
testy are iiosHOFfHorK sometimes that you bad better keep 
silencso than tell them the truth. 

Kow what is the chief characteristic of this kind of 
old pottery iJdft is the Dutch name, and delf the 
English name for it; earthenware was still ciilled delf 
by old people in the Midlands, even less than fifty years 
ago. Delft and delf were earthenware, but all earthen¬ 
ware \H not delft or delf How does one know this old 
ctasH of pottery from all others, when one sees itP 
Many a viaitor lo Hollnud bringw back pieces which he 
supposCH to bo *'old Dutch delft." How shall yon 
know the real old stuff from the pleasant blue-and- 
white earthonwaro made at the quaint old city of 
Delft yesterday P And how know« for certain, a bit of 
old English delf, tooP 

The key to the wurds of these questions is simple— 
old delft and old delf were surfaced with tin-enamcl. 

Enamel versus Glaze. 

The body or sabstanoe of the ware was varnished, so 
to Hpcak, not glazed; even **varnished" is not the 
ac'.cnrate word, for varnish is translucent; a better w(jrd 
would be“,iapanned " or ‘“lacquered/’ Tin-eiiauiol gave 
a white opaque surface to the warct; it is a tinny 
metallic surfacse, quite different from the clear glaze 
iieen upon jiorcelain and modern pottery. It Is opaque, 
and that definitely distingnishes it from ware that is 
glazed, a glaze would show the brown clay through, 
because a glaze is transftarcut or translucent^ and you 
can see through a glaze tz> the baked clay underueiith. 

Now the delft being made at Delft to-day is glazed , 


the old Dutch delft and English delf was not glazed, 
but tin-enamelled. Its surface, therefore, somewhat 
resembles the surface of Bilston enamel Or coarse 
German enamels npon metal. But delft and delf 
oonsisted of enamel npon clay; and you cannot “ see 
through" its enamel surface down to the substanee 
beneath, as you can with modem delft. 

Now this white paint-like, metallic surface, not 
transparent or translucent, is the chief characteristic, 
and the key of delf and delft. 

Exceptioas. 

It is true that a thin coat of glaze was added, over the 
enamel, to some of the latest old delft, and that English- 
made delf was slightly glazed, by a wash above the 
enamel. But. in these cases you see through ** the 
glaze to the enamel. The **key’’—the enamel—is 
always there. 

The Enamel Surface. 

In old Dutch delft the enamel lies close to the clay, 
and is siddom crazed; the enamel outiiely covers ilie 
ware, lying on the undersides as well as the upper; 
this had to be so. because the clay was so soft and 
friable. Flushing u bit of delft in the light, the 
eye perceives the tinny, metallic-looking sheen of the 
surface. You can also fed the enamel; it muy feel 
smooth, but not with the glassy feel of a glaze. Some¬ 
times the enamel is pitted, sometimes it is blistered, 
often it has been w'orn away, usually it has been 
chipped away at the edges, and then you can see the 
body or substance of the ware. 

Under the Enamel. 

The body or substance of the very oldest Dutch delft 
consisted of a red earth; the subktance of seventeenth

yellowish or pale brown earth. In both cascH the 
Hiibstance is so soft that a knife can cut or triturate it. 
There is carbonate of lime in it, and under a drop of 
strong acid it will effervesce. 

Now the body of English delf was denser and more 
glassy than that; it wq^ less porous, and, tlicrefore. the 
enamel did not unite with it so well in the kiln. Con- 
sequently the enamel does not lie upon it so closely 
or evenly, and yon oftener see the clay showing through 
or nearly through. The body of Lambeth delf was 
buff-colour, and when it shows nearly through it gives 
the enamel a rosy tinge, which is one of the character¬ 
istics of Lambeth and Bristol delf. English delf enamel 
often crazed in the kiln, and that, 1 think, is why a 
subsequent thin glaze was washed over it. 

Oa, aad then ia, the Eaaiael. 

The decoration painted upon old Dutch delft was 
crude; the well-known hearth tiles painted blue upon 
white are typical of the earliest style, for at first blue 
was the only colour used. Tiles painted in purple 
came later, when purple, green, yellow, brown, and 
I’od were added to the delft-painter's palette. 

The decoration of old Dutch delft was done neither 
vndcr the enamel nor over it. The tin-enamel was 
laid on the body, and while the enamel was still wet 
the decoration wns added. For the moment the decora¬ 
tion was itjton the enumel, but the heat of the kiln then 
liquefied both, and then fixed both, so that the 
decoration then lay in among the enamel. This is 
why old Dutch delft decoration is often seen to have 
“run.” 

In English delf, however, though you see running, ’ 
the colours have run u)^h the enamel, not with it; 
because the decoration was done aftei* the enamel bad 
been fired, and before the final glaze was added. 

Tlins spoke the counoissieur; but the owner was 
unconvinced.

While our

seriously pro¬ 
pound some 
efficient method 
for shortening 
our weeks. For 
good or evil the 
livers of the 
strenuous life are 
evincing a grow¬ 
ing inclination 
to reckon Mon¬ 
day, as well as 
Saturday, a dies 
non from the 
work point of 
view. S e V c ral 
employers of 
labour are 
grumbling at the 
crumpling up of 
t h e workaday 
hours on the cve 
of Sunday, and 
one of them 
recently express- 
ed a stron*g 
desire to bring 
the practical week to a finish on Friday evening, 
tlie iSaturday being so curtailed by meals and 
early closing that it W'as scarcely worth while 
for his staff to take on their job. In London 
there is growing complaint about the Mondays. 
Hotels, restaurants, cabmen, and theatres arc liit by 
the Aveek-end habit of prosperous people, and on 
Monday nights a jam in the Strand traffic is not 
cxpe(‘ted. Our railway companies have given the 
cue lor the desertion of London by the institution of 
facilities for economical travel. “ Half-day ” and 
“ excursion ” tickets arc now forced to compete with 
“ Friday to Tuesday ” ones. Just fancy being able 
to clear out of toAvn and enjoy yourself from Friday 
to Tuesday ! It likes me much. But it is inevitable 
that various interests must suffer. 

• • • 

Time was that no domestic servants had a whole 
day's holiday in the year. Neither 
Altered had the working-man or mechanic— 
Customs. except at his own expense. Local 
holidays were great affairs, real land¬ 
marks in the calendar, bocaxisc the local folk had to 
accept Avhat was offered them in the limited environ¬ 
ment from which there was no escape. To-day, 
instead of troubling about the small j^atta or the 
little racc-mecting in close reach of his residence, a 


man rushes up to London for a three or four days’ 
trip. The cost is very small, and there is always an 
artful excuse for the excursion put forth by the 
ingenious railway company. For example, the 
Exhibition at Shepherd’s Bush offers a weekly open¬ 
ing for at least six months of t he year. Then there 
are Easter, Whitsuntide, the August Bank Holiday, 
and Christmas, to say nothing of tlic Boat Race, the 
football turns-out at the Crystal Palace and elsewhere, 
the Derby, Ascot, Henley, the Cattle Show, the 
trade shows at the Agricultural Hall, and an ever- 
increasing list of pageants, demonstrations, and so 
forth. The countryman with, say, £20() per annum 
can come to town once a week for nearly every Aveek 
of the year, and he can travel in comfort by non-stop 
corridor trains. The other afternoon I came across 
an advertisement of the London and South Western 
Railway issued in 1805. It allowed each passenger 
“ one portmanteau or carpet-bag.” And to-day 
there are tens of thousands of our population Avho 
don’t know what a carpet-bag is.

One may well rejoice at the improved opportunities 
for enjoying the sweets of life. The 
More Londoner ruslies to the sea—the 
Enjoymeat. r^)uiitrvman rushes to town. And, 
if you belong to the “ classes ” and 
can afford a motor you can naturally rush anyAvliere. 
WelJ, the cyclist and the motorist are better off in 
the fresh air than they arc in a billiard saloon, and 
though the public-house bars often lie moaning 
under the changed conditions, no thoughtful 
persons are likely to be sorr}’' for that. Dropping 
into licensed premises for a glass of sherbert last 
Aveck, I ventured, by Avay of making conversation, to 
ask the barmaid if slic had seen many customers 
that morning. “ No,” ansAvered she, “ only a few 
l^ercy Woodbines ! ” A more succinct and expres¬ 
sive summary I never heard. How ray fellow- 
citizens manage to aff(ird Aveelc-ends is rather a 
puzzle to me. The? liabit—it cannot be sneered at 
ns a “ craze ”—lias grow’ii up among all sorts and 
conditions of men. We are gradually reaching the 
stage when the nation will jib at Saturday and 
Monday labour. Let them not be blamed. A 
victim of constitutional lassitude, myself, it is pleasant 
to see the world making itself comfortable, if not 
merry in the riotou^ sense. There arc worse Avays 
of dividing your time than giving lialf of it to town 
cand half of iu to country. Yet how foolish it is to 
suppose that robust health is the special prerogative 
of the rural dweller. Whenever a glance at green 
fields is vouchsafed me, I AA’onder that so few of the 
good souls I see look hardy and aa'cII set up—“ pictures 
of health,” so to speak. Most of them lead steady 
and temperate lives. Still, how few appear to be 
really hale and stout!

LOOKING BACKWARDS. 

an txtruu from a papir on •• The Development of ihe Judicial Sydem *' read before the 
meeting of the Britieh AetoetcUion, AtD» 2001.) 


B 'U.T it must not be 
thought that thia 
tremendouB change of 
front was a thing of endden 
appearance. Like all deeply 
rooted modifications, of 
human institutione ita 
growth was gradual and 
unsuspected. 

The famous plea of the 
then rising barrister, .Jaw* 
kins, which provided a 
definite turning point in 
the history of our criminal 
proceedui'e, could not have 
been made until somewhere 
about 11130. But as early 
aa the end of the first 
decade of the twentieth 
century that feeling of 
public sympathy for what 
were then termed the 
criminal classes, which was 
eventually to be epitomised 
in that justly celebrated 
plea, bad become very 
noticeable 

It was already openly 
declared by some that the 
criminal was in no degree 
responsible for his actions, 
rather for compassion than 
punishment A sort of official support to this theory 
was lent by the frequent remission of sentences on the 
authority of the highest officials id the land And as 
time went on juries everywhere became less anxious to 
convict, and public opinion more and more set against 
anything save the very mildest forms^of probationary 
detention Then, like a thunder clapf came Jawkins* 
famous defence. 

**lt is,’* be is said to have stated, ** by this time 
generally acknowledged tbat my client is a man deserv. 
ing of the warmest sympathy as one who is not 
responsible for bis actions. But to admit that is not 
sufficient 1 ask you. gentlemen of the jury, whether 
the true ignominy and responsibility for the crime does 
not lie at the door of yonder bald, pated reprobate, fiom 
whose fob pocket the gjpld watch . in question was 
removed f For if the inititutor of these proceedings 
bad not in the first instance possessed the gold watch, 
surely it is sufficiently obvious that my client could not 
have removed it" 

This flawless argument, which provides the basis of 
our present judicial system, fell on men's ears with ail 
the force of an axiom tbat had hitherto, owing to some 
extraordinary inadvertence, escaped actual statement, 
but which only needed, formulation to be universally 
accepted. 

Hence we find that immediately it became 
the established enstom to prosecute ml the original 
ovvners of stolen property as acoeisones before the fact. 
And as the principles of humanitarian psychology began 
. to be more understood, and the acquittal of the burglar,** 
as be was still called, more and more frequent, the 
prosecution of the owner of the property grew to be the 
chief business of the criminal courts, until the charging 
of the original so-called ** offender ” became merely a 
matter of form in order tbat his plea of justifiable 
provocation might be propeWy entered and accepted. 

Lastlv, as consideration for the finer feelings of the 
"provoked” (as be is now termed in present day legal 
phraseology) became mote widely spread, the former 
cbaTi^e fell into disuse, and we see the criminal trial as 
it exists to-day, i.e., reduced to a eimple arraigning of 
the ** instigator ** of an offence. 

Many of my hearers will, no donbt, remember the time 


novel to call forth a display of public enthusiasm when¬ 
ever some particularly oastardly case of instigation met • 
with its ncnly deserved reward. ' I myself remember a 
case which evoked a good deal of comment and satisfaction 
in the Press and elsewhere at the stern and unlading 
way in which justice was meted out to an old and 
hardened instigator. 

He was a man of some considerable social stanamg 
and personal wealth. The charge preferred was, if I 
remember rightly, that he had, ** by the posseBsion ol 
certain household ornaments and utensilB of silver, 
unlawfully, wilfully, wickedly, and vritb irolice propenae. 
led and instigated the provoked, William Sikes, into 
forcibly removing the said household omamonts and 
utensils and melting down the same.” , , i i# 

His counsel strove valiantly on the instigator s bohali, 
endeavouring to prove that the silver candle-sticks and 
tea service referred to had not been purchased by the 
instigator himself, but had been left him by a deceased 
aunt, and tbat it was merely from sentimental reasons 
that he had hesitated to convert them into cash^ and 
subscribe the money derived therefrom to the Nation^ 
Pension Fund for the Provoked. He stated that his 
client would have been only too delighted to pi’esent 
their value to Mr. Sikes had the latter approached him 
on the subject previously. This wretched quibble 
obviously earned little weight with the jury, particularly 
when the instigator's previous record was announced, 
and it transpired that lie had already served several 
longisb sentences for other flagrant cases of instigation. 

CrosB'Cxaniined, the provoked said that he was very 
especially entitled to the jury's sympathy, inasmuch as 
this wq,B the seventh time that be had been the 
object of a premeditated instigation within the last 
eighteen, months (Murmurs of sympathy.) He won 
not as young as he had been, and these incessant 
appearances in the witness box, even on a mission of 
public interest such as this, were becoming very trying. 
He pleaded for an exemplary sentence on the instigator. 

The jnry without retiring brought in a verdict of 
guilty, with a strong recommendation to severity. 

The judge, in passing sentence, said tbat there was no 
doubt but that this was a most seriouB case oC iiistigntion. 
Here they bad the provoked, obviously from bis record 
a man whose temperament made him peculiarly open tii 
these vicious attacks, called into court in the interest of 
public justice for the seventh time within a year and a 
half Against this cruel wrong and injustice tlie 
prisoner could only plead that a sentimental interest 
had caused him to i*etain possession of the aHicles in 
question, and tbat had the provoked applied to him m 
the first instance he would have been pleased to*have 
insulted him by the offer of a bribe. As to the extreme 
paltriness of both these excuses he did not think that it 
was necessary for him to say anything. 

The prisoner's record was a damning one. According 
to evidence furnished by the police he had been sentenced 
no fewer than fourteen times for instigations of varying 
severity Apparently the instigator’s career, ever since 
be bad been old enough to acquire any personal property, 
bad been one Jong course of preying upon the weak¬ 
nesses of the* unfortunate provokable classes. There 
were times when it was a painful business for a judge 
to have to pass such a sentence aa be was now about to 
pass, but this was not one of them. The instigator was 
an unmitigated ecoundrel and must go to penal servitude 
for fifteen years. 

On delivery of sentence there was a burst of applause 
which the court officials were quite unable to silence for 
some minutes. After posing ror the representatives of 
the various illustrated papers and bioscope / film 
manufacturers, the provoked was oarried shoulder high 
from' the court by a number of congratulatory 
sympathisers.

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STOCK EXCHANGE SWINDLES. 

How the FaciKties of Great Institutions are Abused. 


It is luroly Ligh time that the Stock Exchanges of 
London and New' York awoke to the fact that they 
liaTc in their own hands the reoiedy for the disease of 
stagnation which afflicts Ihuin—a disease which, unless 
tackled at once, may become chronic. 

Eoi* some years past complaints have rained thick and 
fast from Throgmorton Street and Wall Street that 
th^re is no public interest in markets, and that, save for 
some small amount of investment buying, dealings have 
been left to the professiomilb 

True, the rubber boom in London in the first half of 
kst year induced many thousands of the pfihlic to come 
into the market, but the majoiily of tho'ie vcutui*es>ome 
Boulb i-otired hurt to join the lar^e army of people with 
small sums of capital at their disposal who have got a 
deep>rooted distrust of ti^o^k Exchanges and their 
methods. Nor is this dibirust ill-founded, and if the 
members of the London and New York Stof*k Exchanges 
want to see a return of healthy speciilalixe activity, they 
must iirst sweep away the abuse of “ ngs,*' and sweep it 
away so effectively that their escntcheous can never 
again—as far us human foresight make^i it possible—be 
tarnUhed bysuob operations 

Once upon a time, it was rightly considered that 
bucket-shops, and bucket-sliopsalond, were the homes of 
shady practices; but unfortunately in recent ye.iis the 
•*iiggiiig” of bhnres has become so common in Gorgon¬ 
zola Hall and Wall Sticet, that the siiocuUting public 
now fight ally of the maikets, and wisely so. 

How ‘*Rigs*' are Worked. 

In the inner financial ciicles of London and New 
York it is quite a common occiirience for the “ tip” to 
be passed round among a favoured few that a fictitious 
rise in a <*erlaiu share is about to be engineered Some¬ 
times the o]>er.itioii is described as a **biill movement,'' 
ooca&ioiially the crude and ngly term “lig” is need, 
but oftener than not it is whispeied darkly that 
so-and-so —naming a well-known financier, perhaps—i,s 
“ going to shift the price of *’ a certain shai'C Not 
unnaturally the shaics usually selected arc those of 
gold mines, for the precious metal has magic attractions. 


There Is a glamour about the tiny wc ‘d “ gold” which 
makes it an asset of inestimable value ia the bands of 
the **rigger” who seeks to lure the public on to buy 
worthless shares at high prices; and he utilises this 
asset for all it is worth in working upon the minds 
of the unsophisticated. First of all, of ooume, 
the “ rigger" has to obtain a large number of the 
shires hj proposss to exploit. He is able to do 
this in easy fashion. A mine, perhaps, has been 
floated, and* the vendors of the property have agi'eed 
to take their purchase price iii cash or shares, 
according ns to whether the public apply fully or not 
for the capital off ‘red for bubs(‘riptioii If the prospectus 
is received poorly, the vendors leceive most of the 
urchase consideration in shiires. and this becoming 
nown, a finaucier will buy from tlu* veiidois their hold¬ 
ings, or lake an option upon them, nl ceit.iiri puces. 
Does he always relievo the vendors of their sliaies 
because he has a belief that the mine ib iik«*ly t»> tiiin 
out well The main coiibiderafiou i'* can Ik* pass on 
to the public the shares at prices which will show liiin 
a handsome profit? And if he thinks he c:in, the bold, 
bad financier completes the deal witli the vendors. 

The Game Begins. 

Now the fun*commences, and, once k1 aided, goes on 
fast and furiously. The “iiggcr” lia'i fiis* ot all-to 
“mike a market” in the shiiios, and this he i lues by 
giving certain mcuibi*rs of the Stock Exchange ** calls " 
oil the shares at vaiying pi-ice-* r>,(KlO, suv, at os , 5.<HlO 
at 7s fid , and s'ly h.OOO ,it l<ls. ; and very ofteii similar 
calls are given to outside broker^—/.f., those who aie 
not members of the Stock Exchange. Obviously, befoie 
any of thcbe lirokurb can see a piolit on all then calls, 
the price of the sliare-^ Iiis to ailv.iiicc well ovci Id*' ; 
and, of course, the more the *jnotatiou goes over llS , 
the better for them. Having thus enlisted these 
brokers into his seivlee, a very useful part of the woik 
of “rigging” has been done, since each of these 
suddenly liocomes an enthusiastic “believer” in the 
future of the mine, and in circidais to clients the 
speculative attractions of the shcitcB arc dilated upon. 



A SHORT WITB AND A MKRRY ONE. 
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At last dealinj^B in the shares aro began, and for the first 
time perhaps m their history the tape ticks out the quota¬ 
tion for them. Butin order to stimulate public interest 
it is not sufficient that the shares should merely appear 
a mong the tape quotations. There must be what is called 
“ a rising market’*; and so from time to time the price 
gets a little higher—the smallest amount of buying 
being taken as an excuse for marking up the price— 
and, curiously enough, the higher the shares go the more 
ready are the guileless public to join in the gamble. 

Feeding the Flames. 

Meanwhile, as the shares ara moving upwards, the 
wire-pullers are steadily pursuing a campaign of pub¬ 
licity. It sometimes occurs that the directors of the 
company themselves are not entii'ely disinterested in 
seeing the share quotation advance, and, if this is so. 
carafiilly timed ciibles from iho mine are i-eceived and 
published far and wide. It is not sllgge6^ted that these 
cables contain information that is false. But it is 
notorious that the disseminalion of ** hopeful ” news 
from a mine is sometimes sent at wlmt is deemed to be 
an opportune moment in the ** bull campaign.’* An 
amusing incident is told in this couiiecLiou couceruing a 
certain gold mining company, now defunct. The 
meeting of shareholders was in progress, and on a table 
in front of the chairman, and in the full gaze of the 
audience, was a large lump of gold-bearing quartz. 
During the course of a highly optimistic Hpecch, the 
chairman declared that a cable had been that mornlug 
dispatched to the mine manager, instructing him to start 
crnsliing. Jjater in the day a message came from the 
official named saying “ Can’t until you i*cturn the reef I ” 
And it is no exaggeration to say that many of the mines 
in the shares of which “rigs’* have been eiiginf»ered 
have been subsequently proved to have been as limited 
in gold deposits as the jiroperty concerned in this story. 

It would bo wrong to suppose, however, that the 
attention of the manipulators is entiraly confined to 
mines. In New York, for instance, “viggiug** tbt? 
market takes place extensively from time to time in 
railroad and other stocks and shares, and prices are 
hoisted to dizzy heights by the professionals in order to 
“ rope in ” the ])ublic. Some of the clevei’cst movements 
of this kind have been worked “across the Herring 
IMnd,’* and right well aro some speculators on this side 
aware of it. Xot so very Jong ago a certain railroad 
stock was forced up nearly 40 points in a single day hy 
certain brokers, w’ho used “ dummy ** buying orders. For 
the honour of the New York Stock Exchange let it be said 
aton(‘.e that an exhaustive inquiry into the matter i osulted 
in the brokers imjilicated being severely punished. 

The laevitahle Collapse. 

To roturn to the familiar example of mines. 'When, 
the financier and his friends have unloaded on to the 
jiiililio all their shares, the market is left unsupporfed. 
Down comes the price with a rush, and this is generally 
, the signal for the public who have been deluded to turn 
sellers. The avalanche of selling orders causes the quo¬ 
tation to fade as quickly as snow liofore the spring sun¬ 
shine, and iu less time than it takes to say ‘'Jack 
Rubiiison,** the shares become practically unsaleable. 
Those who have sold have siiffierod severe losses. Where 
has the money gone P Into the pockets of the insidora 
—brokers and the nggmg fraternity—and the net result 
to the public is a severe lesson learned at great cost. 
The Remedy. 

The Stock Exchanges of London and New York aro 
fine institutions, governed by rules framed for the 
genuine protection of the public. But these rules are 
inadequate. They want amplification. Their operation 
must be broadened so us to pment brokers taking a 
band in “ rigs,” and thus helping the manipulators to 
fleece the public. It is no credit to any institution that 
its rules aUow members to assist in luring people into 
share purohases which must almost inevitably result in 
large losses, or in the public being left in possession of 
scrip of little or no value. It is significant that brokers 
who are known to take a band in these practices aro given 
a very cold shoulder hy the other members of the house. 
If this remedy is applied vigorously, public confidence 
can be won back. %ut the publio has had enough of 
**holding the baby ; and hence the quietness of business.

And 
other ingenious souls, apparent¬ 
ly tracing a subtle coimectiou 
between bachelors and sad 
dugs and gay dogs, suggest that 
a yearly licence costing seven- 
uud-six ought to be taken out 
by every baclielor. 

Interested folks—folks who, 
in letters t(» the Pres^, cloak 
their identity in such thin 
fabric as ''Pateiiamilias’' and 
“ Mother of 'Feu Girls ”—do 
their best to foment this agita¬ 
tion against bachelors. Even 
in casual conversation, the 
l^helor is referred to slightingly by mairied men. 
Openly they accuse him of ignoriinc'e. “ Doesn't know 
his own luck ” is an inevitable comment. 

At the moment a flank attack of extreme strategy is 
in progress. Charges of meanness, avarice, and 
parasitic behaviour generally are being launcbod 
against the bachelor with the object, 1 surmis". of 
■naming him out of his stronghold. 

These charges have all the publicity of the Press. 
HoBtesses are giving their views on baebelors; 
debutantes are invited to join in the symposium as to 
whether bachelors are mean or not. S(» far, the ayes 
have it—-quite emphatically. It has not been so much 
a discuBBion us u battue. Indeed, the bachelors have 
made no effort at reply. 1 suppose, l>eing bachelors, 
they are naturally timid . . or < iiutious. 

Are bachelors 'moon ? Let uh consider the question. 
1 can speak with experiencHf, for 1 was born a 
bachelor. 

The first ooimt on the indictment against the bachelor 
is that he is a sponge.” This analogy to capability 
for absorbing liquid strikes me as sheer vulgarity.

Does it never occur to these militant hostesses that a 
bachelor makes considerable personal sacrifices in order 
to be present at these teas ? He gives up a comfortabh* 
urm-oliair at the club in order to sit on the edge of a 
spindly contrivance. He talks about music he has 
never heard to a girl he will never see again, he listens 
to people singing, and has to keep his attention focussed 
on them so that he can murmur 'Hbunk you” in the 
right place nnd in the right tone. These things, and 
such things as these, leave their mark on a delicate 
con-tit lit ion. So far as teas are concerned. I reckon 
that the av<*rage hostess owes her bachelor-gn^st some¬ 
thing oil the (leal. 

Again, he is accused of being mean after attending 
a dance. He makes no 1 ^ 1 * 11 ^ aay the hostesaea. But 
why should heP Quite possibly, if he refused the 
falTitation, the hostess would be compelled to go to

He is charged with making no retain when asked to 
dinner. What he can do in that way is not clearly 
indicated.

He is accused of making no effort to repay hospitality 
with hospitality. Presumably the hostesses expect 
him to say: 

*' Well, thanks for nn excellent lunch Now, 1 shnirt 
sleep comfortably till I’ve got even with you. 1 mraii, 
yon must lunch with me next time. All of a 011 . and 
don't fo**get to bring tho baby. T haieii’t much 
accotii modal ion, but, bless you ! I'll manage it somehow. 
Half of us eiiii sit on the stairs while the other half eat 
lunch, and then avo can sAvop round.” 

But 1 BuppOBO the bead and front of the bachelor's 
offending is that he lunches out and dines out and still 
i-emains a bachelor. That, I think, is the real cause of 
the outcry agninst him. Hostesses look on him uo a 
robber—consider him in the same light us a luoubi* Avho 
has eaten the cheese in the tr.i]) and then managed to 
escape. 

Still, that is no reason why he should lie accused ol 
ineannesH. If a man is expected to marry a daughter 
at everv house where he culls, you are practically 
inviting him to become a Mormon or a hermit. 

As a mutter of truth, it is the hostesses who are 
mean. They can't give parties Aviihout incm- - 
bachelors, tor ohoi<*e. And to expec*! a return from 
them foi being invited to a pai tj is much the s.inie as 
expecting Riqiers in a theatre to pay for the 
privilege of being on the stage. 

Bachelors, I affirm, are not mean. Observe tlie 
Avay a bachelor spends money on himself. He is hiAibh, 
rather than moan. He doesn't mind Avhat lie • , . 

oweb. 

Bachelors are never misers. Or, to put it tho oilier 
way round, misers are never bachelors. Ei^ery m.iriied 
w'omaii knoAvs that. 

The easo'nce of hachelordom is generosity. Instead 
of confining himself to one girl, the biudielor goes 
I'oiind making aa many girls liappv as he c.in. 

It is a proof of the bachelor's kindly natiiie that he 
will often accept a second invitation to dinner at the 
same house.

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THE KING'S LEAD 

By JAMES DOUGLAS. 


piTY 'is a divine emotion. It invades us too 
^ seldom. It is a stirring of the imagination in 
the presence of the mjrstery of life. The sight of a 
hfdplcss thing sets it moving \vithin us. It may bo 
only the patient look in the eye of a horse, or the 
wistful glance of a dog, or the grave gazq of a oat, or 
a sleeping child, or n young girl with a dreaming 
smile, or the faded beautv of u woman, or the settled 
hardness of a man. Or it may l)e ii daffodil in a bare 
wood, or a wild rose in a hf'dge, or a lamb in a meadow. 
It may be an old mini selling bootlaces in the gutter, 
or a cabdriver ploadiiig that ho has a good horse, sir. 
It may be a rich man with a dead soul, or a poet with 
ashes in his heart. It may bo a boy quivering with 
eager hope, or a lover who has outlived his love. 
One sees tlioae things, and is sorry with the wise 
sorrow of sudden insight. 

• • • 

^E7ITTLE I was reading Mr. John Galsworthy’s 
nov<‘l, “ Till ratrician,” 1 discovered that the 
book was filled with pity, not the pity that has a 
sneer in it, but the noble pity of art, the pity that 
kn()\V8, and feels, and understands. This is what 
inukes the book so great—so much greater than any 
otlier novel of our day. It cottics with healing power 
into the hardness of political strife. It touches our 
aristocracy, and reveals their human helplessness. 
It arouses in one a sense of fellowship with these 
alienated and isolated Englishmen who are being 
wliirled along by forces that they can hardlv com¬ 
prehend. And as one broods over these patricians 
at cross-piiiq)oses with plutocracy and democracy, 
one feels t\w Iiumour of one’s pitv. It is, indeed, 
audaciously humorous—the pity of one Iiuman being 
for another human being, for we are all pitiable in 
our various ways, and I think we are all more or less 
queer in each other s eyes. But the higliest whim 
of pity IS surely the pity of the philosophic plebeian 
for the bewildered patrician. It is us if your fox- 
terrier out of the fulness of his canine idolatry should 
be adoringly sorry for you. As perhaps he is. 

• • • 

A if reallv come to that. A mind like 
Ml. (lalsworthv's can quite sincerely mourn 
over the bnikeii lordship of great lords. For our 
aristocrats are bone ol our bone and flesh of our flesh, 
and many of them are pathetieallv eager to serve the 
community and to build bridges between the classes. 
They are quite, honestly trying to work out tlicir own 
salvfition and our^, and there is a poignancy of pathos 
in their impotence. Th^' dominance of money and 
tlie nioiiev-making spirit cannot but shar|)cn one’s 
sympathy lor the finer tvpe of aristocrat, for with all 
its faults our old iiobilifv w^as tree from some of the 
coarser qualities of our now^ conquerors. And it is 
this movement of n*action against the woiship of 
wealth w'hich makes the sternest democrat look 
tolerantly on men w ho stand for a lost ideal and a 
forlorn tradition. ^ 

'THAT feeling is at the root of Mr. Wells’s book, 
• “The New Macbiavelli,” with its dream of a 
trained aristociacy. Science has taught us to use 
and utilise waste piodacts and by-products, and even 
il we rate aristocracy at its lowest, like coal tar or 
shoddy, ought we not to rebel against its inutility ? 
There is a tradition of service which might be 
modernised and democratised. It is stupid to treat 
a whole class as if it were past redemptioiii to consign 


a whole section of society to decay. It is wber, as 
well as manlier, to work for fusion, for conliadoship, 
for co-operation. If we are going to perfect society 
we must knead the mass at the'top as well os at 
the bottom. Jjooking at life in this way, it is possible 
to get rid of the antagonism between axistocracy and 
democracy, between the peers and the people. The 
extremes ought to meet. 

• • • 

pERHAPS it is Utopian to hope for an ascetic 
^ aristocracy, but there are more impossible 
visions. Take, for example, Jjord Hugh Cecil and 
his nascent Fourth Partv. Out of that seed might 
grow a regenerating force w'hich would leaven the 
materialism of our age. All that is needed is a brcatli 
of finer tolerance and broader sympathy. I am not 
sure tlial the English ])eople are stubbornly bout 
upon a ])eimanent feud w'ith the best type ol 
aristocrat. I think they like some of the «jld nobilitv 
far more than they like some of the new^ mibility. 
One cannot resist an instinct of sympathy wit.h men 
like Lord Willoughby do Broke and Ijord Newton. 
One cannot hoI|> lecling that the nation needs their 
help in its gnipings and fumblings towards better¬ 
ment. 

• • • 

IT may be ojitiniistie to prediet that sooner or 
* later W'e shall see a great rcMvnl of aristocratic 
leadership, but there are many signs of it already. 
What else is the meaning of the new impulse wdiich 
is emanating fmm King (ieorge and Queen Mary ? 
The Court is ideiitilyiiig itself with the sobriety and 
simplicity and sanitv of the English temper. ()ne 
feels that a gradual change is stealing into society—a 
change that is like an incoming tide. There is a 
reaction against riotous ostentation, against selfish 
luxury, against empty leisure, against the might of 
the money-bag. The whole land feels a steady 
jiressure of rebuke and reproach and a gentle appeal 
lor a nobler standard. And 1 think tliat this almost 
impalpable summons is addressed particularly to the 
idle and brainless aristo(‘rat. 

• f • 

/^NE cannot put one’s finger upon the actual 
^ initiative of the Court. It is a subtle influence 
which seems to pervade the national atmospliere. 
The baser and flightier elements are somehow out of 
countenance. They feel the cold shoulder turned 
u))on them. And together w itli this negative attitude 
there gdes a positive encouragement for everything 
that is lovely and of good report. Character, iiitoL 
left, civic endeavour suddenly seem to count for more. 
Lot me note on<* little straw which indicatos the new 
direction of the wind. King George sent for J)r. 
Jowett and told him that he took with him the good 
wishes of his King and Queen. That may^ seem a 
very small thing. It is in reality a very big thing. 
And yet its significance has not been grasped by 
everybody. 

• • • 

\^IIAT docs it mean ? It means that the King is 
" deliberately setting himself to lead the nation 
ba(‘k to austere ideals and high aims. The Children’s 
Fete at the Crystal Palace is another straw. It shows 
that the King has a large heart as well as a wise head. 
Few of us realise how bard it is for a nonatitutional 
monarch to take any initiative, and how circum¬ 
spectly he must exert his influence. But already the 
whole nation is responding to the example act by tiM 
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[Lord Kitcbetier has been appointed to comniaiid the troopb at the Coronation ^ 

K. of K. 1 "I think 1 could do more for the nation; hel perhapi this ia better than cohwehbed idleneas.'* 


King’ and Queen, and it is not likely that the 
anstoctacy will rcmuiti unstimulated and unmoulded 
hy the new spirit. The note of the Geoigian era is, 
and will be, devotion to duty, sunphcity of life, and 
aiutenty of manners. If our aristocrats follow the 
lead of the Throne they may reconquer their hold on 
the nation. But they must be servants in order to 
be masters.

No doubt 
a million is a large order, and it 
w'oiiUl be interesting to diagnose the emotions of tlio 
ordinary man w’ho suddenly found himself the owner 
of this not inconsiderable “ bit of splosh.” The first 
result would be to curds and whey the natures of 
your friends. Instead of regarding you as a poor, 
deciiit, jovial fellow like tliemselvcs, they would 
want to make use of you. And the people anxious 
for voiir new acquaintance w^'ould be the folk wdio 
wouldn’t have condescended to look at you in tho 
days of humility, iirass will purchase anything, 
save health and a quiet conscience, and pending the 
institution of Compulsory Millioiiaircism by a 
jiaternal State, let us rub tliat consolation into our 
minds, what time wc are endeavouring to “ touch ” 
a dear old friend for hali-a-crowm or haggling for 
another sixpence with the old do’ man ovoi that suit 
of clothes which broke the hcaits of the girls at 
Margate last summer.

I NOTE that Mr. Irving is reported to have edited two 

volumes dealing w itb notable English 
A t trials—one tho murder by Franz 

n Muller, and tho other that committed 

' * by Henry Wainwnght. Tlie para¬ 

graph struck me with interest, 
because only recently, liaving become embroiled in 
an argument wutli an ardent German gentleman 
concerning the date of the fir^t crime, I was rash 
enough to make a bet, w Inch, had I lost, wroiild have 
involved the selling up oi my present effects—clothes, 
boots, books, antique furniture—consisting of two 
foot’s'^ools, and the back of a hair-brush reported to 
bc‘ of the Charles I. period—to say notliing of my 
freehold dwellings, lands, messuages—^what the 
quarter sessions is a messuage ?—hereditaments, 
mortgages, and other horrors. Fortunately the 
German lost, and will no doubt pay up when ho has 
s^ld bis decorations and Castle at Bingen-on-thc- 
llhino, and collected his autumn rents from his army 
of vassals and tenants. Meantime he reflects that 
he is better at nuts than dates. 


This by the way. I do not intend to wallow in^he 
details of the Muller murder—with 
A striking analogy to that of Lefroy, 

Crimiaai. Brighton fine in 1881—for the 

public prints are already too much 
addict(*d to that kind of thing. All 
I wish to do Is to recall to the minds of your older 
readers the tremendous efforts to secure Muller’s 
pardon after he was convicted. The late Dr. Strauss, 
the “ old Bohemian,” issued a pamphlet of enormous 
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Bizo to assist that^objcct, in tesponse to an invitution 
from the Oetman Legal Protection Society, con¬ 
sisting of Dr. Jnch, Baron von ErJanger, Mr. 
Ostorrotb, Dr. Bizpi^y. and other well-known gentle¬ 
men of high TOsition and character. No printer 
in London conld be found to print the pamphlet, and 
the author had to go to Paris to get the work set up. 
Franz Muller was hanged in front of Newgate, and the 
Oerman chaplain who attended him said that on tlie 
scaffold he uttered a few words in German admitting 
his guilt. It was alleged that the minister after¬ 
wards said he might have mistaken the import of the 
condemned man’s indistinct mutterings. Some 
people thought the interest in murders would die 
down with the abolition of public executions, but 
only last year we had a sufficient example that such 
is not the case. The sensation of 1864 has frequently 
repeated itself. 

• • • 

The Muller murder was imitated on the stage, when 
thc_ late Mr. Sefton Parry introduced 
•»s«e it into his play. The Odds, at the 
Ssasalioas. Holborn Theatre. By the way, 
another Party—the Scrjcjint of that 
name and father of the witty lepal luminarj^ and 
playwright, Judge Parry (who has just left*^ Man¬ 
chester for London’s good)—defended Muller at the 
Old Bailey, On the boards, the villain of the piece— 
played by the late Philip Day—managed to gut into 
a compartment of the night train from (’unterbiiry 
and attempted to rob the heroine (the late Lydia 
Foote) of a large sum of money. A .struggle ensued, 
thc^ villain being throvrn off the steps of the carriage 
while the train was moving at full .speed. This act 
was performed by the smart vouiig 
military hero, impersonated by tlie always adniiralde 
Kate Bishop, the inothor of Marie Ldhr.*^ And in the 
same month—October, 1870—the Muller motive 
was worked at the Surrey in a drama called Link hy 
Link, At each house there was a moving back¬ 
ground of scenery in order to produce the illusion of 
motion on the part of the express, but it was not very 
convincing. In each case, too, it was a woman whom 
the wicked attempted to murder.

Fuom time to time correspondents write ino concern¬ 
ing Adah Isaacs Menken, who ap- 
TK* Lessy peared at Astlcy’s in 186*1, and died, 
at the age of twenty-nine, in 1868, 

. • * after a short and romantic life. I 

presume Maze^fa and Lady Godiva to be the most 
prono'unced examples of “ leg ” ^lay that wo have. 
Verily the firat was a poor affair, and justly lent 
itself to merciless burlesque, the “ terrific rakes and 
wild mountain paths ” appealing on the instant to 
lovem of travesty.

NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

The American Market. 


T least a mynad of wealthy or well-to-do families 
from the United States will be over bei*e this y^eai* 
for the Coronation speciuoleK; and that will have its 
effect on the slocks of London curio dealers, no doubt. 
Travelling Americans like to wander in the provinoes 
here, also, and most of them peep into the pleasant 
ourio-shopH which si*e to bo discoveml—with effort--iji 
our cathedral cities and market towns. It may well be 
worth wliile to write Bomc3tliing here upon the prices 
which American collectors are accustomed to pay for 
antiques purchased in the United States. 

The chief American market for curios lies in New 
EiiRlaiid. Virginia, and the Eastern States generally, 
and (hereforc I take the prices 1 am about to moution 
from those which are quoted occasionally in The 
i*hilQdelphia Public Ledger —“Ledger” meaning news¬ 
paper here. But the liking for art aiid for* homo 
decfiration which eurio-colleoting indicates is spreading 
further West in America each year. 

A Diteouat. 

1 muBi, however, utter two cautions to imders of 
the following prices. Some of those prices have strict 
and peculiar reference to what are culled American 
antiques—lelics of the “ old colonial days ”—by which 
is nieaut the furaituro, porcelain, earthenware, glass, 
brass, etc., which was in uhc before or at the time of the 
War of Independence which severed New England 
and Virginia from British rule. And in the second 
plai'C, the following prices refer to a period which, 
though very recent indeed, was anterior to the chuiigo 
iu the Customs tariff, which now permit antiques to 
enter the [hiilod States almost duty-free. One or both 
of these considerations must cause u discount in the 
prices realisable in the Anierican market now, by curios 
which have never entered America so fur.

MISS WHITE. OF LONDON. 

Something. About the Oreeteet Woman Detective of Oor Times. 


O IE slie P ” people invariably as^ed when first 
the cbariuin^ personality of Mias White flitted 
across their horizon. 

She was essentially a person who captnied one a 
interest. Her slenJer little figure was always gowned 
in that eKpeusive simplicity which is the outcome of a 
happy union between tastetand wealth. Beneath her 
■oft brown hair her eyes played chaperon to her lips, 
and so gave her dainty little face a seriousness which 
one did not perceive at first glance. 

“ Who is she—eh P ” those who knew wonld reply. 
•‘Why, she's Miss White—‘Miss White, of London,’ 
■he calls herself.” 

“ Miss White, of London P Rather a vague address, 
What P Docsn t explain uinch.” 

“Miss White is one of tlie cleverest detectives in 
England—that's what she is.” 

—really ? ” would come the drawling, incrodu- 
louB reply. “Do you mean to say that tliai’s her 
profession P ” 

“ No; 1 rather fancy it’s her hobby. She’s some big 
pot’s daughter, 1 believe—got any amount of money to 
play with. ‘ Miss White ’ is only her assumed name, 
you know. No one knows for certain who she really 
IS.” 

“ Well, she doesn’t look much like a detective, any 
Wi^,” was always the final comment. 

The relations between Miss White and the Scotland 
Tard force were of the friendliest. We might give 
many instanues of this quite unusual intimacy; but 
perhaps it would be better to let this phase of her 
career i-eveal itself in the course of the experiences we 
■hall have to relate of her adventurous life. Naturally 
a young lady of her social position could be of great 
assistance to the authorities in circles where otherwise 
the said authorities could not easily penetrate; and, not 
unnaturally, a young lady of her personal charm could 
occasionally help the Scci*ei Service people in a manner 
in which no mei'e male operator could hope for 
■uecess. 

When recently Miss White returned from the South 
of France one of the great London dailies received an. 

-^- 


aelonnding report concerning her visit there. It was to 
this effect: A week after the execution al Dr. Orippen 
the Lady Superior of a convent, in the Riviera or there¬ 
abouts, an old friend of Miss White’s, had summoned 
her over there by cablegram; and that on Miss White’s 
arrival she had been apprised of the appearance at the 
convent, a few days earlier, 6f a woman who declamd 
herself to be the person for whose “ murder ” Dr. Orippen 
had been hanged—Belle Elmore 1 

Thereupon Miss White had eeen the woman, and had 
found sh^ boi'e, in spite of her now haggard and mind- 
tortured appearance, a convincing reaemblance to tlu; 
published photographs of Belle Elmore. With the 
explicit assent of this woman herself Miss White had 
then held a long interview with her, and had heard a 
confession which had litemlly and iihysicully staggered 
her hearer. 

The substance of this was that the execution of her 
husband. Dr. Orippen, had been the specific object for 
which she. Belle Elmore, had calculated aud plotted her 
disappearance. She liad long detected the relatiops 
existing between Dr. Orippen and Ethel Le Neve, and 
had yearned for revenge. Hundreds of times she had 
sat brooding over the faithlessueas of which she was the 
victim, reviewing scores of methods by which she could 
slake the^ thirst for vengeance which consumed her. 
But nothing appealed to her iis satisfying and secure, 
until the idea came to her—why not let the Law, which 
will not punish these two for the sins of which thev are 
guilty, rend them for a crime of which they could be 
made to appear guilty ? 

Once harboured in her brain, the potentialities of this 
nniqne revenge never left it. To kill these two, who 
floated bei* daily, without raising her finger against 
them I To utilise not the criminal cup of poison nor 
the pistol, which must need more nerve than she could 
command at the last moment, but to stand aside uud 
watch the machinery of the Law itself relentlessly 
crushing her enemies. What a satisfyirg retaliation! 
Oircumstancea favoured tlie carrying out of her gi'oat 
obseBsion. 

With the husband away all day from home - spending 
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lipw maiij hours sbs know not with her hated rival-- 
it was not diflScult for her to preserve pei'fect 8601*607 
while she pulled up soide of the cellar brieks and pre¬ 
pared a rerelation for the police to make in the fulness 
of time. Broken as she ivas with I'emorse now, jet she 
had at the time ravelled in carrying out the little details 
which were to nve verisimilitude to the disoovery—the 
quicklime, the iiwmentB of clothing, the wig, and the 
traces on these fiagments of the very poison which 
her husband would afterwards be proved to have 
purohosed. 

That was the report conveyed to the great daily. But 
when its iwpresentative called upon Miss White to 
obtain verification, she bad laughed it to scorn. Bot a 
word of truth in it, she said. She bad only been to tho 
Riviera for her health. She knew no Lady Superior. 
And had not Crippen himself confessed in a most con¬ 
vincing document, published in a most trustworthy 
journal P 

The reporter bad jibbed at this; but Miss White, 
declaring that, whether the confession was or was not 
credible, she knew nothing of any resurrected Belle 
Jill more, bad peremptorily declined any cross-examina¬ 
tion, and had closed the interview. We must, therefore, 
take the lady's word. But supposing, for the sake of 
argument, that Miss White bad happened to be the 
repository of a secret bo disconcerting to the authori¬ 
ties in charge of the Founts of Justice, and supposing, 
further, that she had hushed the matter up and screened 
the Home Office from the disclosure of a horrible mis¬ 
carriage of juatioe, you can see the kind of inilueiicc 
she would have with the great police officials and with 
those above them. 

We accept uni'eservedly her stateuietit that there 
was nothing in the Belle Elmore report. But we du 
know that, somehow or other—perhaps from some other 
acts of reticence and discretion in some totally different 
set of circumstances—she had an enormous *'pull ” 
over the onlikeliest people in the official world, and iu 
the most unexpected circumstances.

Westerns. 


A Bold Bad Bear. 

Beady as X always am to oblige readers, T really cannot 
supply the wants of a Loeds correspondent w;ho asks me to 
name half-a-dozen South African Mine shares of which it 
would be advisable to *'go a bear.'* What is more, I 
cannot name one share. A boar of this kind would be 
highly dangerous, for, in my opinion, quotations are already 
at rook bottom, and 1 know none but favourable footers 
likely to affect the outlook.

It is felt that the worst, so far as legislation is concerned, 
fs now known, and very wisely tho directors have given up 
tho unprofitable occupation of kicking against the pricks, 
and, instead, are devoting themselves to making the best 
of things in the altered conditiona Some of the prior 
securities of the company offer good' yields at the present 
time. For instance, the Three and 'J'hree-quarters per Cent. 
Perpetual Mortgage Debenture Stock of Smith, Garrett, A 
Co. stands now at about 70, thus affording a return of

A Foreiga Railway Debcalore. 

When a company for ton years past has paid a dividend 
of not less than 10 per cent, for every year, it is not an 
unreasonable assumption that its debentures are pretty 
amply secured. Little wonder is it, therefore, that 
the recent offer at par of je2.600.(KK) of Sul Mineira 
Extensions Five per C^nt. First Mortgage Sterling Bonds 
by the Mogvana Bail way Company was received satis¬ 
factorily. bonds are still puroh-isablo at round 

about par, and are a deRirablo investment. When the 
contemplated extensions are completed, the company will 
own over 1,100 miles of railway, and the total bonded 
indebtedness is only £160.000 in excess of tho issue just 
made, whereas the net earnings for hist year are expected 
to have been about ^2500,000. 

Rubbers. 

When 1 spoke last, week of the " inovilahla reaction *' in 
rubbers I did not mean to convey that prices ^ould 
ultimately go hack lower than over. In my opinion, 
quotations, after the collapse of the boom of last year, 
fell much lower than w'as warranted, and 1 believe that a 
permanently higher level will be aftaiued either now or 
lajber. The •' inevitable reaction *' I meant was the set-back 
which is caused by the usual profit-taking by speculators. 
Betrogrado movements of this kind do not frighten the 
investor with sound shaves in his portfolio. 

Brilanaic Assoraaec. 

The annual roport of the Britannic Assurance Company 
shows that during 1910 a larger addition was made to tho 
company's funds than in any previous . 12 months, 
the increaso being no less than £260,000, bringing up the 
total to j 62,609,000. In ten years the company has 
quadruple! its accumulated fuAds—a really excellent 
achievement. 

Mexican Situmtion. 

A very sudden change has como over the Mexican 
situation just when everything appeared most promising. 
Amidst the many rumours which are being widely circu¬ 
lated, it is diffichit to gauge the real facts of the situation. 
It is, in fact, doubtful if those who know are in a position to 
judge as to what will be the results of the present outbreak, 
owing to many outside influences at work. President Diaz 
is not the foroe he was. or the outbreak would have been 
stopped long since. This means that many complications 
may arise, and the conflict of American and European 
interests may cause trouble. There are likely to be very 
severe fluctuations in Mexican stocks, which have always 
been somewhat volatile, and although double options at the 
moment appear expensive, 1 think they may well be worth 
all they cost, and pretty certain to give an opportunity of 
making profits. 

West Africans. 

The revival in West Africans is being treated by the 
Stock Exchange with great scepticism. Because South 
Africans and Bhodesians have proved disappointing, and 
the public interest has not been aroused, thay do not see 
that West Africans are likely to prove any more attractive. 

I think this pesslmistio spirit is wrong, and is likely to 
make one miss good things when they come along- 1 do 
not say we are on the eve of a boom in West Africans, but 
am confident we are about to see a better appreciation of 
1 he many good properties which exist in this section of the 
Mining Market. ^ 

Eleacnte for a Rise. 

A lot of good news has been aooumnlating, and those in 
touch with the properties are enthusiaatio, and gotHng 
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ihdir frienda to talco aa interest, wliieli is bringing fi«ah 
buy ora into the ma^rhet. The big financiers who acquired 
interests about twd year* ago are not sellers at anything 
Idee present quotations, so that all the elements necesBaiy 
for a rise are in existence. 1. should not for the nioineut 
look beyond the leading almros such as T.-iqinih Exploration, 
Clold Coa:tt Amalgamated, Abbosso, Ashanti UOldfields, and 
Pieatea iJIock A. These will bo first to feel the benefit of 
any roviviil.

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THE SWEATED HERO.

M lt. HALDANE sliot)k liis Imail last woek when 
Mr. Walter Loug suyj^ested tliat his great 
B]jeech on the Army was his swan song. I hope 
Mr. Haldane is not going to desert his post, for 
there is nobody fit to lake his place and carry on 
bis work. Ho has done much for the Army, and lie 
can do more. We are a queer race. We ignore the 
Army in time of peace. We trust the Territorials 
to defend us, but we take very little interest in 
them. Mr. Haldane has taught us to be proud of 
the Territorials. Hut oiir pride is not yet as full of 
ardt)ur us it might be. It is not enough for the 
^J'erritorials to be keen about their country. The 
country must also bo keen about the Territorials. 11 
ought to be a feather in any lad's cup to get into 
tlio Territorials. Everybody ought to do honour (o 
them. The more highly we respect them the better 
they will b(».

A NOTHER thing the Army needs is officers. 

Mr. Haldane is making it easitn* for the man 
c»f moderate means to send his son into the Army. 
He is instituting cadet scholarships which will 
njduce the expenses by a half. That is to say, lie 
is encouraging our boys to choose tin* Army "as a 
career and not as a pastime. There is no end of 
]iathos in the privations which the j»oor yiuiug 
subaltern has to endure who enters tb(i Arinv out 
of pure love of soldiering. The British public (h»es 
not swi this side of the Army. It does not realise 
llie sacrifices which the keen professional soldier 
who has no private fortune is i’orced to face. Therts 
lias been no rise in the pay of the officer for a 
hundred years. Mr. Haldane says that it would 
cost a million to bring the pay of the officer up to 
the level of the engineer officer. Even then it avouUI 
not equivalent to tlie rise in civil life. The 
country cau afford to pay the British officer, and it 
ought to do^so. 

• t • 

IT is not the subaltern with a private income who 
^ makes the licst officer. It is the subaltcru 
who means to carve out a. career for hi nisei f. 
During the South African war the War Oflice was 
ill despair about the dearth of officers. Now, after 
ten years, it finds that then' is a serious shortage. 
'Why? The cause, says Mr. llcildaiie, is not that 
the young men from the public schools do not come 
forward, but that they are plucked at the exam illa¬ 
tions. Thai, surely, is the fault of the pulilic 
schools and their classical curriculum. Mr. Haldane 
proposes to take the boy into Sandhurst at seventeen 
instead of eighteen, and let him complete his 
education there, giving him three terms instead of 
two. lie is also going to ask headmasters to 
nominate boys who have a real capacity for leader¬ 
ship. That is a splendid reform.

I KNOW public school men who go into the Army 
* in debt rather than be forced to deny them¬ 
selves the privilege of serving their country. lict 
me paint a ]x>rtrail of a young subaltern of this 
ty|>e. His parents arc not wealthy. They have 
pinched and scraped in order to jiay for an expensive 
public school education. They have pinched and 
scrajx'd in order to pay the foes at Sandhurst. Tlui 
lad is keen as mustard. He docs well. He is 
ordered to go out to India. But before ho goes lie 
must purchase an elaborate outfit. I have seen the 


list of iiidispeiisablo things. It is as long as ray 
arm. Here, tli(»n, is a young si baltern burning 
with martial zeal, ready to go auywnorc and do any¬ 
thing for his King and country. But before he cun 
gratify the desire of liis heart lie has to find about 
j:\rjol

G O and talk to the outfitters, and they will tell 
you that the young subaltern o[t.en is forced 
to get his outfit on credit. It seems to me a very 
grim joke tliat the wealthiest nation on earth 
should be so stingy in its tre'itmoiii of the men who 
guard its honour and uphold its pre.slige. We are 
all ready to babble about the siilendoiir of our 
Indian Empire. We shall probably spend a million 
OIL the Coronation Durbar. But the poor young 
subaltern who may leave his bones in India has to 
pay for his outfit or to get it on tick. We ought to 
blush at the mention of (»ur parsimony. AVe are 
the richest nation in the w^orld and the meanest. 

• • ■ 

I WAS dining not long ago with a boy w'ho was 
about to jtun his regiment in India. He told 
me with a shy grin that he had not bet'ii able to 
afford a first-class sword. 1I<‘ was so hard-iip that 
In.' had been compelled to buy a cheap sword, lit* 
did not make a song about it. All he said was lliat 
he hoped tliat it w^ould not eost. liini his life. Also 
lie w'oLild have given his e\es for a Mauser pistol. 
But it was beyond liis means. He lia.»1 to be satistiod 
with a cheap revolver! And this gallant bo\ was 
thirsting for active service. Ho was almost doleful 
1»4^causo ho thought that w'e were in for a long s|>r*ll 
of pea.c<‘. He begged me to tell him whet her I 
tliouglit there -was any chance t»f a good war. Hr 
was honestly sick beeaus** he liad been born loo lai«‘ 
for South Africa. As he talked with shining eyes 
and iniiociMit eagerness, I could not he!]) feeling 
ashamed. Does a nation that pares cheese andcount.s 
candle-ends d(jserve lads like liini ? I hated the 
thought of his cheap sword.

We pay 
a monopoly profit of dtl 80,000 on a Dreadnought's 
armour, but we stint and starve a young subaltern 
wdio asks for nothing but the privilege of dying 
for us. I do not say that we are callously and 
consciously stingy. We are merely imliffei-ent. 
AVe muddle through. AVe trust to luck. We leave 
everything to chaiici^ But if thi‘ day of wrath finds 
our Army without first-class officers we shall liave 
only ourselves to blame.

FILLED. 

A REMARKABLE MONOPOLY. 

Til moRl astonishing feat in onnnecHou with filling 
appointments in the Civil iService happened tlu‘other 
day in the department of Female Sortersiiip'. in liie 
General Post Office. 

These appointments are filled by competition opon to 
girls between the ug^» of IT) and 18 in all parts t>i‘ tne 
British Isles the only qualifications being that, they 
shall he British Kulijccts and unmarried. It is u^uill to 
hold examinations to fill these posts every six uioiitlis. a 
number of vacancies varj'ing in number being otfei od ou 
each of these occasions. 

At the last examination 15 appointments were offered 
to competition, and 48f> candidates competed for these 
appointments. Of tliesa, over 400 came from schools 
and Civil Service classes all over the country, the 
remainder being students of Clark's College, the well- 
known training institution in Chancery Lane.

NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

“Apple-green." By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


A PPLE-GREEN! It soumU like tbe name of a 
village, a WorceBtcrsbiro bainlet where elm- 
shadowed cottages outline a triangle of ancient 
turf, or a Home County village where the green is a 
part of a common. Hum Green and Bowney Green 
in Worcestershire I know, and Kew Green and 
Paddington Green in Metruplitan latitudes—but what 
of apple green P 

“ Apple-gi'een ” is the name of a colour, a colour used 
in soft English china. Sevres hud its jxnnmc vtiic, but 
that was not the true apple green. Vainly you will 
look for apple-green on Oriental porcelain ; the Ming, 
celadon, and famillr verli*- gieens are metallic, peacocky, 
and chilly greens. As Miss Deano well wrote, ** it is 
when we conic to the more homely English wares that 
we get the underlying warm yellow suggestloD, that 
recalls the greenness of an English landscape when the 
trees unfold.’’ 

Ifueh Sought For, 

Now it is jusi that delicate, warm, comfortable eye¬ 
resting, cleur tint of green in English china that is so 
sought after by many collectors of English porcelain 
nowadays. Apple green they will have, and up go the 
prices for opplc green. In step the counterfeiters—a 
tea-service in Coulport” apple green nearly took uie in 
the other day. But the time when you could buy it in 
sets at the price of new crockciy is past. In her 
** Recollections of a Scottish Novelist-,” Mrs. L. B. 
Walford tells how, somewhere about the year her 
parents purchased a mansion in Scotland, and ** bought 
it as it stood, furnished, and stocked with glass and 
china.” The china “proved to be Crown Derby of the 
best period”—“Derby,” I think, is the best •‘apple- 
green”—“and Worcester with a ghr/.o that iinidc 


collectors stare ”—“ Worcester ” is often good “ apple- 
green”—“ and Lowestoft. And thc.w were the ordinary 
breakfast, tea, and dinner-sets, pub down in the house- 
agent's list as table china!” Mrs. Walford exclaims. 
Her mother never dmariicd of snob china being “too 
good for human nature's daily food,”* and only when 
Mrs. Walford came to he “much in contact with people 
who pursued the supremely fusciuat-ing study of the 
moment ’ did she discover “ the real status of the cups 
and platters so lightly esteemed. Now they are in a 
glass case ”; she adds, “ 1 like the old way best.” 

A Faseinstiag Line. 

The study of the moment, Mrs. Walford? The cult 
of old English china is not for the moment, hut will 
come to be “ for all time.” Soft English china, as a 
whole, is steadily appreciating in the market, bei^ause 
the number of collectors of it increases every month. I 
can well uiiderstund a collector confining his or her 
acquisitions to “apiile-gieen,” tliongh 1' have never 
limited myself to one line. And because apple-green is 
so much sought for noV, and its price has so much 
increased, I look with a double coiuplucency upon some 
apple-grceti bordered bread-and-butter plates, which 1 
bought for five shilliiigs each seven years ago. They 
are marked Bloor Derby, gadroon-edged, and “ painted 
with B lliiigsley’s flowers,'’ as it says in the oldjiatteru- 
books of the old Derby China works. 

“ Worcester” up])Io j^neen is slightly darker than 
“ Derby ” apple-green ; it resembles the hue of a ripening 
apple—I mean the green part of it—and it is a very 
trausliieeut green. The “Davenport” apple-grceii 
resembles the hue of tlie “ Worcester "apple-green very 
nearly, but is not so fine, Rniooth, and translucent iiiidet 
the glaze. *• t'oalport ” apple-green is ruthcr iiea-grceu

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in tint—I do not mean pea-soup colour, but peas cod 
colour, not unlike the green of “ Chelsea/’ " Swansea 
produced a darker apple-green, but the whiteness and 
transparencj of the paste and glaze at Swansea and 
Niintgarw caused the Swansea and Mant^arw apple- 
greens to be very vivid. “ Rockingham green is not 
quite tin apple-green, it is more like the green of some 
“Chamberlain Worcester,” and it is often spoiled by 
lieing flecked with gilt. And only minor parts of 
“ Longton Hall ” ]iorcelain can be considered opple- 
green at all. 

Earlhcawmre Apple-green. 

The bases of Walton figures in Staffordshire earthen¬ 
ware are often the true tippl p- green; Whieldon ware 
and Ralph Wood figures arc tinted a paler, cooler hue 
than that. Wedgwood iiiul other Staffordshire dessert- 
Rervices, leaf or fruit shaped, are a da ker green than 
the true apple-colour, which one has to know very well, 
by visual memory, when hunting for the veal, the 
exquisite, the inimitahlo larc old tiling.

Schocnberger was the son of an Austrian Lieiitenaiit- 
Field-Marslial, wbobad been expelled from his regiment 
for debts. Ho was to give, it was contractod, his 
baronial name to Rosa, but the wedded pair were to live 
apart, be in a flat in Buda Pesth, she in her palace in 
the Johann Strauss Oasae, Rosa giving him a fair 
allowance. 

Foratimn this agreement Avorked Avell and the ex- 
Avaitress, e.v* (left-handed) Archduchess dazzled Vieniui. 
Austria’s gilded youth thronged her salon, and fought 
duels for her smile. She developed into a patron of art. 
As Fraulein Rosa " uhe kept racehorses; but tbe Vienna 
Jockey Club objected to her way of racing, and the 
horses were sold. 

Meantime Baron Bela Sclioeiiberger avhs doing ill. 
llis allowance, he held, Avas not enough. Shadows, t(K>, 
Ijeguii to fail on Rosa. The unchivalrous Austrian 
government suddenly ari'ested her at her chiiteaii near 
Pressburg, and bundled her across tue frontier. The 
Baron lost his allowance. He took to drink, obtained 
the useful i>OBition of iiacre driver, and in April, 
died ill the Buda Pesih Red Cross Hospital. The 
widowed Baroness made a triumphal tour of Europe, 
Avhere everyone avIio for but an instant- saw lier black 
eyes fell in love Avith her. And the Baroness herself 
fell ill love for the lust time—up-to-date. 

Tlie happy man tliis time is Hugo Alexander Ben/el 
zu Sternaii uiid Hohenaii, Count of the Krn])ire, and 
representative of one of Central Europe’s Timst famous 
lilies. The acqiiaintan(*e came at a fortunate time for 
the Count. It began in :l Swiss valley. The (\iiint 
Avas np to his iie/k in unpaid bills, and angry creditors 
in Ziiricb and Lucerne were thirsting for his blood. 
He fled from Switzerland, and made for Rosa's flat 
ill Kantstrasse, Cliarlotteiihnrg. a suburb of Berlin. A 
horse-dealer in Basle to whom he owed Il.tluo francs 
lost patience, and the Basle Courts condemned the 
fugitive to four months in gaol. 

The Count laughs at the Courts. Ho is in the juris¬ 
diction of the (Courts of Love, Avhich refuse extradition ; 
and it has just been announced in the Berlin newspapers 
that ho has Avedded Ro»a Wallenstein. The flat in 
Kaiitstrasse is closed, and the happy pair 1ia\'e flown 
iiAvay on a honeymoon in some creditorleas Arcadia, 
iiiimour has it that they have come, or ara coming, to 
London.

The Spring Field Trinls. 

With the spring comes Field Trial for pointers 
and setters. These are compeiitiohs for certain gun dogs, 
und they are held generally on partridges which have 
paired. While the Earth is budding into her glorious- 
ness, all Nature is glad. So it is indeed invigoi*ating 
for those fond of country life to watch the do^ in their 
quests. No game, of courae, is killed. The idea is to 
iiud out which is the best of the better dogs finding 
or locating feather nr fur. under almost the same 
conditions «*is prevail duiing the shooting season. 
The dog which wins will have to own the best of 
powers of scent and ideal manners. For the rules are 
BO framed that only a magnificently self-possessed, 
natural hunting dog can get to the end of any stake. 
Many of the leading Bpoitsmei] of the world patronise 
these events, and much money is spent in preparation 
of competitors. The prizes are quite valuable. 

Field Trials near London. 

The trials of the IntiM'nafional Gnu Dog League will 
be held close to Ipswich on ISth April. On the thi'ee 
following days the Kennel Club will run their events 
over the same property. Mr. E. W. Jaquet, 2 Saville 
Row, will give all particulars as to the Kennel Club 
fixture.

And such innovations are certainly 
good for terriers and their owners. 

The Seaioa of Ottcr-huntiag. 

It will not be so very long before those rivers and 
brooks close to their estuaries, in certain parts df our 
islands, will yield the late spa'ing, siiniiuer, and autumn 
sport in connection with hounds. For when the waicr 
warms and the grass is getting ready for the scythe, 
then do the vales and hills resound with the full- 
tongued voices of otter-hounds ~the deep-mouthed notes 
of the vei^ bloodhound. For the otter-hound is simply 
a rough-coated bloodhound with more stamina than the 
long-lineaged hounds of St. Hubert and tho Normans. 
By tbe wuy, King John was very found of his otter- 
hounds which gave him much sport. Otter-hunting is 
a most health-giving sport, and in these days of motor¬ 
ing, it will be very easy to reach the most out-of-tiio- 
way trysting-places, which, during the season, ure 
always notified in the Field, 

Followiag a Coatiaeatsl Lead. 

There are Badger Clubs in England, the members 
thereof taking pai*t in occasional hunts or diggings, 
using their terriera to locate this carnivorous animal of 
nocturnal habits. The Kent and Sussex Badger Ch.lt 
will hold a meeting at Aldrige’s Repository. St. Martin’.s 
Lane, W.C., on Friday next. All who are interested in 
badger-dij^ing and suitable terriers for tlio work, are 
invited, ^e Imdger is a very hard-bitten beast. No 
dog of Ills own weight can kill him. It is thought tiiat 
tile North American badger is a tougher customur than 
the European one. 1 have seen the former, in Canud.i, 
leap out at a dog and comtnonoo the attack. A decent 
badger weighs 28lb. Badger Clubs have long been 
quite the vogue in Germany, Belgium, and liollancl. 
In those countries dachshunds are considered tlie 
correct dogs. There are public trials or baitings, but 
such would not be allowed in England. 

The Least-Known English Dog. 

Probably the least-known British dog is the Truffle 
dog. It is true he might be anything, but tbe old breed 
was of the small poodle kind with a short curly coat. 
It was best known in Hampshire, Wilts, Dorset, und 
Kent. For in these chalk-counties will we find at the 
roots of tbe beech, tbe lime, the hazel, the oak, the c.f?dar, 
and the Sootoh fir. the delicious subterranean fiingns, 
fo3’ which the Truffle dog hunts. The puppy receives his 
first lesson at three months. He is taught to retrieve a 
truffle, and when he does so, lie is rewarded with a tit¬ 
bit of something he likes. Later tbe truffle is put in the 
ground and coveredl over witli a little soil. The dog is 
urged to search, aud when he is successful, he is again 
made happy. The Biiriand last lesson is when the dog 
is taken to where truffles are plentiful—where some have 
been located by nn experieneed dog and the spots 
marked by tbe trainer. Nothing can • be too good for 
the young dog when he successfully accomplishes tho 
task set him. And so he wins again. The man digs 
up the tuber, and in this way such a dog has been kqown 
to support a family of fourteen from September to 
March. Many years ago tbe Truffle dogs were, more or 
less, all of the same family.

Frock Coats or Moroiag Coals. 

TufiRB has been quite a little controversy in some of the 
papers lately as to whether the frock coat is likely to be 
niore fashionable than the morning coat in London this 
season. The subject interests many people who are not 
Londoners, partly because the fashions of London soon 
become the fashions of what Londoners are pleased to call 
" the country," and partly because everybody is expected to 
bo in London in June and will therefore want to know 
what to wear to bo corroct. 

A Compromise. 

M'y own opinion is iluit both sides are right. I think 
that both kinds of coals will bo worn this season, but if 
you ask mo which will be the more popular of the two l 
vote for the morning cont. At the same time, somo of the 
smartest men will undoubtedly wear frock coats. The 
Lord Chamberlain lias docroed that that is to be the right 
coat for civiliauB at Iho (Wonaiion coremony. I have seen 
it suggested that when the Lord Chamberlain said this he 
did not really moan it, and that what lie really intended 
was that a man should wear a town coat of some descrip¬ 
tion, and that a morning coat would do equally as well as 
a frock coat. 1 disregard that suggestion altogether, 
because 1 feel quite certain that when the Lord 
(''hamberlain said frock coat ho meant frock coat and 
no other kind of coat. If ho had meant morning coat 
he would havo said so. for tho regulations as to dress 
at Court functions aro not decided in any haphazard way. 
and therefore people are expected to obey thorn. You 
cannot get away from the fact, tliorefore, that frock coats 
will be worn at the Coronation ceremony, and it is reason¬ 
able to iuippose that somo of tho uion who wear frock coat^ 
thou will wear them at other functions in this gay and 
festive season. blialL 1 suggest that sumo men will have 
frock coats this year in order to givo some of thoir 
acquaintancAs the impression that they had them in order 
that they might bo suitably dressed for the C’oronation- in 
other words, that they 'were among the select company who 
received invitations ? 

A Wrong Idea. 

Many hard things have been said about the frock coat 
lately, and 1 think some of them have come from nieii who 
have not apprcciati^d the little alterations likely to be soon 
in the style of the fruok coat this season. Jt will be what 
I may call a common-sense coat, without any extravugancerf 
of style. For instance, the skirts will not be so full ar to 
give the improssion that tho woarer of the coat hiis 
sported a pair of stays and that he had the skirts of the 


coat put on in pleats after the .rest of, the coat was made. 
(We have had coats of that stylo) Tho waist of the 
coat will be there, but it will not be i« uduly pronounced. 
If the coat is made to button it will have tbroe buttons, 
but, being made with soft lapels, faced with silk, 
it will be 80 arranged that either one button or two buttons 
can be fastened without upsetting tho hang of the coat. A 
better plan with a frock coat that is to be worn in the 
BURimer is to have the buttons on the coat but to have tho coat 
made in such a way that it cannot be buttoned; the froiit.4 
are held together by means of a link made of two buttons 
joined together. This Iftik is, of course, detachable. Some 
of tho morning coats aro being made to fasten at the waist 
line with a link in the same way, but in thoir case there is 
no button on the front of the coat. The fro^’k cont is being 
made rather short; it is, in fact, quite a Hniavt coat, 
eminently suitable for a middle-aged man, whether he is 
tall or short. It has boon suggested that the frock coat 
suits very few men, but it seems me thal the frock cont 
can be made to hide little faults in a man's figure which 
the morning coat does not conceal. 

The Popular Cost. 

Notwithstanding the above, there can be no doubt, of 
course, that the average iiiati will stick to the iiioniiiig coat 
as a coat for w (firing in town generally. It is loss ciiiiiher- 
some than the frock coat, and if it is well cut no man cmu 
complain that it is not a smart (*oai. 1 li.ave seen some 
men wearing morning coats that wore just a trifle toi* 
smartly cut for them. 'J'he morning cont is very “ waisly,” 
the opening at the neck is long and natrow, and the co it is 
cut away below the waist leaving a good piece of tlie fancy 
waistcoat in view. 'J'he coat must tit very closely round 
the chest and shoulders, and character is given ti> the 
by means of the lapids, which should be ludd and of the 
double-breasted kind, that is to say, with a good step.*’ 
A coat of this kind on a man with a good figure wants a lot- 
of beating. Some of tho snuirtest inornliig coats aro bomg 
made with very narrow corded edges. They iiiqirovi* tiio 
appearance of tho coat, at the same tune they do not luaKi; 
it look too hoavy for tho summer—^aii offoct that is suinc- 
times noticeable in a morning coat bound with biaid or 
ribbon.

But 
when a lovely and lonely vampire is forced to wade 
about in Mood nobody is sorry for her on either side 
of the footlights. Everybody moans and groans 
over her “ victims,” even when they are sodden with 
drink. No one dreams of pitying the poor vampire 
who is dot lined to pass her life in the society of 
dipsomaniacs and S(df-murderers.

T he Vampire is shockingly treated in drama, in 
fiction, and in jiwtry. The moment she appears 
the air is tliick with bricks.

Katharine Kaelred is that kind of Vampire. But 
she is a stage Vampire, and she is there to show that 
there is nothing like her in real life.

lier counterpart in our illusions The man is the 
everlasting fool and the woman is the everlasting 
Vampire. That is our bovish wajr of looking at 
things. Being an incurable boy, it is also Mr. 
Kipling’s way. It does not occur to' him or to us 
that the song could be re-written thus: 

A fool there was and she made her prayer-^ 

Even as you or 1— 

'Fo a beast in his den or a brute in his lair. 

We called him the clod who didn't care. 

But the fool, she called him her hero fair. 

Even as you or I. 

The tables are turned, you see. The Vampire is 
a man and the fool is a womau. But, you may say, 
there are no male Vampires. Vampires are always 
women, just as angels are always men. But why 
are vampires always women? Why does Kathajriuo 
Kaelred play the Vampire and not the Victim ? 
AVhy doesn’t Mr. Frank Cooper play the Vampire? 
Weil, the explanation is very simple. Art has .been 
dominated by the male point of view ever since'the 
first saga was sung or the first epic was recited^ or 
the first statue was chiselknl or the first painting 
was painted. We all take our theory of life from art. 
As a rule, w'c take it from novels. Although wbiueii 
write novels, they still write from the male point ,of 
view. They liavc hardly begun to fight their way 
towards a readjustment of values. 

• • • 

I T is not easy to jump out of the past. Wo have 
got to scrap all our fictions and all our poetry 
and all our plays. We have got to create a new art iii 
which facts will not be distorted. And one of the 
tilings we must do is to destroy the Vampire theory 
of womau and the Victim theory of man. Mrs. 
Belloc Lowndes, in her clever novel, “ Jane Oglander,” 
surrenders to the Vampire theory. Her hero. 
Ceneral Lingard, is the old-fashioneil lamb led to 
the slaughter by the blood-sucking Vampire, Lady 
Manic. Mrs. Lowndes does not let us see the 
Vaiujiire side of Lingard, but we know it is there. 
There is a Vampire in every man and a Victim iu 
c'very woman. Man is not a tame rabbit who is 
gobbled up by a boa constrictress. He does his full 
sharo of the gobbling. And when liis4um for lx;iiig 
gobbled comes he has only himself to blame. When 
1 meet a liero in a play or in a novel I feel inclined 
to scratch him, for if you scuutch a hero you find a 
villain. Conversely, if you scratcli a villain you find 
a hero. Also, if you scratch a Vampire you find a 
Victim, for Vampires are avenging Victims.

W HEN 1 saw the Victim strangling the Vampire 
in the last act. I applauded the stroke of 
satire, for here was Adam at his old trick of blaming 
Eve for his own fully. But Eve is taking Adam's 
measure. She is firmly riveting his sins on his soul. 
When he lectures Lady Selboriie on the male code 
of truth, she laughs a silvery laugh and points a 
delicate finger at baldheadcd pundits and pompous 
mandarins lolling on front lynches. She quoks 
Taper against Tadpole and Tadpole aminst ’ra|ier. 
And when the indignant male babbles about 
Vampires, she hints that when woman turns Vampire 
sho gets the worst of the deal in nine cases oqt of 
leu. Even Cleopatra paid as dearly as Antonv, and 
very few Vampires are queens with golden Mi^es 
and silver oars. In tho war of sex the feminikie 
Vampire is usually vanquished and t^e nale 
blighter is seldom blightra.

Some of the stories of football are, in fact, almost 
incredible.

It lay forlorn, “a gem of pnreet ray serene/* 
incognito -like the necklace of black pearls that was 
recently fsold as glass beads. It had for neighbours 
three or four iiuplesB tall hats, some chipped enamel 
saucepaiiR, a pair of dingy corsets, and a few odd table- 
forkR fi*oni which the electro-plating was gone. Chalked 
on the bnck of it were tbe figures'which signify eighteen- 
pence. And yet it was a painting in oils by Dante 
Gabriel Bossetti. 

It was, in fact, a fair-sized portrait-study of Eleanor 
Siddall, who afterwiirds became Kossetti*s wife; tbc 
likeness, as well us the art, is I'ecognisable. She rests 
in a window-seat, looking into the room; her pensive 
face—she was poet and painter herself—her high brow, 
her wonderful coppery hair, her full. long, drooping eye¬ 
lids, her I'icli lips, her graceful shoulders and simple 
dress, her shapely arms, and one band, are all here. 
Yes. this was indeed the woman in whose coffin Rossetti 
buried his manuscript poems, an oblation of woe. 

Her other hand, the cushion upon which it rests, the 
window which frames her, the c.uriMin at one side, and a 
tassel, ai'e sketchy and imfinishod, while the rest of the 
canTHS is hardly tinted at all. But stretching away to 
a hilly horizon behind the figure is a moorlmid Innd- 
senpe, just glimpsed, and tinted with the last level rays; 
while over it all is one of Rossetti's blue-giecn twilight 
skies. 1 think my eigliteenpenuy Rossetti must have 


been painted at Matlock, when Eleanor Siddall was 
there in 1857. 

Unsigned. 

The canvas is unsigned, as many studies and sketches 
ara, that none the less are signed all over to the 
I'ecognising eye. And it is not studies and sketches alone 
that thus may go incognito. Some of the most famous 
great pictures, complete, and for centuries enshrined in 
galleries nnd collections, bear no painter*8^ name. 
Among the list of great artists who signed their work 
very seldom, or never signed it at all, ai-e Correggio, 
Donienichino, Giordano, Gorgione, Guido, Palma 
Vecchia, Raphael, Rubens, Tintoretto, Titian, da Vinci, 
nnd Van Dyck. Only the Dutch, Flemish, and German 
painters systematically signed their work; great 
English artists have been chary of signature. Jt is 
tiue that signatures ha\e been put on for them, upon 
canvases which they may or may not have seen. 

Signed. 

Signatures and monograms ot artists have only a 
secondary value in authenticating pictures; they may 
even be disproof. A signature in tlstlf alone is hardly 
more worthy of notice than a mark upon porcelain; 
forgers have been rather more busy with pictures than 
with old china, in fact. 

All the same, a painter's signature is not to be 


















sneezed at; Bembrandt's, for instance, is highly 
charaoteristio, and so are the dates he added. A real 
judge of Rembrandts knows the three Rembrandt 
periods of style, the contemporary signature, and the 
appropriate date in each case. If any contemporary 
signature apmars on a picture which answers to the 
signature in the known respects, the signing adds to the 
collecting yslne. Like the gold anchor mark upon a 
Bumptuons bit of ** Ohelsea," a real signatuie is wortli 
much, in authenticity and money. And the question 
whether a signature is contemporaneous or postoumouu 
can be tested; for--a BvgnoJlwrt of the same dale as the 
Riming will be incorporate in the substance of the painting, 
but a lUUe spirits of wine or turpentine will soon loosen 
and remove a modern forgery of the name, 

Tet that is a dangerous process in unskilled hands; 
used by inexperience upon a genuine signature or 
monogram, the methylate spirit may soon bring away 
not only the name-marks but that part of the picture 
too. Some artists signed with paint so fluid and 
unstable that too harsh a rubbing in of the spirits, in 
bringing off the vainish, will bring away the signaiuro 
also. 

Indeed, the fraudulent sort of dealer, and sometimes 
the ioo-enihusiastic csollector, will often have a second- 
rate artist's signature removed from an old picture, so 
that it may be assigned to the chief master of the 
artist's particular school. That is the way in which a 
Van Cost becomes a “Hubens,” and a Hoogstraaten a 
“dc Hooge.”

Not signatures, therefore, alone and in themselvoK. 
but the study of known pictures and funious artists* 
styles, are what can enable a not too pecuuious 
collector to rescue from neglect a pictui*e that has gone 
incognito and little thought of tor years. Eyesight, 
knowledge, and judgment may still acquire a good old 
picture for next to nothing now and again, and surely 
one may be prouder of finds like those than of oanvuses 
bought by force of guineas at Christie's.

SWEET ARE THE USES OF ADVERSITY. 


HOUSING. t By ARNOLD WHITE. 


IF the housing of the ]icoi)l(* is not u buniitig 
* question it sliortly will be. liy the “ people ” 
I mean all the pcojih^. Tlie industrious rich as 
well as tlio idle jioor; and, above all, the middle- 
classes aiul the eificient eraftsmiin who hrings up a 
family in self-respect on thirty-five or forty shillings 
a' week. The subtle influiuiee of one's home 
surroundings moulds character by forming habits. 
Although it is true that if you Iraiisfer slum dwellers 
from siiims to palaces, the palaces will shortly bp 
slums, the efl'ect of good housing is irresistible if 
accompanied hy the conditions that create pride 
in one’s home. 

• • • 

T he chief advantage of a great Jiouse over a 
little one is the absence of quarrelling. 
Friction between meml)(*rs of one family is almost 
inevitable when they sit in one anotlicr's pockets 
from January to December. After an absence from 
Knglaiid of a year or two in sunnier lands one returns 
from Dover to meet the atlvancing tide of mean 
houses of greater London with abiding wonder 
ns to liow tlie inhabit^ints ran find happiness in 
Piieh abodes. Ilut they do find happiness. The 
grey and drab monotony ot the moan streets where 
it is alway.s washing day, and whore the sun seldom 
shines, is blighting to the s]»irit of the spectator 
if not to the tenants. 

• • • 

I N all e.sseutials the Ihisiitos, the Zulus, and tho 
sfrn])j)ing surf iiieii of tlie We.st Coast . of 
Africa, or the Kandyan villagers of Ceylon would 
seem to h'ad a far more desirable existence than the 
inhabitants of J^erniondsey or the majority of 

tenants and lodgers living in houses south of the 
Thames rated at less than twenty-five pounds a 
year. 

• • • 

HE hicyele, of course, has made an enormous 
difTonucc to the mean streets, but the real 
country becomes more and more inaccessible as 


tho octopus stretches forth his tcntael devours the 
greeji lanes, and tlie woodlands. 

IN-the households that can just afford to pay for 

* one servant tlie pressure of life increases 
the difficulty of domesticity. The servant famine 
is the result of the death of feudalism. In those 
spacious lands which we arc forbidden to describe 
as Colonics ” the simple life comes naturally. 
I remember a beautiful and charming girl in British 
Columbia excusing herself for retiring from a dance 
at an unusually early hour on the ground that she 
had to get up early to clean her fathers boots. 
Her father was a Chief Justice. 

• • • 

THE awakening of democracy which restricts 

* the available supply of domestic servants 
assorts itself by a determination to secure better 
conditions of life in workers’ abodes. Wliy tliey liave 
not done so earlier passes all understanding. A 
few of the great landlords in the country liavc acted 
on the family tradition that cottage accommodation 
on their estates should be adequate, healthy, and 
convenient. Few*, however, of the territorial 
magnates act on this principle. It is now too late 
for individualist action. 

• • • 

T he home life of the British poor in town and 
countr}% with certain marked exceptions, 
i.s a standing disgrace to our rulers for tliroe genera¬ 
tions. The conditions of housing in the Mid- 
llhoiidda Valle}% for instance, explain-.the unrest 
and insurgency of the wilder spints there. Over¬ 
crowding in this climate is pulsatory. Self-respect, 
cleanliness, decency arc unobtainable luxuries under 
the conditions that actually prevail, not only in tlie 
great towns, but among the mining and industrial 
population. As tho sun never rose ujiGn these 
people,' how can they be expected to care* for an 
Empire upon which it never ? ^ 
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^^ENERAL BOOTH told me lurtely in 
^ the housing accommodation of the United 
Kingdom, that a national loan of two hundred 
million sterling was retired to deal with it. There 
is no reason wliy the Labour Party should have a 
inonopoly of the miseries which surround the poor 
in their daily lives owing to the horrible character 
of the housing accommodation. The human tide 
]ias«begun to fliow in this country, and, as M. Jaui'es 
told the French public, the time has arrived when 
the masses were going to sit down at the banquet 
of life whoever suffered and whoever were excluded. 

• • • 

IN sunnier countries food and clothing .alone 
^ ^ form the irreducible minimum of existeuco* In 
this country food, clothing, and shelter foAn the 
irreducible minimum. Jerry built and dilapidated 
homes constructed of inferior materials devoid of 
beauty or convenience are the rule rather than the 
exception in England, Scotland, Ireland, and Wales. 
The failures of the Elementary Education Act are 
largely due to the impossibility of counteracting by 
any syllabus the noisome effect of slum homes. 

• • • 

THE deterioration of children will continue until 
^ the housing question is liandled in the same 
spirit as the Navy question is handled. 

• • • 

IF the language of little girls and boys taught 
^ ill the State schools is unprintable, if their 
bodies badly want washing, if their faces are white 
and wan, the reason is the impossible conditions 
of their homes. The mothers arc blamed for not 
making and mending garments made of lasting 
material instead of buying cheap sweated goods 
with wliich the shops arc crammed. Where there 
are no cupboards a family of six in a couple of rooms 
gives the mother little chance of making and mending 
garments for the little people. 

• • • 

DEHOUSING the people is an Imperial necessity. 
^ Without it the standard of national health 
and stamina will continue to fall. Already the 
housing of the poor in Britain exposes this country 
to biting criticism from the United States and the 
Dominions. When the homes are made sanitary 
and decent the Council schools might teach plain, 
practical education, the use of bones and lentils. 
The simple cooking of food with such saucepans as 
the poor can buy might well replace the ridiculous 
instruction carried on with costly apparatus provided 
out of the rates. The sifting of cinders is an Imperial 
question. The hygiene of the body, the cutting out 
and making of plain, practical garments are Imperial 
questions, provid^ the homo is such that improve¬ 
ment is Worth while and comfort possible. ' 

• • • 

'yHE reason vrhy tbe bousing question is a burning 
^ question is because bitberto it bas not been 
treated seriously. It is too big to bo tackled by 
any Municipalify, even by tbe London County 
Council. It is too big to be tadcled by any group in 
Parliament. Tbe only tbi^ that counts is tbe 
bealtb and comfort id daily life of our people, and 
there is no reason trbatever wby tbe rebo'osing of 
tbe Britisb should not. pay itself 'over and over again 
by the diminution df the dead charges impmd on the 
taxpayer by hereditary panpen^ ciininals, and 
fwbla-milulcdc

Whai Should they do ^th their Emharrastiikg Wealth T 


M r. PREDEBICK TOWNSEND MARtiN. 
actuated by the noblest motives, has been 
ekposina the estravaKance the frivoloiM.but 
fashionable millionaire. We are all actuated by the 
noblest motives when we expose things. Nothing gives 
ns such a (flow of oonsoioas rectitude as the other 
fellow'H methods. 

Extravagance is a mnoh misapplied, word. Actually 
it means spending mopey that you cannot afford^ upon 
things that you cun do without, and, therefore, it is one 
of the lew genuine luxuries left to us. Mr. Martin tells 
ns of a millionaire who gave a dinner to his dog and 
presented the animal with a collar costing £3,000. 
A^nother millionaire bought a motor-car with a living 
and sleeping room, bathroom, a kitchen, and hot and 
cold water fittings. There was still another millionaire 
who-gave, his guests cigarattes wrapped in £10 notes, 
another who spent £200.000 on an aotinss, and another 
who had a hat made out of paper money to the value of 
£4,000. These ai^ only a few out of the many examples 
given by Mr. Mkrtin, who thus proves his point that the 
ultra rich are charged a great deal too much for what 
they have. 

You can get a very superior acti*ess for less than 
£200,000. Sind even at this price the millioniare had her 
only for three years. 


He could probably have married her for much less 
than that and made her do the washing. 

But Mr. Martin has the wrong sow by the car. 
Instead of telling us what the millionaire ought not to 
do with his money, he should tell ns what he ought to 
do with it, dud then we could pass a law or something. 
The millionaire must either spend his money or hoard 
it. and Heaven knows we don't want millionaires who 
hoard their money. But if they spend it what aro they 
to spend it on ? It is very easy to say that it should be 
spent for the public good, but it is not so easy to do it.

He cnii 
todow institutions for the practice of vivisection, 
Commonly known as medical reseai-ch. He can give a 
free library to every man, woman, and baby, or he (‘an 
subsidise an orgiinisatiou to prevent red-haired men 
from fighting or ladies from sciindal. Of course, ILicrc 
are variations on these themes,' but benevolent wealth 
usually rims along oiu; of these lines, 
and liiere is hardly one among tlieni that 
arouses the faintest gliiiim(‘r t>f popular 
eiiihiisiasm. On the whol(% we s(i(‘m 
to prefer that niUlionaire w<;alth shoiihi 
be spent in the time-honoured million¬ 
aire way, drivelled away and frivoU‘d 
away, rather than in the cHtabri.-hmeiUi 
of vast charitable trusts that wo should 
move Heaven iind earth to gel rid of in 
a few hundred years’ time. 

Just figure it out for ourselves. 
What will we do with a million 
pounds when we get llioin eonie time 
next month*' What do we do now 
with an iinexpeotod windfall of £o 
or BO? Why, spend it, waste it. 
Buy something that we don't need, 
just for the love of buying. That is 
exactly what Mr. Martin's million¬ 
aires are doing. And it is just as 
well to let them spend their money in 
their own way. At least it is spent. 
After the dog is dead and the uctresB 
damned, that money will still bo 
marching on, and some of it may come 
our way and so give us a chance to 
put into practice those fine theories 
about the piiblio good that we are so 
fond of. But if we lecture the million¬ 
aire too much some of him may bo 
moved to go into the public library or 
vivisection business, and then Ave shall 
be fiorry we spoke. Or the do(*tors 
will invent a new disease for us and 
get themselves subsidised to cure it.

S OMEBODY ought to writo u. defence of snobbery. 

It 'Would be :l very popular book, fen* every 
hiimau being is at heart a snob. You, gentle reader, 
are a snob. Y'our neighbour is a snob. 1 am a 
snob. Wc are all snobs. But wo like to pretend 
that we are not snobs. I never heard of a snob who 
knew that he was a snob. Our conception of snob¬ 
bishness is invariably based upon the behaviour of 
other people. But in the secret caverns of our 
consciousness we are all snobs. It does not matter 
whether we are rich or poor, well-born or ill-born, 
well-bred or ill-bred, educated or uneducated, 
patrician or plebeian. Whatever our station in life 
may be, wc are all in one way or other tainted with 
the universal taint. 

• • • 

S OCIETY is based upon snobbishness. There is 
no such thing as equality, aud there never will 
be. If you go among democrats aud Socialists you 
will find as many snobs as you will find anywhere 
else. Theory is all very well, but men do not 
practise their theories in their private life. They 
bow to the laws of gentility. A Cliineao sage or 
cynic said that a man is the son of the age he lives 
in rather than the son of his own father aud motlier. 
It is not possible to live and aud think uu- 
snobbishly in an ago of snobs. The most fanatical 
equalitariuD finds himself licking the boots of his 
sujjerior and finds his boots beiiig licked by his 
inferior. The law of snobs is as irresistible sis the 
law of gravitation. The Irish say thsit if yon lift 
your feet they will fall themselves. That is to say, 
YOU cannot get off the earth you walk on. Tliero 
lias never been a consistent Socialist or a practical 
democrat. Socialism aud democracy are never 
carried ii(t-o private life. In oiir social relations we 
are all snobs. Wo may try to persua'le ourselves 
that we ai'e not snobs, but we act like snobs every 
moment of our lives. 1 am not sun; that wc do not 
sleep like snobs, foV our very beds are made by our 
social inferiors. 

• • • 

I ET us bo men of humour, then, and face the 
“ comic truth about th€5 world wo live in. Let 
us not sneer at the Hampstead snobs who refuse to 
send their sous to a school in which the sons of poor 
men ai'e received. Ijet us not deride others for doing 
what we ourselves do. Let us not blame our boys 
for being snobs like their fathers and mothers. Let 
us accept as a granite Lict the incurable snobbish¬ 
ness of civilisation. The birds arc not snobs. A 
blackbird does not refuse to mate with another 
bhickbird because be came out of a nobler egg in a 
superior nest.. The beasts are not snobs. The fish 
are not snobs. It is only man, that supreme animal, 
who has iuveutc^d the rules of c^ste and the codes of 
gentility. Having the misfortune to bo born a man 
and not a bird, I am bound to submit to the conven¬ 
tions of my tribe. I must be a snob whether I like 
it or not. If I were a donkey, I should not be 
forced io look up to other donkeys or to look down 
on other donkeys. A donkey can afford the luxury 
of perfect equality. A man cannot. 

• • • 

I F you pkay a game you are bound by the rules of 
the game. Life is a game, and its rules are 
made by snobs for snobs. The joke is that you 
cannot help j oining in the g^me, unless you can be cotne 


a Kobinsoii Crusoe, live on a desert island, and 
protect yourself against the arrival of a Mau Friday. 
Uufortunately, desert islands arc scarce and uncom¬ 
fortable. You must put up with the hardships of 
.being a member of a savage lrit>c*. You must 
comply with its potty convent ions. You must 
worship its absui*d fetishes. In short, you must be 
a snob. The only balm yoti can pour on your soul 
is the balm of humour. You cau smile at your 
own superior gentility or your own inferior gentility. 

■ You can laugh discreetly at the airs aud graces of 
those who are your betti>rs, and at the obeisauces 
and prostrations* of those who are not your bettors. 
You cau chuckle over the absurdity of a world in 
which chance is king and accident is emperor. You 
ran console yourself l»y declining t ) take it seriously. 
That is the paradise of the humorist. 


THE worst of it is that yon mnst be very lucky if 
* you cau laugh on the right side of your 
mouth. Alas! most of us are fated to laugh on 
the wrong side of our mouth, for a vast majority of 
tho tribe are doomed to grin at the bottom, and 
only a niinuto minority arc privileged to grin on tho 
tup. That, however, is the cream of the joke, for 
Mvo aiti all iu the great edifice of snobbishness, and, 
like Sterne’s starling, we can't eet out. And tlie 
jest becomes quite uju'oarious wluu! we al! assure 
each o'.her that we arc not snobs, and wlnui we all 
unite in reviling the wretches who are caught in the 
act of being snobs. Judeed, it is the siiob who is 
always ready to cudgel snobbery, just as it is the 
multi-millionaire who is always ready 1o rebuke the 
love of money. “I know of nothing.’' says Mr. 
John 1). Rockefeller, more despicable aud pathetic 
than a man who devotes all tlio working hours of 
tho day to making money for money’s sake.” 

• • • 

I T is a mistake io suppose that cdncatioii is a 
cure fur snobbishness. We arc apt to rate the 
gymnastics of the brain ridiculously high. A wi>e 
man is as snobbish as an ignorant man. Great 
intellects are compatible with meuii souls. The most 
jierfcct snob I ever knew was a man whoso mind 
made me green with envy. He had the brain of 
a god and the soul of a fiea. Tin* intellect has 
notiiiug to do with character. Sliakt^speare w’as a 
snob. He insulted his wife by lictjucatliing her his 
second-best bed. Bacon, tho uiaslcr of tliosc who 
know, was the most despicable of men. We all 
know great uieu of our own day who are loathed by 
all their friends. Of course, Ihese things are kept 
out of biographies, but they are notorious. TiC3t 
us not cherish the delusion that knowledge is 
nobility. You cannot become maguanimous by 
exercising your mind any more than you can become 
honest by exercising your muscles. Slreiigtli of 
mind is as non-mor^ as strength of limb. A great 
man may be a great cad. 

• • • 

L et us not, be hard on soobs. Let us not be 
embittered by their arrogance or irritated by 
their humility. Bather let us rejoice in life thought 
thp.t all snobs arc equal twice during their lives— 
when they are entering the world and when they 
are leaving it. If a snob snubs you, think ol tne

But the real 
enjoyers of the festivity will be the careless crowd 
in tile streets—merry, jostling, vocal—singing “ All 
nice girls love the sailor,” or ” I wonder if you miss 
me sometimes.” Ah, that we could !

HOW GOVERNMENT POSTS ARE 
FILLED. 

A REMARKABLE MONOPOLY. 

The most astonishing feat in connection with filling 
appointments in the Civil Service happened the other 
day in the d^artiuent of Female Sorterships in the 
General Post Office. 

These appointments are filled by competition open to 
girls between the ages of lo and 18 in all parts of the 
British Isles, the only qualifications being that they 
shall be British subjects and unmarried. It is usual to 
hold examinations to fill these posts every six months, a 
number of vacancies vaiying in number being offered on 
each of these occasions. 

At the last examination !*'> appointments were offered 
to csompetition, and 48t) caudidalos competed for these 
appointments. Of these, over 4-00 came from schools 
and Civil Service classes all over the countiy, the 
remainder being students of Clark's Collogi^, the well- 
known training institution in Chancery Ijane. Londou. 
The i*esult of this examination when published showed 
that evei*y vacancy offered had fallen to the lot of 
studeiits of Clark’s College, not a aingla vacanctf bvintj 
ohtiined hy any of the. ot/ier cundiditca. Furthermore, the 
official list published by the Civil Service Commission 
shows that out of the next fifteen on the list in order 
of merit all but two were also students of this institution. 

A study of the Success Lists in other Civil Service 
examinations shows that, far from beim; an exceptional 
tiling, it is almost a matter of course for tlii.s one insti¬ 
tution to secure thci great majority of the vacancies in 
many departments of the Service; so much so, that it 
holds what is practically a monopoly of all uiipointraents 
for girls and many of those for boys also. 

Why is this? The eouipetitions are (»peii and the 
competitors many in number, and yet bardly any except 
1 hose who are students of Clark’s Collci^o ar«- able 
get positions. The great ooinpetilioii scares many from 
trying, and yet apparently the greater part of Ihc com¬ 
petition is ineffective, the rank and file of the candidates 
having no chance. 

i\nd yet these appointments are well worth getting. 
With good salaries, light and eu:i\ duties, pension at tho 
end of service, and (in the case of girls) :i marriage 
bonus, they are eminently desirable in every way. 

Apparently, however, there is only one way into the 
Civil Service, and that is through Clark’s College. For 
whilst it seems the natural thing in lb ' world for 

its students to carry off the apjiointments, those who have 
not the advantage of its training try again and again 
without result. 

The matter is one which is well worth investigation. 
Parents ,witli boys and girls to place in life, youths uud 
young ladie.s who are ambitious for the future, all are 
interested in the Civil Service as a career, and could they 
know a sure way of entering it, would )>e glad to avail 
themselves of it.

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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD 

The Clinch of the Blade. By Sir James Yozalh M.P. 


T he finest ornamental metal-work over done in the 
v/orld consists in tho t.«?ul)aft, or sword-^nards.made 
in Japan between the years ami 18CiK. Tho 

word “tfiuha” i.s short for “ tsuinibii,'' which meant 
^‘the'thmp wiiich clinclies tbf* bhiJe." And *^tsiiha- 
nioiio** is a derivative, which came to mean a “ man-ut- 
arms.” 

The sword-jyuards made during the warlike period in 
Japan (from the date of the Norman Conquest bei*e to 
the time of Drakej were simple, and little decorated. 
The blade was then the impoitant thing. In the icy 
steel born of fire the samuriii beheld the mysteiy of life 
coming out of death. The sword was the symbol 
of honour and manlinesB. In its unclouded slieeu they 
recognised the purity and chastity of the loyal. The 
most precious dowry a bride could bring was the 
honoured sword of her ancestors, and old Japanese 
dramas had their plot in the quest and recovery of such 
a blade. 

A samurais sword w'as part of his personality; 
Taiko-Hideyoshi, the J:ipiuicse Napoleoii, saw the 
swords of his generals lying on a table in tho ante- 
charnher of hi-s room, and so expimsed was the 
individiiolity that h*' csould reco.^nisi' to wdiom each 
sword belonged. Next in importance to the blade 
itself came the tsuba. 

The Choiee to Colleel. 

I began to pick up Japanese sword-gnards years 
liefoi^e 1 could know anything about thorn scientifically, 
by distinguishing periods and styles. It is difficult ovon 
now for one who is no Oiieiitulist to do that. Jiooks on the 
subject are so few and poor that one bus to study them 
intuitively, and divine more than they tell. The sword- 
gnards one sees for sale over here almost all belong to the 
modern period—that is between the years ir»SG and 
18(18. In the latter year J:ipau began to Europeanise 


herself, and soon after that came an Iwiperial ediot 
prohibiting swords from being worn. The tsnba then 
became a tning of the past, and tsuba-making is a dead 
art now. 

You can take yonr choice between collecting the 
sixteenth and early seventeenth century tsiibas, stoid, 
perforated, and little decorated in relief, or collecting 
late seventeenth, eighteenth, and ninet^ntli century 
tsubas, the ornaments which clinched the blades of 
swords for dress and parade. Or you can pick up 
examples of each sort, wbioli is what I do myself. You 
will avoid the clumsy, common things detached from 
Japanese **Tommies’” swords that wera worn in the 
’sixties of last century—cast-iron things, small or 
smallish, not hammered into strength or wrought into 
beauty, but at the best embossed a little with vague 
and rusty designs. 

These, and imitstions of them, too flimsy to take iii 
anybody, surely, are the sort that are being sold in 
** Japanese art^* shops in London to-day for a sbillhig 
or eighteenpence apiece; but these futile counterfeits 
are almost tne only forgeries yet performed. 

The Earlier Sort. 

They are steel, the earlier sort, and perforated; they 
are not heavy; a heavy, solid tsuba concentrated the 
concussion of a blow upon itself, and the blade was 
likely to snap at the hilfc. Although they are all per¬ 
forated, mora or less—that is, the ornament and the 
design of the ornament largely consists in omission, the 
designs were free, they gradually became more elaborate,, 
and they show on the unperforated portions of the tsuba 
some ornament in relief or inlay. Under-cutting, and 
cawing of the ed^s of the perforations, began late 
during this period; never cast aside a tsuba whi<‘h 
suggests that the iron has been carved by a pocket-knife 
as if it wei'e wood.

ASY years ago, Miss Ethel Irving sang a song 
about a teashop girl. Her name, I believe, 
^ras Bhoda, and she ** ran a pagoda.” At that time 
teashops were in their infancy, and the teashop girl 
wae a London novelty. Nowadays thero are tea- 
ohops in nearly every street, and there are multitudes 
rS. teashop giils. I daresay the Census will tell us 
how many teashop girls there are in London. There 
must be thousands of them. Girls who went into 
•domestic service ten years ago are now going into 
teashops. Veteran housewives tell mo that the dearth 
of housemaids and parlourmaids, and kitcheninaids 
and ** tweenies ” is due to the teashop. Tko teashoji 
girl and the taxi-driver arc the two new types that 
London has manufactured during the past few years. 
The teashop girl is a strongly marked type. She is 
unlike any oilier sort of girl. She is m a class by 
herself. She is different from the barmaid and the 
shopgirl. Her trade has stamped her. Sonic of 
these days Mr. George Edwardes will givo us a 
musical comedy entitled The Teashop Giri, I am 
astonished that be has compelled her to wait so 
long.

There is a good deal of patlios behind her smile. 
The careless tea-drinker does not suspect the irony 
of her elaborately-piled-up hair, the satire of her 
natty bigk'bccled shoes, the- mockery of her quick 
badinage. Sho looks perfectly light-hearted as she 
darts to and fro among tho tables. She has no right 
to appear tired. Sho must conceal her fatigue. A 
melancholy countenance is out of place in a teashop.

I FEAB there is not much romance in the life of 
* the teashop girl, and yet she is womlerfully 
cheerful. She has a smile for her “ regulars,” and 
she jiasses her weary days in an alinospht^re of flir- 
tat ion. Poor girl I Slie is forced to flirt for tips. 
I have 110 doubt that severe maidens frown on her 
sprightly demeanour. The) deem her a bold and 
brazen minx. Bui she is bound to fasoinalie her 
])atrous, and she is forced to tolerati' tlicir auda¬ 
cities. Her youth is part of her technique. Her 
girlhood is her chief as.sct. What becomes of lu»r 
after sho gi*ows too old to charm ? Mr. George tells 
how oue teashop girl solved tiiat riddle. It is a 
tragic story—the story of a girl who refuses to be 
exploited, and who managed to exploit her exploiters. 
Victoria was driven by society to prey upon society. 
She proved on it so successfully that she w^as able to 
retire with ten thousand jioimds as her share of the 
spoils. 1 fear she was uu exception. Not many 
teasho}) girls win the battle with tho world. 11 is 
not a pretty business. Oue does not like the thought 
of the teashop girl who is crippled by varicose veins, 
aud is forced to choose between d(*alh and dishonour. 
It makes one ashamed of a civilisation which offers 
its victims such alternatives. One feels that tho 
coiiimiinity is blood-guilty and soul-guilty. It is 
idle to say that the teashop girl ought to starve 
rather than stumble, to famish i at her than fall. But 
Mr. George proves that in some cases the wages of 
sm are not death in c^eiy sense of tho word.

At 
liMt, BO 1 read and am told day by day, and, thei'efore, 
it mnit be true; but J .im bound to add that a tamer, or 
more peaceful, or less ezoitiiig revolution has never 
been recorded in hietory. 

It is true, of course, that we are only at the beginnings 
of a far-reaching constitutional struggle, and Late 
Bitiings, Time-Tables, Kangaroo Closures, and the 
other concomitants of Parliamentary civilibation, may 
produce very different feelings and may unloosen the 
worst passions; but one cannot shake off the feeling 
tbaf the result is a foi'egone conclusion, and such an 
impression is generally prohibitive of those ** Scenes in 
Parliament’* so dearly loved of the newspaper roader. 

The **ragging'* of that “meek and lowly disciple,” 
Mr. Clough, of Skipton, is the first slorni-signal which 
has been hoisted, and thero are rumours that it is not 
to bo the last; but wiser counsels may prevail, for tin* 
degradation of Parliament would not bo to the benefit 
of either the Ministry or the Opposition, 
la the Csllsrs.

No fact emerges more clearly from the clouds of the 
piesent oontroversy thnn Mr. Balfour’s indisputable 
supremacy in tbe councils of his paity. All his coL 
leagues are but pigmies beside him. I* have often 
found myself wondering bow, without tbe least appdi'ent 
effort on his part, he has succeeded in making nimself 
indispeuBablc to his friends, for be ever seems to be 
moving in a different plane, and to view problems of 
the moment with a detachment that would be fatal to 
other leaders His wonderful intellecl^ual gifts and 
great dialectical skill count for much, but his personal 
charm counts for mure, and fascinates even his stoutest 
opponents; indeed, 1 doubt if any British politi^i loader 
in our time has exercised such a measure of influence 
over his followers, or commanded in such a degree the 
affection of his friends.

Black but Comely. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


** 1^0, tbank yon, 1 don’t like black Wedgwood—'tis 
funoretil! " colloctors say, amd dealers put back 
tbe vase, bust, tea-cup and saucer, or medallion 
on ibe sbelves There it rests a long time, till one of 
tbe few who know comes along. 

The other day I beard of ** a pair of big black Wedg¬ 
wood vases, shiny, with red lines on them/' as being ** in 
a furniture shop/* 1 went to tbe shop as soon as I 
could, but the vases bad been sold, ** to a Wedgwood 
dealer ” the shop-keeper said. 

Do you mind telling me for bow much P ’* I asked. 
“ Three pounds live, sir?* They were worth five times 
that, I daresay. Yet they had ** been in the window for 
months** tbe shop-keeper said. 

This neglected ware needs a certain setting if its full 
beauty is to lie brought out. Dull gilt wood frames for 
tbe medallions, old-gold silk as background on the 
cabinets, or some other yellow suiTounding; 1 know a 
great authority on English keramics who has had Ills 
black medallions let into satin-wood furniture, with 
exquisite effect. Black basalt ware has been despised 
by the many, but I fancy the number of hunters for it 
will multiply now. 

Liaesmaaas Collector. 

For at last there is a book about it, and a big, fine, 
niilhnritative nnd delightfully written book. “The 
Makers of Block Basalts" has been sent me by Messrs. 
Blackwood, the price is two guineas net, and cheap at 
that. The author, Captain M. H. Grant, is an ardent 
collector who knows bow to explain, and also how to 
write, for bis pen-name is Linesman^ and bo wrote tlie 
“Words of an Eye-witness/' and also. 1 think, a book 
of military stories, “The Green Line.” And by more 
than a hundred and fifty excellent pictures his 


book displays to the eye the best that was done in 
black basalt ware and its different kinds and forms. 
For the first time, too, we are given a complete list of 
the makers. Most of us would say that Wedgwood 
and “ Leeds made this old black stuff,** but Linesnuin 
supplies the marks of thirty-seven other makers, tco. 

Tnere is a book of msthetics and literature, as well 
as of expertise; the author has made himself the Ruskin 
of keramics He has done justice, to what he describes 
as “a certain grave*eartbenwarc, composed of clay fired 
to the hardness and density of stone, and not only black 
upon the surface, but permeated by the colour through¬ 
out its mass, tbe stain not merely superficial but homo¬ 
genous with the body, so that ”—hero is a test—*• the 
edges of a broken fragment are as black as the surface. 
It was unpainted, because oven at its birth thei'e were 
eyes to see the beauty of the play of light upon its 
uninterrupted surface It was uiigluzed; the exti’cme 
closeness of texture rendered it luipervious to water, 
and friction alone brought out a bloom and polish of 
greater refinement than could 1)0 imxiartcd” by any 
glaze. 

And this is wart* “of the utmost refiiiemcuh The 
pliiy of light upon its surface is delightful to the 
sensitive rye. Above all things the ancient potters 
lalued form, and of all colours black reigns supreme as 
the exhibitor of form. .No hue so well accents and 
harmonises both outline and bulk. It is sometimes 
BUI prising to see how a woman immediately gains in 
grace by the assumption of a well-fitting dress of black. 
What horse so nobly caresses the eye as the coal- 
black charger of tlie Lifeguardsman ? ** Linesman was 
at Spion Kop and the Tugela River, lie saw Tommy 
Atkins and the natives biitbing together, and so

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THE GAMBLING INSTINCT. 

VlTovlJ State LotterUa Tara it to a Healthy Use? 

A n inp^nions argument in favour of the iiiBtitution 
in England of State Lotteries, as on the Con* 
tinent, is worth ^oting from “Ncw«ern; A 
Rocialist Romance,’* by Edwuid G. Herbert, now out 
m a shilling edition. (F. S. King, 2 Qioat Smith 
Street. 8. W.) 

Sir Philip I^dinghaui, a captain of industry, is talk¬ 
ing to his Socialist son Frank, and points out that the 
masses do not save because it does not seem woith 
while. 

Suppose a man has saved a so\ereign-what can 
he do with it ? Invest it at 4 per cent, p There are no 
such investments for small sums, aiid even if be couhl 
find one, the only result would be that after waiting a 
year, he would receive in interest niiiepeiice-hairpenny 
—not enough for a day's beer. It is not an attractive 
propohition. The thing to make it attractive is—a 
lottery.’ 

** Frank hurst out laughing. 

' Well, father, you do as^mish me. Yon have lieen 
rnging at the workers for putt mg their money on horsc^a, 
and now you advise them to put it in n lottery.' 

** * You’ sec, 1 am' a betting man myself,' said Sir 
Philip. 

“ ‘ I have never known you to make a bet in my life * 
“‘You little know ^our father, Frank. I ha^e just 
fixed up a big liet with a man in Lundon Heotff*red to 
bet me noO to 1 that my works wdUld not l>e burnt down 
this year. I took it on. My stake i:i(K), his £"10,(MK). 
If the works ore bnint down 1 get his stake, if not, he 
gets my £100.* 

“ ‘ Bah! you mean fire insurance ' 

“ * Exactly; but it is betting all the same. Then I 
put £1,000 on that patent pump of Thomson's, and lost 
it. 1 put £1,500 on the patent suction appaintus. and 
have got it back several times o%er. Every busine a 
man is constantly staking money on one thing or 
another. It gives rest and inteiest to hie, and is a 
piincipal factor in all industrial progress. But with 
the workman it is different. At twenty-three he gets 
liis society wage, and for the rest of Ins life he cun hope 
for nothing more. He is almost ceitain to be compara* 
tively poor all his life. His gambling instinct is ju^t as 
strong as yours and mine, and ho indulges it 111 the 
only way open to him, by betting on horse^s and losing 
Ills money. Then be tui ns to Socialism as a short cut 
to someone else's money. I say, give him a lottery,’ 
**‘And if he loses Lis money in that, will ho be any 
better off ? ’ 

could not lose hib money. The lottery would 
have to give guarantees of solvency, as in the case of an 
insuiance company. It would boriow money at, sav, 
3 per cent in sums of £1; 2 per cent would ho paid lu 
iulcrcst, and 1 per cent in prizes, to ho drawn for 
periodically. The lottery comiiany would invest Die 
money at a higher rate of interest, and so make a profit 
(as in the case of a bank) Ihe bond-holder c.innot lose 
his money. He can sell his bond at any time, lie gels 
interest for his money, and ho has the chance of vvinuiiig 
a prize, and becoming, comparatively, a rich man, winch 
at present is in most oases impossihle. Most important 
of all, he gets the habit of saving, ind has at bis com¬ 
mand a sum of money, which he is ^empted to squander 
but can use in case of need.’ 

“ * It would bo fostering the spirit of gambling * 

“ ‘ Most emphatically no. The spiiit of gambling is 
there. Our wise legislaturs try tD stamp it out by 
worrying the bookmakers, and gambling goes on in¬ 
creasing year by year If legislators were not incapable 
of learning, by experience, Uiey would have found out 
by now that you cannot stamp out a natural instinct by 
making laws about it, you may turn it to a healthy and 
beneficent nse.’ ”

There lias been considerable activity in Peruvian Cor¬ 
poration shuros, tho reason for this, we believe, being that 
a syndicate is in coarse of formation in Paris to buy up 
tbe stock. 

There is nothing of interest to report regarding 
Americans. Although business is still mainly professional, 
Kofllrs have been Btrongt!r under tho load of Modelers, on 
bear closing and shop support. The carry-over rates were

A Cheap Trustee Security. 

It would look as though the Central London Bailway 
Company under-estimated its own credit when it offered

proceeds are required for tho construction of the eztimslon 
to Liverpool Stroet nnd tor additional rolling slock 
which will bo required in connection therewith. Applica¬ 
tions from existing holders of stock in tlie company received 
preferential consideration, and we do not suppose that tho 

K neral public received much of the slock at par, the scrip 
ing rapidly quoted up to 8 proinlum. Seeing that it is 
a full trustee stock, and that tho present earnings are 
euflicient to cover t.he intorcst six times over, it is not dear 
even at the premium named, for at the price of 108 the 
yield is exactly JCt ds. (Id. per cent. 

'J'he linking-up of tho important centres served by the 
. Central London Railway, with two termini, having such 
vast suburban traffic as Liverpool Street and JHroad Street, 
will bo such a boon to the truveil ing public that Central 
London Ordinary stock, oven at 78, is probably a good 
purohoBO for a lock-up. 

Aa Attractive Kaffir. 

The South African market shows signs of improvement, 
a&d» once the trouble arising out of the transactions of the 
big Paris operator who committed suicide is quite over, it 
would not be surprising if this market improved. One 
esan never, however, bo sure of tho course of Kaffirs; but if 
one purchases tbe long-lived dividend-payers, and is 
prepared to hold, there is not much risk. 

One of the most attractive Kaffirs of this description is, 
in our opinion, Noiirso Mines, the lif4.of which is estimated 
at twenty-four years, but will, almost certainly, be much 
longer as improved working methods permit of the crueli- 
ing of lower-grado ore. Last year the company made a 
. profit of A8U6,825, which equals 23 per cent, on its present 
' issued capital of 41827,821. Tho March profit was i;21,484, 

' as compared with 4:20,230 for February, which is at the 
rate of over je250,000 per annum. 

The company last year distributed 22| per cent., which, 
’'^at the present price of 2}, yields a safe 8 per cent, (with a 
mine Kke this it is unnecessary at this stage to allow any¬ 
thing for redemption of capital), aud, in view of certain 
jading developments, a much higher price may be looked 

Ooroaalioa Stocks. 

»Bo far from being re^rded as a disturbance to busineBB, 
.the Coronation festivities will, in many directions, provide 
a welcome stimnluB. and the prices of seeurities likelf to 
benefit thereby have apeordingiy risen several points.

Tliis is true of Home Bails, tho Tube Bailways, onmibns 
Rtocks, and hotel, catering, and drapery shares; oven *the 
Atlantic shipping companies being pushed up for the same 
reason. Jn many oases the rise has gone far enough, but 
there is room for some discrimination, based upon considera¬ 
tion of the factors making for increased prosperity. 

Who will BcaeKtr 

It is not tho millions who will throng London during the 
two or throe days oi the festivities who will afford so great a 
stitiiulns to trade, aa rather the presence here of visitors 
from the Colonies nnd abroad, tor whom tha Coronation is 
an excuse for staying some months in this country; and 
those bronchos of trade catering for this class of visitor 
will be tho ones to benefit most. 

The railways, tubes, omnibus, and tramway companies 
will certainly have record traffics for a week or so, but will 
not benefit in the same degree afterwards; whereas the 
hotels, d: apery, millinory, and big department stores, and 
all industries ministering to the needs of tbe wealthy 
clasfe'es will, in the long run, profit most by the festivities. 
Most of tho leading hotels, and companios like Lyons and 
the Aerated Bread Company, should benefit considerably, 
and tho Ordinary shavus are probably not a bad purchase 
at and 4| ro8i>ectivcly. 

Tbe Rubber Position. 

Tho sooner small investors realise that there is not 
going to be another Rubber boom the better it will be for 
them. Tliero may be from tune to tune spasmodio attempts 
to galvanise the markot into some semblance of activity, 
but any sustainod and genuine widespread upward move¬ 
ment is out of tho question. One has only to look round 
to reali-e the fact (to the truth of which our postbag con¬ 
tributes daily evidence) that thousands of people are 

stuck *' with hundreds of shares in Rubber companies 
which are wholly unsaleable, or, at the best, can only be 
sold at a serious loss. 1'horo are moi-e people eagerly 
watching for the approach of anoiliur boom that would 
enable them to turn some of this paper into cash than 
there are people ready to buy; for this reason alone, no 
recrudescence of tho Rubber boom can bo looked for. Of 
course, the shares of the few leading producing companies, 
which are able to avail ihemsolvea of the present price of 
the raw material (which is obviously still much almve the 
level it will attain in a year or two), are perfectly good 
investments, but the individual who goes in for the shares 
of Rubber companies of recent origin cannot bo con¬ 
gratulated. ^ 

A Study in Compound Interest. 

The average smali investor who allows Limsolf to be 
inveigled into subscribing for, or purchasing, rubber and 
rubbish (the terms are often synonymous) shares in 
companies where, if the most extravagant anticipations are 
I'eaUsed, a dividend cannot be paid for five years, would be 
surprised if be saw what this means, expressed in cold 
figures. If such an investor buys,'say, a fis. simre at par and, 
in five years’ time, the company has proved a profit-earning 
concern and he is able to sell his shares at 3 b., a preminm 
of 30 per cent., he may delude himself into the belief that, 
aftoT deducting brokerage and transfer expenses, he has 
made a profit of, say, 40 per cent 

N ow, seeing that safe Debentures may be purdiosed to yield 
as high as 6 per cent, and even over, the only justifioa- 
tlon for the great risk of buying shares in untried companies 
is the expeotation.of receiving 8 per cent, to 10 per cent, 
interest on one's money. If we take AlOO, placed in a 
Debenture to yield 6 per cent, and AlOO placed in a new ven¬ 
ture of the description named, we find that, at the end of the 
period of five years mentioned, tho value of the first amount^ 
with the interest received, at compound interest, is A184^ 
with a safe and assured annual return of 6 per cent 
Prospects B. Certainty.

A ll Iniman Leings call fortli my sympathy, 

■ for even the most fortunate men and women 
are pathetic. The real pathos of the eartli is neither 
wealth nor poverty, neither renown nor obscurity, 
but the staggering miracle of humanity. To be 
human is to be pathetic in a sense that is unique. 
Birds and beasts and flowers are pathetic, but they are 
not so pathetic as we arc. When you sec n rose 
unfolding its petals in the coloured pictures at tlui 
Scala Theatre you are not so deeply moved as when 
you watch the smile on the face of a slumbering 
child. The fragility of a flower is not so wislfiil 
as tlie fragility of a tiny boy or girl. Why ? 
Because the one is not human and the other is. 
The rose dies without suffering any spiritual change. 
It has no experience. But every child must fan* 
the weapons of life, must he liurt, must go through 
its own labyrinth of pain.

W ELL, one cannot help feeling a kindly iiifcrcst 
in these strange beings who are groping 
their way towards the grave. And one’s interest 
is keener during a holiday, for it is when we. seek 
for joy that we arc most pathetic. Easter to me 
is always a (]ueer lime of year, for it sends a tlirill 
of unrest through the myriads who spend their lives 
in toil. Tlie fever of the spring troubles their 
blood, and tlicy remember that they are alive. Tt 
is a very wonderful business, for as a rule they Jiavci 
neither the time nor the temptation to stir uj> the 
doriuiint vitality in their veins. They are martyrs 
of sameness. One Monday is disastrously like 
another, and one Sunday is always more Hundayish 
than the last. But Easter Monday is not at all 
Mondayish. It lias^a gloss on it. It feels jicw and 
fresh. Of course there arc folk to whom life is one 
loug lioliday, and to wlioni no day is lovelier than 
another. Th(‘V are pathetic in their way, but their 
pathos is not of the same melting kind as the pathos 
of the. multitude to whom a holiday is a kind of 
miracle. Tliere is nothing that moves me more, 
than the sudden blosAsoming of joy in the sad, grey 
souls of tin*, poor. It transfigures every Bank 
Holiday, but- it is at its most poignant pitch in 
Easter week. One feels tliat himiaiiity is then 
making a sublime effort to ])retoiid that it is heroically 
happy. TJiere is u concerted assault on the duliiCASs 
of life.

IT is youth thiit leads the onset. The young 
^ souls are like Norah iii “A Doll’s House.” 

They have not ceasinl to expect the miracle to 
happen. t)lder and Aviser folk liave cured them¬ 
selves of tlie linbit of watching for the miracle. 
But nobody—not even Mr. Sliaw—can cure youth 
of ita divine expectancy, its flowering hope, its 
burgeoning faith. Youth believes in miracles, and 
at Easter it arrays itself in miraculous raiment. 
Do not sneer at the young mystics who form up in 
a thousand monkey’s parades on a thousand piers 
and promenades. They are following the 
gleam. They arc pursuing the will-o’-the-wisp. 
They arc hunting the mirage. The Easter boy 
dreams of the Easter girl while he is trying on his 
Baster suit of clothes, or selecting his Easter tie, 
or choosing his Easter socks. It is for her mysterious 
iake that no unpacks his bag at Margate or Brighton, 


Bournemouth or Blackpool. sees her face lU 
the lazy fumes of his cheap cij..irette as he lounges 
on the steps of the boarding-house. The astonished 
waves whose lonely liibernation he has ended whisper 
her name to him. Believe me, the. sea to most young 
hearts is a symbol of bright eyes, carelesis lauglit\'r, 
and unutterabje sentiment.

Jules Riviere set it to music, a ml 
if. was first performed in a colossal 
spectacular ‘‘ mix,” called Bnhil and Jiiiov, put ou 
nt Covent Garden in the oiifumn of 1M72. One of 
tile scenes represented the bed of the ficcan. and 
a liright red lobster caused much fluttering in the 
breasts of the. naturalists. All the. principals, witli 
the exception of Mrs. Billiniiton, are dead Jolin 
Wainwright passed siAvay only u moiifli since. A 
great deal of money was lost over tlie production. 
The gem of the piece—tlie "‘Spring Chorus lived 
on. It wa.s sung by twelve laiys dressed to represent 
gardeners, and four of them lajre on their shoulders 
a pretty child on a palanquin, festooned with flowers. 
After the play had been running a week Riviere was 
offered £20 for the copyright of the. chorus hy the 
liend of a well-known publishing firm. Jjiickily for 
liim lie declined. The melody was introduced inlt) 
c)uadrillca, lancers, marelies, piano, fluti*, ehirionef, 
violin, and comet fantasias ; and largo orilers ]K>urc(l 
ill from the provinces and America. Tliviciv cleared 
over £2,000 by Jiis effort of thirty-two hai'.. 
There was a fly in the. ointment, howeveu*. A 
]iewspapor in the country charged him with a]»pro- 
jjriating the tune from the third figure of a set of 
quadrilles by Lamier, but piomptiy climbed down 
wlien tackled. 1 cannot recall anything of the same 
sort that achieved the success of I'^pring, Gentle 
Spring ! ” 

Tiik success was repeat(‘il wlnni tlie number was 
transferred to tlu? Promenade 
A NoUy Ac- (^jucerts in the following year. The 
coapaoimeat. late Antoinette Stefling then made 
Jier London debiif, and, being unable 
to do 80 by any other means, sang her first song 
for nothing. Pier future was assured from that 
moment. The British Army quadrilles ^vere a great 
go this season, and so realistic were the “ trimmings ” 
that the proprietor of a neighbouring iiotcl com¬ 
plained to the Bow Street magistrate that the 
slumber and comfort of her guests were interfered 
with through the firing of the guns on the stone 
staircases of the theatre. Imagine a w^ateliful 
London County Council allowing that to be done. 
Happily the distribution of a few “ orders'’ prevented 
further unpleasantness. 1 tell you of these things 
because London, with all its overgrown music-lmlls 
and two houses a night,” and picture shows, and 
skating rinks, lacks the bustle and vitality and keen 
sense of hilarity it possessed forty years Even

as a Coronation pitch tlian tlie 
circumscribed environment of Westminster Abbey. 
1 have often wbiidered whether it would not be 
possible to have a Coronation in the midst of soine 
vast amphitheatre where tens of thousands of the 
public might behold it. In the Abbey the view% at 
the best, is poor for the majority, and the space 
is occupied by members of the House of Commons 
and a crowd of officials wlioso claim to be present is 
of the slightest. “ The propaganda of Royalism, 
which,” Mr. Shaw says, “ is the purpose, of those 
jjageaiits, need not suffer; far more people wdll sec 
them on Salisbury Plain than can be wedged behind 
the troops in Piccadilly; and the cinematograph 
will work all the better in the open.” The last 
statement is UTidcniable. Tlie trouble would be how 
to get tlie people to Stonehenge and liow to get 
them back.

Kings 
will continue to hold office in this country 011 the 
condition wliich applies to other branches of life, 
namely, that they are o1 good behaviour. The 
lirst bad moiiarc*,h-ranci the. game is up. But Stoiic- 
Jicnge w'ill not do. There would be a mass meeting 
of cromlechs to prfitest against the disturbanet', 
and the Loudon crowds would shout so loudly in tin; 
home of tlie Druids that the Wclsli Eisteddfoders 
might grow jealous. And, given a wet day ! My 
word !

Trenck." flic papers seem to know that the 
fortunes of the adventurous hero 
hav(». already furnished material for the boards of a 
playhouse.

Reeve, was produced. The part of tlic Baron was 
played by T. P. Cooke, tlie king of stage? sailors, with 
Miss Kelly, a great favourite of the period, as Lionel 
Nclioll; Miss Carew as the Baroness of Lindorl; and 
Webster in the small part of Beckershoff. An actor 
named Lodge undertook the character of Rotter. 
The castle and the citadel of (Jlatz and the c.seape of 
the Baron from his subterraneous stronghold were 
duly presented. I cannot discoxer that Baron 
Trench left any particular footprints on the sands of 
time, and few persons would associate the central 
figure with the name and fame of such a dashing 
sailor man as Cooke.

Well-known Artist Sued in Respect of n Caricature. 


T HK sti'etching of the 
libel laws proceeds 
apace. The laloBt 
caMB 16 one affecting the 
very existence of the cari- 
catiiriBi; iind, althnugh 
this aetiuii has lieeii 
Heltled out of court, it is 
of Biicli concern and im¬ 
portance to all black-and- 
white artists, and to 
journals and magazines 
publishing their werli, 
that we do not hesitato 
to chronicle it for the 
future guidance and in¬ 
struction of Fleet Street 
in particular, and for the 
information of the world 
in general. 

One of the jjopular 
huTiioroiis artistR of the 
day is Mr. Starr AVood, 
with whose drawings 
leaders of London 
Opinion will he familiar. 
Mr. Starr Wood Boiiie- 
tinies signs himself The 
Snark/* and last Decem¬ 
ber lie and Mr. Harry L. 
Angold got out “ The 
iSnark’s Winter Annual," 
one of tlioRo sliilling- 
wortlis of literary and 
artistic liutuour towards 
which the public alwayst 
show a strong inclination a publication intended to 
amuse all, and to hurt no living soul. 

One of Mr. Starr AVood’s pictures in this annual was 
that of a “ weigh tress," as he punningly called it, 
namely, a very huxoii, hlae.k-aproned ix-stone waitress. 
The punning habit, like other l>ad habits, is not always 
kept well controlled, and the artist went on to make bis 
verbal crime worse by calling this picture of the 
“ wfughtresB " of width and breadth “ A Study in Broad- 
sti-cel." 

As events proved, there happened to be a. Broad 
Street, and there also happened to be a I'estauraiit 
employe!* in Broad Sti-eet who felt that this picture was 
a caricuitire of her. This was Miss Rose Dolan, in the 
Employiiiciil of W. Hill A Sour, at their I’estanrant, 
No. ‘J8 New Broad Street, E.C. 

There were thi*ee courses open Ixi Miss Dolan. She 
might have been pleased, cross, or indifbiront about this 
pictonul pun. Many people who are c:iri(!aiiired ai-e 
undo/litodly quite agreeable to the process. When Mr. 
Max Bcerbohni, wdtli his pen or brush, ridicules the 
eminent in literature, art, and politics, they go to the 
galleries to see his caricatui*Qs, and sometimes buy them 
for the adoninient cif their ow'ii walls. 

When Mr. E. T. Reed mnk!*s pre-historic groU'sques 
of people ill Parliament, the misguided people thus 
.treated often feel flattered, and, i*egard the urtist w'ith 
urbanity, not to say fri^dliness. And even liis 
Majesty's judges view witli tolerance the famous 
cartoons puhlished about them in Vanihj Fair and else¬ 
where. Lord Halsbury has been presented as an absurd 
little ligui'e with a gargoyle countenance and little 
dangling marionette legs; and the Muster of the Rolls 
I 1118 been done in a way making appropriate the under- 
line aflized: “ Pair, but Not. Beautinil.^’ 

Ill a word, to lie caricatured has been hitherto 
I'egarded ns somewhat of a compliment, something of a 
recognition of the victim's eminence in liis or her par¬ 
ticular line or culling. A politician soon evolves into a 
Btatesman. when he becomes a favonrite study of the 
naricatnrist. 

Miss Dolsn, then, might have felt pleased and com- * 
plimented by the fame thus brought to her by this 


drawing of a waitress, regarded as Intended 

Thousands would ha'® been delighted, for, although 
the drawing made the comfortableness of the propor¬ 
tions of ihe figure undoubtedly excessive^ yet it left the 
“ weighl.ress'* looking comely, amiable, and pleasing ■ 
still fair, if fat and forty. But Miss Dolan didn t feel 
])lcased. She felt annoyed; and went oft to consult 
solicitors—Messis. Kimber, Bull, and Deacon, fi Old 
Jewry. E.C. • , . , 

NaUirally, ibis firm <lid tlieir be^t f!»r their client. 
They quite spoilt The Siiurk’s ” breakfast one morning 
by^ sending him a letter, pointing out that he bad 
seriously libelled the lady; and asking him, with the 
inquisitiveness solicitors always display upon such 
occasions, what he was going to do about it. 

Mr. Starr Wood promptly assured .them tliai the 
drawing i*GprPB<*iited nobody in particular, and was 
imaginary except fdr the fac.o, for which a lady had sat 
—a lady who certainly w'as not Miss Doliin, and who 
w’UR prepared to come forward ami give evidence of thus 
sitting. He did not know whether his sketch i-escmbicd 
Miss Dolan, but if it did he tendered sincere i*egivts. 

Much correspondence ensued between Miss Dolau's 
6olicitoi*s, and Messrs. C. O. Humphreys and Son, (lilt- 
spur (Jhambers, .VJ Holborn Viaduct, E.(J., to whom 
Mr. Starr Wood went in his quandaiy; and in the 
middle of Fi?bnia.ry last a writ w*aR issued against 
Messrs. Starr Wootl and Harry Angold, and tho}'were 
presented with a statement of claim. 

We have already orediUul Messrs. Kimber, Bull, and 
Dpjicou with doing their Iv»hI for Miss Doiaii; but that 
would be quite inadeijuate terminology to describe 
the brillaiicy of imagination, i.iie fertility of resrinrce, 
and the mastery of advocacy wdiicli the learned gentle¬ 
man who drew the statement of claim thiew into his job.

Whether or not Miss Dol.an knew how badly she hud 
boon treated until she vend this burning summary of 
her wrongs we know not; but certainly Messrs. Angold 
and Wood were impressed by'this presentation of tlieir 
hitherto nnsuspected^ eiiormilioH. They* must have 
been advised t(' r.^sist this claim; but resistance, 
even if successful in the mutter of the jury's verdict, 
might be cosily. While Miss Dolim miglit be good for 
the OX> or C300 costs of the action should she losi' it, 
yet, on the other hand, one in hm* position might not he 
able to find such a sum, and the defendants might, even 
if they won tlie .action, b(3 put to gmit loss. So they 
decided to settle the matter straightwny. They handed 
over the drawing of the weightress," and paid £:jri in 
full liquidation of Miss Dolan's damages and her 
solicitors' costs, possibly congratulating themselves on 
the moderation of those who saw in the drawing such 
terrible inueudoes of lowness, vulgarity, fastness, im- 
modesty, and uffensivoness of demeanour. 

We do not know, of course, whether Miss Dolans 
solicitors will advise her that this report in London 
Opinion of a (*aBe settled out of court is another libel 
upon her. If so. we can promise that no statement of 
claim, however ingenious, will intimidate London; 
Opinion from submitting the matter to a jury; for we 
feel that the machinery of the law has been used in a 
manner justifying the public chronicling of the incident, 
and that if journalists are gomg to take, lying down, 
all the claims made against journals, which claims are 
growing more and more abnormal eveiy week, the time 
will come when the only safe newspaper to isBtti will bt 
one of blank sheets-^the inkless jonsttL

The Sport of Oak. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


Thkbc is all tbe of tbc chane about it—yoa 

never know wbat you may not find and kill.'* For old 
oak furnitai’e is not yet so marked down and defined, in 
nnmljei'less books of illustrated erndilion, as is old 
walnut and mahogany. Now that Queen Anno, Chip¬ 
pendale, Hoppelwhite, and Sheraton things am so 
difBcult to acquire cheaply, " Jacobean " Is looking np. 
And Jacoliean furniture is almost all of it oaken, while 
Tudor furnitum is even more so," as a dealer informed 
me once. 

But tbe sport of osk-bunting bus its risks T say 
nothing of the hi hours of that ** professional worm- 
holer " who is said to have mcorded his avocation in a 
reoent census; you will nvoid worm-eaten furniture, of 
course. The leal risks arise with modern contrifacon^i 
made out of sound old wood. T need not warn against 
the black-oak diniiig-rooiu and hall auitta made for 
Tottenham Court Ttoad smallish shops, in a tiuvesty of 
Jacobean, about thirty yea is ago, in such quantities; 
the merest chip with ii knife will reveal the soft white 
wood underiieatli the htain. Tbe time-honoured hue of 
“ old nak" is deep iioiiey-brown, not inky-sable, and, 
besides, you will look for tbe characteristic, unmistak¬ 
able gram of oak wood, no matter what colour tbe 
surface may show. No, the really deceitful pieces are 
those “ made-up.” 

Coaeoeted. 

A ** Cromwellian sideboard *' was offei^d me the other 
day. There were buffets, but no sideboards worth 
mentioning^ in the time of tbe Cavaliers and Hound- 
heads, but that does not matter. About half this 
glorified buffet was genuinely antique—indeed, much 
older than Cromwellian, for that half eousistod in six 
fine carved panels, Gothic and fifteenth century. There 
wera also two twisted pillars of Kenaissanoe style and 
date. Now ^1 this fine, antique genuine stuff had been 


fitted into a carcase lately made-up out of an old pew, 
and the Gothic panels awote^ as the French say, at the 
icst. 

ITet tbe price was cheap at €18; the Gothic doors of 
tlie hutch or cupboard, with their conteirporary metal 
hinges, lock-holders, and escutcheons, and the fine 
enrven-pillars were worth the money themselves. To 
fit into an oak room wainbcoting—the panels—and 
Ihe pillars to suppoii; a manti^lsheli, 1 mean. Such use 
of them ih a piMiseAvorthy case of making-iip. But as a 

Oomivellian sideboard” the effect was merotricions, 
to say the least, ii fiagrantly bore tbe mark of the 
maker-up.

Tliis cliiselliii|>, 
instead of planing, is a test of ago in the panels on 
svliich pietnres were painted, by the byo; old Dutch 
and Flemish pictures were painted on panels of fairly 
thin oak. But, also, in regard to furniture, expect to 
see rabbeting, dove-tailing, pinning, and pegging rather 
than nailing; and be extremely buspicious of glueing 
unless the bit of furniture has obviously bf^en lepaiivd 

And when yon examine the carding, look for the mark 
of the gouge, particularly in the under-sunk decoration 
of old duwer-clichis and chair-backs. By ^\hatcver tool 
the carving was done, however, if its suifaco bo suioolh 
the suavity fejt by the finger will not be due to Sfiiid- 
paper; it will have come from endless diistiiigb, polibli 
ings, and elbow-greasings, continued through hundreds 
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of years. Eren if in ibeae reapecta tlio front of n panel 
mma Bdtiafaotory to you, you will not fail to look .it 
its back, for feai you may tbete diHcovci the mark of 
the plane. And expect to find on eveiy laised or 
angular part of surface the vei itable, and not feigned, 
signs of wear and teai. 

Eigkfeeath-Ceatvry Oak. 

So far, I have dealt with Jacobean and Tudoi oak. but 
you will come acrosh (reovgiaii oak that is wotth pick 
ing np. You nill find chests of drawois, boxes, clock- 
cases, and olliei plane-siii faced ai tides, iisnally adorned 
by a bond of mahogany inlay And you should not 
despise a set—six oidinary and two ‘ cat leis, ’ as they 
are called—of Cbippendale-design oakcbaiis Once 1 
bought (for 8s.

^PHE sneer to-day has ousted the smile from 
'♦ litcTatiiro and from life. Honest laughter 
seldom holils both his sides. We have vinegar in 
our veins and vitriol on our tongues. The poison 
of ajps is on our lips. We :i.ro a generation of 
vipers. The milk of liiiinaii kindness has curdled. 
We lack sweetness and light. Indeed, our y)opiilar 
humorists art* no longer good humorists. They are 
bad humorists whose humour is always in a bad 
humour. Jt is the fashion to sneer at everybody 
iind evervlhing. Nobody ventures to take a genial 
view of life. When one iiiaii of genius juects 
allotI kt, he says: “Life is sour, brother.” It is 
the agt* of sneers.

THE siie(*r i.s a sign of decadence. No man and 
* no uaiitm can livt* on a diet- of sn<‘ers. AVhere 
there is no vision tlit* jwiople ]>erish, and sneering is 
the. blindness of the soul. Tin; man wdio sulYers 
from the disease of sneering is worse than a bore. 

is a ]»eril. For nothing rot.s the spirit more 
ttTribly than the liabit of sneering. Sneering is the 
juitrefaction of faith. Nowadays %ve worship the 
sneer. I’he wit wdio can sii(‘er w(dl can count upon 
our a]>plause. We are afraid to hiss the creature 
who sneers at the highest ideals and tJie holiest 
as]Mirations. W(? dread tluj imputation of eon- 
ventionality. We tnmiblt? lest we should be sus¬ 
pected of enthusiasm. We shuddt*r lest -we should 
b(^ eaught in the act of revertuice. We })t*rjure our¬ 
selves rather tliaii acknowledge that we possess lino 
feelings or noble emotions.

I SOMETIMES sigh for a really big man who 
could ])ui ii.s all in a b(*tter humour with 
ourselves and with each other. The hig men of the 
past were not aninuded sneers, 'riiey had gusto. 
They IwlievtMl in themselvi's and they Ixdieved in 
humanity. They laughed the gnats and gadflies of 
cynicism out of countenance. Hut we are stung to 
death by tlu-se insects. We are unahle to rejoice in 
the mellow jollity of life. W'e are wiser than 
Shakt‘S])(iLire, craftier than Scott, subtler than 
Dickens, more astute than Hrowiiing, more sophisti¬ 
cated than 'JVMinyson, more cautious than Swinhuriie, 
iiion* modern than Meredith. AVe llatt(‘r ourselves 
that we can sneer at the shams lliat deluded these 
})oor giants. We have delivereil ourselves from the 
iKinality t)f romance, the fatuity of emotion, ami the 
iiianily of seiitiiueiit. We glory in the fact that 
there is nothing we cannot sneer at. 

• • t 

I F we have no great men it is because we are 
incapable of recognising greatness. If we have 
no luToes it is because we an* incapable of hero- 
w^orship. It wc have* no ]>oet.s it is U»cause the love 
of poetry is dead in our breasts. If wo have jio 
patriots, it is because w'e are ti»o acridly mean to be 
patriotic. The Jubilee of Italian Uiilty doer not 
stir our blood. Yet we are the sons of the men who 
gloried in Mazzini and Garibaldi and our fathers 
llirilletl to the music of “ Songs Before Sunrise.” 
Swrinbiirnti died in an England that know him not. 
He was the last of the seers and the last of the 
singers. In his grave lie buried the splendid 
enthusiasms and ferrous and ardours of a godlike 


generation. So deep are we sunk in petty cynicism 
that wc are ignorant of our decline from the heroic 
temper that breathes in his mightiest songs. His 
verse is written in a language we no longer under¬ 
stand. W(* have lost oven his virility of sco^n, his 
masculinity of hate, his manhood of revolt.

I N all gn'at art there is no sneer, and in all great 
moods of the human heart there is no sneering. 
The eighteeiilh century was a century of sneers. 
The twentieth century is a reversion to the age of 
l\)pc and Addison. But its iiisoleiitM' is without 
elegance and its petulance is without polish. Jt can 
liiicl no nobler drama as a symbol ol the spirit of 
the (k)rouatioii than— Monetj. So eoarsi* and ki> 

crass IS the age t.hat tin* irony of the thing is lu^t 
]iorc(*iv(*d by more than a handful of sjiectators. 
Ami yet the irony is not unmerited. What con- 
le.mjuirarv plav can wc ]nit forw^ard as a rival to 
Money I* ' Th<*re is nothing w(»rse than Money, but 
what is majestically better r* Though we ransack 
the whole Victorian and .Edwardian drama, we 
find no ]»hiy worthy of a gri^at race* and a glorious 
empire. We nibble the husks ol Money in dolault 
of more Godlike fare. 


I F w^e wdsh to plumb the ilcjiths of our cynicism 
li‘t us retlect on the meaning of the wrangle 
about the head of Oliver Oroinwell. I Hixw a 
photograph of this dishonoured a.ml befouled relic 
of our dead gn*atiiess, and it made me blush with 
iierv slianie. 'Phe statue of the Tiord IVotector 
stands outside Westminster, but his embalmed head 
is Bid I im]>ak*d on a rusty |>ike and is still hawked 
about by liiiiiian ghouis. We have lost our sense of 
the sacrediiess of death. We cannot scourge our¬ 
selves into iiidigiialion at an ontr:i.ge that would 
have sickeii(‘d the soul of anci<*ut Greece. AVe treat 
the skidl of Miltons “chief of men” as a mere 
curio. This is the apotheosis of cynicism. It is a 
lilting turpitude for a nation that lives on sneers. 

• • • 

I KNOW tlisit. it is smart and cl(‘V(*r and knowing 
to spit on the graves of our national heroes, j 
know that the modern mind has nothing but 
(iontumely for Nelson. But at. least in this 
Coronation year we might spur ourselve.s into the 
seinblantie of pride in (Jroinwell. AVe ought to 
reiiie.mhcr that he stands for England and the 
Finglish temjier at its sternest, austm'cst, and 
sublimesl. The Irish race has no reason to revere the 
memory of Cromwell, but no Irishman would insult 
the poor renmanl of his body as Englishmen are 
insulting it. If live hundred Englishmen were to 
vow that they would rescue Cromweirs head from 
the ghouls, I guarantee that five hundred Irishmen 
would keep them company. But England is sunk 
in the slime of sneers. Grom well’s head is a symbol 
of national decay. Our glory is embalmed and 
impaled and exposed to the mockery of sneering 
cynics. Let there be an end of the miserable 
business. Let the head of Cromwell be put up to 
auction like “ The Mill.” Let its owner offer it to 
the nation for .£100,000. Then let an American 
millionaire buy it as on ornament for his mantel¬ 
piece.

His 
removal will deprive ns of 
the unprecedented spectacle 
of two brothers acting ns 
Whips of separate political 
parlies. Lord Morpeth, as 
Liberal-Unionist Whip, was

Howard, as a. Ministerial

Members are, therefore, confining themselves to good- 
humonrod badinage, some of them wanting to know 
whether it will l)e paid in advance, and others (like Will 
Crooks) facetiously Biiggosting that they might be 
allowed a “ bit on account.” Some are earnestly pro¬ 
testing that they don't want it. and desire to ho allowed 
to continue to serve their country without fee or reward ; 
but if the Treasury insists on sending a cheque for 1*75 
Svery quarter day, how many of them will return the 
cheques? Ay, there’s the rub. 

The only suggestion I have to make is that, instead 
of the required cash payment being placed in the 
Consolidated Fund (which cannot be discussed), it should 
be voted every year in the EKtimates, so that we should 
all be free to debato one another's failings, and whe'ther 
some of ns an* w'ortli the inone}*. Such a debate would 
be well worth the c6st involved.

A Liberal lawyer had 
delivered a maiden speech in wliieh he addressed the 
House as if it were a meeting of excited electors. 
‘‘Platform,*’ was the inoiiosyllabic comment of Mr.

Parliameatary Authorities,

The doorkeeper sits in an old-fashiuncd cliair, and 
BcnitiiiiKes the couiitenunces of all who jwiss, lest any 
“stranger** should cross the sacred threshold. He is 
the custodian of a capacious sniilT-box, the contents of 
which are at the use of all members; and there is a 
tradition that somewhere in Ihe estimates there is an 
entry which provi^s that the tax-payers of tin* <*ountry 
pay for that snuff. I cannot vouch for the voracity of 
that legend, but none of us wish to be disiUiiHioned. 
One of Mr. Ingleby’s j)rodecessor.s—Mr. WJiiic, by 
luiine—was a studious observer of everybody and every¬ 
thing, and after he had retired from his post he puhlislicd 
quite a bulky volume of “ Reminiscences,” to which Mr. 
Justin McCiirlli^ wrote .1 delightful xu'eface. 

Blocking Motions. 

“ The refiiioment of cruelty,” said Mr. Asquith. "An 
outrage upon outrages,** said Mr. P<h* 1. These ivere the 
facetious comments levelled at the head of Mr. Vincent 
Kennedy, the spruce and dapper little Irishman, who 
supplied the rvdnctio ad absurdum in the controversy 
about what are colloquially known as " blocking 
motions.” Be it known to those innocent of Parlia¬ 
mentary methods, that on a motion for adjournment 
the M.P.’s can talk about any subject except those 
subjects on which other M.P.*b have given notice of 
their intention to move resolutions. These resolutions 
have not the remotest chance of ever being brought 
forward, but the placing of them on the notice-paper is 
noverlbeless sufficient to prevent any jiarticular topic 
froni being debated. It is a time-honoured dodge to 
which the political party in power never hesitates to 
resort, and against which back-benchers have for years 
vainly struggled. 

Mr. Vincent Paul Kennedy has succeeded in bringing 
the matter to a climax by giving notice of a resolution 
calling attention to tbe practice of giving notice of 
resolutions, with the result that members cannot now 
speak even about tlieir most cherished grievance! ,I 
am told that Mr. Kennedy is a solicitor, and I can well 
believe it, for only a lawyer could have hit upon such a 
method of producing an anti-climax; but he evidently 
belongs to tbe class of solicitors who are ingenious, 
and I have met—even in the House of Cooiinous— 
solicitors to whom that compliment could not, by any 
stretch of politeness, be truly paid.

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THE DEBASING PICTURE THEATRE. 


By CHARLES McEVOY. 


T hat any feelinj? for Art is rapidly disappearing 
among the great mass of tbe people, tbe vogue of 
the “ Picture Palace '* is alarniirig evidence. 

Tbe Picture Paluco is tbo worst form of showman 
enterprise that prob«ably any age bus known, because of 
its dead inane character. Tliere was some beauty in 
an old fashioned circus; there was an artist behind tbo 
peep-show; and often a poor gonius pulled tlie strings 
of the marionettes. The Punch and Judy show is 
human, and there is life in the meanest music-ball, the 
crudest melodrama, lint what is there of life or beauty, 
of art or of genius, in tliese darkened halls where the 
people gather to stare at a blinding square of light and 
its uninspired mechanical repiditioiis P 

Is some new, abortive organ grafting itself on to the 
human race, ns a result of continual contact with 
science, a disease such as the X-ray operator is liable 
1o, blit a disease taking the shape of a new organ of 
sensibility, that can be stimulated only by something 
mechauicul and nnhuman ? 

In a previous age science did not excite the imagination 
as it does to-day. There was a steam coach travelling 
on the roads long before the motor-car was thought of, 
but so little interest did it excite that it is difficult to 
trace the happening. Men made amazing scienlific 
inventions ages ago, and their chief trouble was to get 
anyone to take any interest in them. Samuel Pepys, 
childishly keen as he was about the smallest detail of a 
day's happening, was little moved by the many scientific 
marvels that were brought to his notice. A note of 
music, a moment of fine play-acting, a. new hook, or 
even a new face meant more to him than any mechanical 
wonder. But to-day the littlest mechanical toy will

excite a crowd of curious onlookers. Machinery seems 
more vital to ns than flesh and blood. 

The Flickergrapb (to give it the name which some 
one has ingeniously coined) is an example of .this 
hypnotism by science. It is en1.irely without beauty; 
it is an inversion of every law of art; it is an orgie of 
ugliness, of bad oraftmansbip, of indifferent presenta¬ 
tion. It is an offence against every canon of culture, 
but it attracts its nightly audience of tens of thousands, 
who extract from tlie gloomy, giddifying exhibition a 
sense of some new pleasure. 

It is a lethargic precess, this gratifying of the 
Flickergrapb habit. It is as if the darkness were part 
of some mysterious ritual. Thera is little laughter, 
litthi applause. A postman may be depicted as dragged 
for miles by bis own pillar-box, sweeping <Towded 
thoroiiglifares before him, but he lias a hard mutter to 
raise a laugh. One misses the shout of hilarity which a 
living comedian could raise among that audiences, with 
a fraction of the postuinn's energy. 

As a mechanically truthful record of an actual fact, 
the Flickergrapb has its intelligent interest; hut it is 
not the Fact pictures that fill the Palaces, but the 
Fiction pictures, and, worst of all, the pictures with a 
story and a “ heart interest.’* It is the Fiction Pic.tui*e 
that makes the Flickergrapb a menace to the culture 
of the people. 

Tortuously tliese “ stories " shiver and flutter across 
the Riu'ecn, tales of homely sentiment prostituted into 
mechanical service: and the strange thing to notice is 
how human nature, lieiiig ineffacahle, manages to 
survive it all ; and when the reformed drunkard kisses 
the child he has crippled for life, the inevitable ‘*liinip ” 
rises in the throat, hut u lump tasting of celluloid and 
the acrid flavour of metal. The spectacle of sensitive 
little Oliver Twist haviug his cliuracbT moulded for him 
by Mr. Bumble is not more painful than witnessing this 
unasliHtned abuse of the “ art interest.” 

Tiiroiigli all the ages Art has been based not merely 
upon an imitatiou of Nature, but upon the nse of 
beautiful material and the effacement of the means 
employed. To take the least obviously artistic form of 
entertainment—-the music-hall—tlie lowest comedian 
faithfully iniitalcs Nutiiro. and there is beauty some¬ 
where. He may have a red nose, an absurd hat, but 
there is the idiarm of personality and sympathy, while 
of the mcaiiB he employs to get his effects wc can judge 
nothing. Tlie Flickergrapb is a coarse imitation of 
an imitation of Nature, the material employed is ugly, 
and the mi^aiis employed obvious. Slipshod, irregular, 
even mechanically imperfect, there is not even an 
attempt cit sysieinatic operation, and so in the watching 
ail sense of propert>ion, all respect for the laws of order¬ 
liness and verisimilitude, must be sacrificed if the thing 
is to lie regarded with anything hut irritation. 

It is for this reason that its influence upon tbe 
character of the people is deplorable. Thousands of 
poor children are perverted from the development of a 
natural sense of art by early initiation to picture 
theatres. The thing is coarse and nnrciiued, which is 
the unhappy rcusoii why it is essentially a cheap enter- 
taininciit. The better-class music-halls give a few 
minutes of Fact Pictures at tbe end of the programme, 
because they know it is all their audience wish to see* 
The hope is that tbe Flickergrapb habit is not proof 
against monotony. 1 1 has survived a lot, but there is a 
big chance that the monotonous character of the enter¬ 
tainment will kill it off ill tbe end. 

These are the views of Mr. MoEvoy, the well- 
known dramatist. We feel that there is also 
quite another point of view to be taken about this 
new medium of public amusement, and we propose 
to publish something on the other side of tbe 
question in our next issue.—[Editor London

Pewter Spoons. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


Of afellow-Ktudent, lloinc wrote that “when Grabbe 
left homo for the TTiiiversity, his mother put into his 
hands a packet which, so he told me, contained silver 
spoons—half a dozen tea-spoons, six little coft'ee-spooiis, 
and a bi^ soup-ladle, domestic troasui'es from which 
women of the people sadly part, for they think that 
silver spoons as a possession distinginsh a housewife 
from folk who own none but spoons of pewter. When 
1 first met Grabbe h(' had already pawned the soup- 
ladle ^-Cjoliath, as he called it, and later, if 1 asked him 
h«Av things wont with him, he would gloomily answer, 
*1 am at my third spoon,' or ‘1 am at my fourth 
spoon.* Once he said with a sigh that the big oues 
were going, and it would be very short commons for 
him when he came to the little cofFee-spoons, and when 
thfff were gone tliero would be no commons at all.” 

lint silver has cheapened, and old pewter spoons are 
wm'th nioi'c than new silver spoons to-day. T/ic 
autlioi’ity on old pewter writes that “ spoons are now 
too valuable to be allowed to lie about in an unprotected 
condition.” By the authority 1 moan Mr. Masse, whose 
•* Chilis on Old Pewter” is the hiindlost and best cheap 
book on the subject which a collector can jiossess. 

Chatten Your Zeal. 

But lot no enthusiast beginner exclaim to hlmaolf. 

Why, I saw a pewter spoon in a little shop the other 
day! and rush off to buy it. Because the odds are 
that it will be a spoon or ladle made of Britannia metal 
or lead, and not antique at all. 1 aui not here I'eferring 
to fakes, but to material, and s]>ace forbids (lissertaiioii 
upon the diffeiimces betw(*cii true pewter, lead, German 
metal ujid .Britauniii metal, and other amalgams. 
Metallurgy is a more difficult guide than fhr shape. 

Bowls and Stems. 

The old pewterers copied the shn])es which the old 
Bllversmiths used; though old pewter sjiooiis were ni»t 


hall-marked and bear no date-lettor, you may define 
their dates roughly by their shapes.^ Do not expect to 
find pewter spoons of very early periods. Just as Tudor 
and Jacobean silver became nearly all of it melted 
down, to be coined, so pewter spoons of earlier date 
than the fifteenth century have been worn out, for 
pewter is very perishable. I suppose we all know 
William .*ind Mary, Queen Anne, and Georgian silver 
by its shape, when we see it; look for the same kind of 
guide when you go hunting for old pewter spoons. 

And, first, the. bowls; there is something quaint and 
unsy 111 metrical about most of them. Often the outline 
of the bowl resembles that of a tennis-racket; some¬ 
times it resembles that of an elm leaf, non-serrated; 
sometimes it is almost circular; sometimes it has the 
outline of a plover's egg. Ladle-bowls are more regular 
in shape, more like the ladle-bowls in use to-duy. but 
larger, as a rule, and set at an acuter angle vritli the stem, 
which joins the bowl more awkwardly. The old .s'/xw//- 
bowls were rnoi'e in the plane of the stem, and shallower, 
than is the case with the silver or plated sjicons made 
to-day. 

As to the stems, they are usually shorter than their 
modern Bucoessors, and look disproportionately so, and 
are neither flat nor rotttid, because ])ewter-waro was 
finished by hammering, and though the stem might have 
lieen cast round enough, hnuimering s(|tiared it a little. 
The stems of spoons made to-day are flat; the section 
of a BOvcnteeiith-century pewter spoon will be square or 
rhoraboidal; there is something a little angular as well 
as solid about the stem of an old pewter spoon. 

Knopt. 

We have all seen old or modt*rn “ aposilo-spoons." of 
base metal or silver; theapostle” figure iii the knup 
of the spoon—the knob at the top of the stem. Rat¬ 
tailed silver spoons arc greatly hunted for; so are rat¬ 
tailed pewter spoons. .A ^ true rat tailed spoon has no 
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knop, its stem tails off to a blunt point; but spoons 
with a taperinc' ridge running under the stem are also 
nailed rat-tailed, so that a ** rat-tailed" spoon may have a 
flat knop, large, and rounded oblong in outline. 

The knops most often found on pewter spoons are 
the ball, the seal, the ooorn; there are also the rat-tail, 
the diamond-point, the lion, the melon, the hexagonal, 
the strawberry, and the deer-foot. The apostle" and 
the ** maiden-headed " or double-horn-headed ' knopa 
ai'o excessively rare; the two latter figure a woman s head 
and lieud-dresa, witli single or double raised eoif, in the 
fashion of the early fifteenth centiu-y. Sometimes the 
knop of a ladle will have a short, 8hai*p bend away from 
the plane of the stem. 

As a rule, pewter spoons* are clumsily large, wooden- 
spoon-like in dimensions. Do not expect to find them 
of coffee-spoon or even teaspoon size. And do not 
expect to And many in any size. A dozen is quite a 
collection.

See what I mean ? 

One might follov/ the prehistoric system of nomen¬ 
clature, and duh one's characters “ She of the Sus¬ 
piciously Golden Locks,” or “He of the Independent 
Eyes,” or “ He of the Unorthodox Mode of Speech.” 
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Or one might disguise names in the afcjle of the con- 
*^outor of Society Notes to the Backwanh ChronicU and 
Argufk. 

We could sprinkle our pages with Lord X, or, for 
that matter, Loi'd XX, if the individual was supposed 
to be a brewery peer. We could say the nastiest things 
about Mrs. Z-z or Miss J-q-y-x. Growing bolder, one 
could very easily call one's heroine '*Miss Pllqsb?!!” 
There is just the doubt, though, whether readers could 
be interested in a girl who boi*e a name like a typo¬ 
graphical sneeze. 

You see, authors arc really in quite a fix. It’s bad 
enough to write improbable siorioK, but to give your 
characters improbable names us well is risking too 
much. 

-But it seems to me that tlier<* is no alternative 
between using the kind of names 1 have been talking 
about and the ordinary man-in-the-sireet name. 

Suppose that 1 culled a fictional villain of mine John 
Smith (which heaven forbid! and, let me hasten to 
add, whicli 1 should never dream of doing, the name of 
Jolin Smith V)eing a synonym for all that is honourable 
and nduiirabh}). Well, there are, according to statistics, 
quite a number of John Smiths in the world. 1 repeat 
—Slip]lose 1 did call a villain “Jolm Smith” (wJiich, 
of course, would he the last thing 1 should think of 
calling him, John Smiths being invariably and without 
excerption ideal men in character and appearance). But, 
6 Uppose~«M/ip 0 tfP, murk you —1 did call a villain by that 
name . . . Well, just 

Personally, 1 would rather spend my money on 
myself. 

Use a. man’s name for a villain, and ho gets damages 
out of you. Use his name for a Jiero, and he never 
thinks of pi'escnting yon with a ten*ponnd note. Oh, 
dear no! 

To all young men who desire to make money without 
working for it I would say: ** Change your name by deed- 
]Hi11 to Bichard Brown or C'harles Jones. Then sit 
tiglit and aw'ait your opportiinitioa.” 

There is, of conrse, one way nut of the difficulty. 
Authors might cunihine to run a name-excliange. For 
instance, I myself won hi only he too glad to see uiy 
name figuring in fiction as that of a man of fearful 
reputation. 

1 should feel that, in a. way, 1 w.as reaping the 
reward for tpilte a number of things I slioiild have 
done long ago wei-e it not that a fear of the police was 
the only thing that deterred me. 

I should posilively thrill with jileasure at reading 
that “ F. Morton Howard, advancing stealthily, seizecl 
the fair damsel in his anus, and adroitly picked her 
pocket." You don't know how delighted 1 should be 
to read that ‘‘r. Morton Howard, after jumping on the 
feeble old man's chest, leered viciously at his victim, 
and slunk away into the night." 

Claim damages ? I'd feel moro like thanking the 
writer for exercising my criminal instincts for me 
without my risk. 

1 am quite x)i*cpared to have my name used as that of 
villain in any publication, merely stipulating that the 
name shall never be qualified by ** well-meaning ** or 
** good-inteniioned." 1 should certainly claim damages 
were this clause violated. 

Really, 1 fancy that this name-exchange notion is the 
only way out of tlie trouble at present. Possibly, though, 
legislation may come to the aid of writers one day. But 
that won’t be just yet, I fear. Are not most of the 
Members of Parliament lawyers?

There 
has been no pronounced feature in foreign stocks or foreign 
rails, tiouthern Alberta Lands liave hud a sharp ri^e from 
46 b. to C3s., and are still talked up. Kaffirs have been 
slightly inclined to dulness, bf^ar re-purchascs having 
ceased. Khodesians show a suiiiewhat bettor tendency 
under the lead of Lonelys. Kubbers have been quite 
neglected, but oils look more promising. 

Home Rails High Enough. 

The rise in Home Kails is getting a bit overdone. No 
doubt the tendency towards closu co-operation will result in 
■till furtlier ecottomies. but it is ubsuixl of people to pay 
£20 more for £100 worth of stock than they would have done 
ft year ago, because they think they are going to get 1 per 
cunt, more annual dividend for a few years. Ciranted that 
several of the companies will pay 1 per cent, more during 
the next throe or four years, and perJiaps ^ per cent, more 
for another few years, can anyone btdievo tliat, when 
the next period of industrial depression occurs—and it will 
occui*^—dividends will continue to increase? in any case, 
tlie purdiaser now pays £20 cash down for the prospect of 
getting JSi per annum more income for four or five years, 
and ho is in the position uf the man who buys Debontures, 
because, forsooth, the vendors guarantee (out of las money) 
the payment of interest for five years. 

The railway companies are going to have labour 
troubles anyway, and if their dividends rise much they will 
■oon be overhauled by the insistent demands of the (iuO.tXK) 
odd railway workors, who are seething with discontent. 


Steamship Company Shares. 

There is some perturbation about the renewal of the 
North Atlantic Steamship Conference. At the present time 
only a provisional arrangcinoni up to the end of July is in 
force, and the clinirmen of ono or two of the big companies 
in this country and (Joriiiany have been hinting at the 
likelihood of another shipping war, Speaking generally, 
shares in shiiipingcompunios would not appear to be a very 
profitable form of investment. At first sight ono would 
think that ships possess a groat advantage over factories 
and other fixed industrial concerns in that they areiuobilo, 
and, if profits cannot he earned in one part of the world, 
can bo diverted to another ; in practice, however, this does 
not appear to be the case, and it. is not an easy matter for a 
liner to become a successful tramp steamer at short iiotice, 
and the opening up of new scrvicc.H is also a risky affair. 
If there is going to be a rate war ilieie in no doubt about 
the Hamburg-Amerika Company being well cquipjicd, for 
it has of late years been placing large sums to a special 
competition fund tor this very purpose. 

Shipping Companies’ Yields. 

The proportion of shipping companies which have not 
paid a dividend on their Ordinary shares (and, in kouio 
cases, the Trcferred) for some years is very largo indeed, 
and among these uro such well-known companies as the 
Cunard, the ilouldor, and the Loyland lines. Nor, in the 
case of such companios as do pay dividends, is the yield in 
any way commensurate with the fluctuating nat.ure of the 
shipping industry, as is shown in the following table, the 
yields being based on the last dividend:

The Railway Year. 

In anticipation of the annual Board of Trade Kepori and 
Analysis, the Jnve^tors* Heview has been endeavouring to 
got at the actual position uf English railways as shown by 
the accounts for the whole of IfiJO, for which puiqiose it has 
studied the accounts of eighteen of the principal railway 
GOm|MiUicB.

During liia time in the streets of a Sunday night 
you could hear tlie ’busmen, touting for passengers, 
shout ‘ Spurg(‘oii’s ” as one of the points of their 
destination. To hear the good man preach was a 
great pleasure. He never lost himself in morasses 
of theological proiundity- he was always simple, 
direct, and Lunuiii. And the, longer we. live the 
more we, recognise that the. really human man Ls th<i 
most powerful man. Spurgeon liad not the 
rlicloiical grace of Morley ruiishon or the cultured 
soltness of Gervasc Srnitli—a very fine specimen of 
Wohleyan divine, .lohii Bright, admitt(‘d orator 
though he was, struck many hearers with a feeling 
of disappointment. John B. Gongli and Dc Witt 
Tulmagc were of tin* rolnistioiis ” order. Tlio 
Gongregatioiial connection ha.s many able, preachers, 
though none of them strikes the iniaginalion as 
Spurgeon did. General Jlooth. probjibly the most 
marvcilou.s figure of the nineteenth century, con¬ 
sidered from the social-religious standfioint, has 
much of the old-fashioned Wcsl(»van method. Mrs. 
Booth was a most charming preacher. Another lady 
of miudi force and sweetni'ss was the late Miss 
Geraldine Hooper, whose addresses were wonderfully 
sought after in the country.

The effects of great pulpit work cannot be ovor- 
cMimated. Spurgeon -was easen- 
tially dramatic, us great prcachc^rs 
Pretebert* must be. It is the effective presen¬ 
tation of contrast and illustration 
which makes a preacher. 1 do not suppose lie 
ever went inside a playhouse in his life, but when 
Lydia Thoinpson wrote asking him if he minded 
being raoiitioncd in her Blue Beard burlesque, he 
returned her the sweetest answer possible. When¬ 
ever 1 pass his old honie I tliiiik of his bright, broad, 
honest, almost bucolic face, his simple wonls, his 
unfailing optimism, and my mind reverts to an even¬ 
ing when he discoursed ou the beauty of self sacrifice. 
It was marvellous to watch a congregation of 
thousands gileiitly hanging on the words of a man, 
w hilc he told what a charwoman had done for another 
charwoman in the hour of trouble. He made 
religion an article of everyday wear and not a Sunday 
Jiabit. “ Faith—and works ” is a splendid creed, 
whatever denomination you belong to. If ever you 
arc tempted to doubt whether happiness is an 
nt^inable quality in this life, just give a gutter 
child a halfpenny, and note the effect.

He w'anted to convey tliat in his constitu¬ 
ency they were numerous and that many of them had 
large families to support; but the phraseology into 
which he stumbled Ava.s not well chosen, for he assured 
the 'House: “111 iiiy cousHtuency tlie widoAvs .are 
prolific.” And thereafter no one dared to rise to 
support the claim for special consideration for the 
widows.

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VALUE OF PICTURE . THEATRES. 

Bjr PROFESSOR STARR. 


T he picture theati'e, wliicli was last week denounced 
in London Opinion by Mr. Charles McEvoy^ 
the dramatist, so far as the “ Fiction ’* picture is 
tmcemed, has an enthusiastic supporter in Professor 
6taiT, of Chicago University. He says: 

I have seen Niagara thunder ovei* her gorge in the 
noblest fi*enzy ever beheld by man—I have watchetl a 
Queensland river under the white light of jm Australian 
moon go whirling and swirling through strange islands 
lurking will) )>nndicoot and kangaroo—I liuAe watched 
an English I'ailroad train draw into a. station, taking on 
its piisHengors, and then chug away "with its stubby 
little engine through the YorkBhii*o della, past old Nor¬ 
man abbeys silhouetted against the skyline, while a 
cluster of centnry-iiged cottages loomed up in the valley' 
below, through which a yokei drove his Hocks of sheep. 

Then I have been to the Orient and gazed at the 
water-sellers and iK-ggars and dervisbes—J have beheld 
fat old Hajahs with the price of a thousand lives be¬ 
jewelled in their monster turbans, and tlui price 
of^ a thousand deaths sowed in their royal night 
shirts as they indoleidly swayed in golden liowdaiis, 
borne upon the baerks of grunting lilephants—1 
•aw n runaway horse play battledore and siiuttle- 
cock ivitli the citizens and traffic of a little 
Spanish village, whose streets had not known so inncli 
eomniotion since the sailing oC (kdumbns - 1 know liow 
the Cbinaman lives and 1 have been through the homes 
of the Japanese—I Lave marvelled at llie <lari]ig of 
Alpine tobogganists and admired the wonderful skill of 
Norwegian ski jumpers—1 have seen armies upon tJi*^ 
battlefield and their return in trinmpli—1 have looked 
upon weird dances and outlandish frolics in every 
quarter of the globe, and I didn't have to leave my 
place of residence for a moinonl. 

No l)Ooks have taught me all those wonderful things 
■^no lectiirar has pictured them—I simply dropped into 
a moving picture theatre at various momcnls of leisure, 
iind at the total cost for all tlie visits oL' perhaps two 
performunces (»f a foolish musical show. 1 have 
leaimed more than traveller could see at the cost of 
thousands, and years of journey. 

Neither you nor I fully real iso what the moving 
picture has meant to us, and what it is going to mean. 
As children we used to dream of a journey on a 
Biagiciairs carpet to the legendary lands, but we can rub 


our own eyes now and witness mora tremendous mii'aclee * 
than Aladdin could have by rubbing bis magic lamp. 

But we are so matter-of-fact that w'a never think of 
it that way. We are living at a mile-a-second gait in 
the swiftest epoch of the world’s progress—in the ago of 
incradibilities come true. We fly through the air-rchut 
wit h our friends in Paris by squirting a little spark from 
a pole on one slioi'e of the Atlantic to another pole on 
the other side, and so we take as a mutter of course that 
which oiir great-grandfathers would have declared a 
mlrncle. 

The moving picture is making for ns volumes of 
history and action—it is not only the greatest iiii])iilBe 
ol entertiiinment, but the mightiest force of iDstriiction. 
We do not analyse the fact that when we read of a rail¬ 
way wreck we at once see a train before us, or when wo* 
learn of a battle that iin altogether different panorama 
is visualised than our former erroneous impression f»f 
a hand-to hand conflict. We are familiar with the 
geogmphy of the world—we are well iicquainted with 
Imw the Frenchman dresses, in what sort of a home he 
lives, ,nnd from what sort of a shop he buys bis meat 
and greens. 

We take ko much for granted—we ai^e so thoroughly 
spoiled by our nuiltiple luxuricK—that we do not iMstow 
more than a passing thought upon our advantages, 
because the moving picluie inachiiie is un advantage - 
a tremendous, vital force of culture as well as amuse¬ 
ment. An economy, m^t only of money but of expei i- 
enccH—it brings tlie wcuid to us—it dedivers the universe 
to our theatre seat. The moving picture is imt a make¬ 
shift for the playhouse—its dignity is greater - its 
importniico far beyond the puny function of coinedv 
and tragedy. It is a chiaii cntfu-tiiinmeiit, lecture aiij 
amusement all rolled in one—in its liighcKt effort it 
stands above literature—in its less ambitious ]>haKe it 
ranks above the tawdry Rliowhousn. It teaches nothin'** 
harmful, niid it usually teaches mnc.b that is hel])l‘nl. ° 

'The moving picture is not a makeshift, but tbe highest 
typo cntorlainment in the history of the world. 11 is 
attracting millioiiB of the luasses to an uplifting iu«li- 
tuiion, drawing them to an improving as well as :iii 
aunising feature of the city life. Its value cannot be 
measured now', but anothei generation will benefit moro 
largely through its influence than wo of to-day can 
possibly lealise. ^

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Nliws OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

“Antichit a” By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


Th Marco a cerhiiu oolleotoi*—Jones, let ns call him— 
tetnnjied from Borne ivith quite o. cargo of antkhita. 
He liolds the belief that collecting cannot be carried on 
In England any longer. ''Everything's been snapped 
up here," he says. '* Italy for me! Italy's slill full of 
loose antichita,^' 

So it is, indeed. Verona, Venice, Siena, Romo—-all 
swarm with shops which bear the word "Antichita" 
for ensign. Some of tliein are portions of old niunas- 
teriea or x>alaces, and the iitiuient biiildiiigs around them 
seem to make the antichila appear more aiiti<)ue. 
Pleasant hours, and u. lot of money, may be spent in 
such old places, and no doubt the art of collecting 
adds another joy to the art of European travel. But 
nowhere more than in Italian curio shops ought you to 
be on your guard. 

The Statuetle. 

I have truunlaicd aloud to Jones some portions of a 
book 1)}' M. Paul Keboux, to serve him as a calmative. 
Heie is an episode : 

" lioronzo drew out of his bundle a statuette. ] t was 
terra-cotta, it was a Sileiius, that seemed to stagger 
upon his pedestal—-one of those smooth, high pedestals 
which characterise the class of pottery from Asia Minor 
to which this wns to bo said to belong. Silenus held 
hack his bald lii^ad. crowned by a wreath that seemed 
about to drop olT; lie laughed, his eyes were made little 
by his puffed cli(*cki-:, his nose was flat, his tongue was 
visible inside his inoulli. The dealer exaiiiiuod the 
figure minutely. Yes, the terrii-ciotta displayed tlie 
swarthy tint of old Mycena figures; you could see 
traces of white on the boily-" 

J bi*eak off here to remind you that you may see the 


same careful traces of white upon the false Tanagra 
figures and the false small Egyptian figui'es which wait 
for buyers in certain London shops to-day. 

'* Yes, you could also see signs of old gilding up^n 
the cup in Silenns’s band, and on the hefn of. bis tunic. 
Nothing was missing—not even the potting-kiln hole, 
or the sand-marks ^at seemed to witness to a thousaad 
years of desert burial. The imitation was perfect. 
* Good—very good,' the dealer said to Lorenzo, and 
paid him twenty-four shillings for the copy. A few 
days later the dealer sold it for sixteen pounds.*' 

The Dealer's Little Ways. 

Himself he knew how to crackle new ivories by 
boiling them like eggs; how to cook new pictures in 
the oven; how to smoke new prints; how to green new 
bronzes with nitrate of potassium. It was so amusing 
to see the things age in a minute! He would bring a 
new earthenware dish out of the oven, burning hot, and 
plunge it into iced oil; result, contraction, chill— 
chilblains, so to speak and the enamel all cracked into 
tbe wrinkles of age. And then he would rub the 
surface upon a dirty paving-stone, till signs of wear and 
tear appeared that might outwit anybody. 

As for x>iettire.s, it was easy to find an old canvas or 
old xiaiiel for a Lorenzo; it was when the artist's work 
was over that the real science and art began. First of 
all, a wash of varnish that had been coloured with sepia, 
next, on the moro raised portions, nihbliigs with liquorice 
juice, to attract the flies. He could even imitate fly- 
marks with Indian ink. A few drops of salty water left 
on tbe canvas would produce mouldiuess and ihildew. 
A niiedle deftly used would cover the picture with a 
network of cracks. 
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He lLne#-]iow to tranefer tba marlcs of plain old 
■ilyer to new poblete more impoBing to view. And in 
quite a few minutOB, by the use of nitric acid, powdei*ed 
■anditone, a file, blows with a hammer, and whacks with 
a stick, he would transform a new wooden chair into an 
old one, upon which a great-grandfather of the purchaser 
might have sat, you would think. 

The Lace. 

He had many genuine anlichila in his shop, of course 
—-among them some bits of old lacc. Youoti:m, with 
■fidient ornaments that seamed to have been sculptured, 
not needle-worked, out of the thick niiiteriul of wiiich it 
was composed; Milan lace, that lost itself in arabesques 
and capricious efflorescence, madrepore like, upon fine 
net. And, indeed, one can discover many choice and 
delightful arUichita in Italian curio shops; but yon need 
a special knowledge which English experience can 
hardly giv’e. 

• 1 think, pace Jones, that the safer plan for a collector 
is to make indigenous things his “line." as a rule. 
Because 11101*0 are more of tliem avaihihle. Because, 
also, there are more of them in the nniKeuniK to study. 
And because the hand of forgery is not yet carried here 
up to the Ttaliiiii pitch. But, how I Kympulhise with u 
collector Avhu longs for Delia R<d»hisis, Milanese 
marriage-chests, wooden saints belonging to the 
fifteenth century, and bronzes that Cellini 111U3' have 
made!*

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THE MORMONS. 

[Every paper one picks up uowadaye attacks llie Moimous. We always like to help tlio undor-doj;, uud therefore 
publish the tollowiiig article by oue who has stayed iu their midst, Leonard IJe.islowu.J 


If you throw mud some, always sticks. Because up to a 
decade ago the Mormon Church officially taught a 
Burvival o£ the marriage customs of the Old Testament, 
and for no other itsason, this exemplary faith is being 
routed and denounced in a fashion that savours of the 
persecutions in Borne or the methods of the Inquisition. 
** Polygamists! Polygamists!! that is the one cry, and 
though the representatives of the Latter-Day oaints 
give every assmunoe that there is no polygamy practised 
now by the church, yet the cry having been raised, even 
the most incompetent to judge—» the majority— 
shout and yell at a harmless band of i^ligious enthnsiasls 
as if they were murderous fanatics. 

How many people in England have been to Salt Lake 
and conversed with the leaders of Mormonism P I have 
visited Joseph Smith, and have stayed in Salt Lake City 
with Mormon people. 1 have listened to their sermons 
and studied tbeir ideals, and a sincerer, gentler, or 
better organised community 1 have never found in any 
part of the world. 

To begin with, what have they achieved? Driven 
from town to town in the Eastern States, they emigroted 
some fifty years ago by foot to the uninhabited country 
of the Par West. They found the land a desert waste, 
and under the fatherly leadership of Brigham Young, 
who succeeded the maHyrcd founder of the faith, 
delved and laboured, irrigated and planted, turning 
tlieir chosen land into a countiy flowing with the milk 
of industry and the honey of prosperity. So admirably 
did Brigham Young command, that for many years 
there was no liquor shop, gambling den, or house of ill- 


fame in their domains, and the local prison remained 
an empty eyesore. People may denounce church gov¬ 
ernance as curbing the liberty of a people, but when 
(‘Uoh management makes for a prosperous, couteiit<*d, 
law-abiding community, cun it be lightly condemned P 

Barren was the unknown country when tho Mormons 
settled in it, prosporous did it become under Mormon 
laws. Then came the Gentiles in their midst, the }>eo|iIe 
who wished to benefit by the prospei'ity that had been 
already created, and who, nevertheless, wanted to inter¬ 
fere with the peaceful government eatablished. 

It was then that the dram sliop, the gambling 
counter, and the house with drawn blinds came amongst 
them. It was then that the niagistrates found wc,>rk, 
and the prisons Ijecamo populated, but to this day it is 
a rare thing for a Mormon to be brought before the 
bench, and there is veiy rankly a Mormon in the Salt 
Lake Prison. 

Tlie State of Utnli is one of flic most prosperous and 
beautiful iu the Union. Though other religionists are 
now 4 to 1 in population above the Mormons, yet it was 
Brigham Young^s settlera who wero responsible for the 
foundation of prosporlty. 

With a prosperous country and an abundance of men 
it is perfectly natural that the missioners, while seeking 
for emigrants, should offer special indneoments to 
women. 1 met large numbers of Mormon women, some 
of them polygamous wives, but never once did 1 find 
unhappiness or poverty. 

It 18 only natural that marriages entered into pre¬ 
viously to the passing of the manifesto in must 
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remain: no one could abIc oUierwise. Will nny of the 
«*1.000 women, whom it \n claimed have been recently eent 
to Salt Lake, testify to being married polygamously ? 

That is the question, and unless that can be answered 
in the affirmative, there is not the slightest ground for 
this uproar. 1 can quite understand the proselytes of 
rival oreeds growling over the competition. But there 
has been, and always will be, a certain amount of 
friction between every sect. Have they not denounced 
the Plymouth Brethren, the Cbristiiin {Scientists, the 
b^pirttualists, etc. P It is but the result of competition. 

Morality is largely a matter of geograpliy. The 
usages of Turkey would not pertain m India, nor the 
fimtoma of the Zulus find favour in England; yet 
ciich country has its manners and methods defined. 

At all events, let me sny that when polygamy wa«! 
])i'uciiHcd it was hedged round with most strict law's and 
c’lmditions. No man could take asecond wife whose record 
w'idli his first had not been a good one, and in that cooi- 
niunity, whci'c the fatbers of the church ruled, a man's 
life was more of an oj)en book than in a country like our.s. 
Moreover, a man could not take a second wife unless he 
(‘onld well afford to run two establishments and provide 
for two families, for under no circumstances were they 
allowed to have two wives iu one house. Was not this 
a good deal bettor than the surreptitious affairs some¬ 
times car^'ied on in honourable and horrilied England P 

In the old days in Salt Lake there were never any 
cast-off women or illegitimate children, no abandoned 
souls to be despised by their more fortunate sisters. 

There was no need for the problem play, for there 
was no problem to be solved. All lived iu harmony and 
good faith. 

And, fiiuLlly, there are many tenets besides polygamy 
which make Mormonism different from other creeds. 
So much has the sensational banner been waved that 
tho tciiets of immersion, tithes, the Mormon Millennium, 
marriage for eternity instead of “ till death us do part,*' 
nnd many others, have l)een quite forgotten by the few 
in(|iiiivrs who troubled to ascertain them, aud never 
iuiagiiH'd by the vast majority of persecutors of this 
banijless and benign religion, who hoot and yell them- 
sel ves into losing their sense of proportion.

Shabby OTcreoatt. 

It is at this time of the year that ono*B overcoats sliosr 
signs of sbabbinesB. In all probability they have been 
worn for the past two months without receiving any 
attention from the tailor who made them; they have never 
been ** pressed np ” after they have been out in the rain, 
and tho consequence is that they hang just anyhow. But 
it is quite likely that many overcoats are not really half so 
shabby las their owners think them; the cloth is probably not 
worn out; thci only fault with the overcoat is that it is out 
of shape, and that can soon be I’oiiiodied. Tliis is where the 
mail wIk' buys good clothes scores over the man who thinks 
he Is being cconomic’iil ivith low-prieod rubbish. A good 
overcoat can iiave its life renewed again and again by being 

done ii]i *' by a tailor, and it will leinain a good coat and 
have all the ujipearancc of a good e,oat right l(» the end. 

Unruly Lapels. 

Tho point 1 wish to make is that it pays to give some 
little attoiilion to tho condition of clothes, and especially 
overcoats, whieli fir<» worn for about seven uiotiths in the 
your. lapels of the ovonroat are usually troublesome. 

After the coat has been in a shower Iho points of tlie 
lapels are apt U* stick out. Sometimes this elToct is 
proiluccd liy careless hanging up. 'J'he coat hangs “ all in 
a heap ” and so the lapels get creased and out of shape. 
When the lapels of au overcoat are wu-ong tho whole coat 
looks sliahby, and yet it is u very simple matter to put 
right. But both hands on the lapels of the ov(u*coat you 
are wearing, with the thumb under tho liipels and tho 
lingers over them, and then gradually work them up back 
into their original condition. They should not lie perfectly 
flat against the coat—hard, flat lapels are tlie hall-mark 
of the “ cheap ” tailor. If iho pock«‘ts of the overcoat are 
emptied every time tho coat is hung up they will not soon 
get out of shape. The man who knows dues not use Ids 
overcoat pockets for weightjr or bulky articles, but the 
average man is a gi’cat sinner in this respect. 


Packing a Coat. 

My readers will now understand why, when packing a 
coat in a box or bag, it is advisable to begin tho job by

turning up the collar, the lapels being thus spread out 
do not get creased.

Tho sleeves should then bo smoothed out and 
tho two sides of the coat folded over them. Thou the two / 
sides should bo brought together—so that tile coat is foldetl 
in half down tho centre—and the job is done. In the case 
of a morning-coat or dress-coat the tails should be folded 
)iack, so that they cover tlie tmds of tho sloeves, before tho 
two sides of tho coat arc folded. If necessary, tho coat can 
be folded in half, from collarlo l-ail, without damaging it. 

A well-cut, hand-made coal- is n(»t sjioilt, even tiunpornrily, 
by being squashed into a bag. clivo it a shake mid hang 
ir-up for ail hour or BO and it will ho ifai'lf again. A k»/-

Imperial Chinese Government Kail way Loan is b^ing 
offerad for subscription in Jiipan during the week ending 
6th May. The Loan is secured by a first charge upon the 
revenue of the Chinese Governinenl under the item Tribute 
Grain Conversion Tax of the rrovinee of Kiimg su. M’he 
bonds are irredeoinable for the next ten years, after which 
they will be redeemed at par williin the following fifteen 
years by annual drawings. Tho issue price is 07i, and 
money being at present very plentiful in Japan, the Loan 
will no doubt be over subscribed. A certain number of 
applications are being tent forward from this country, and, 
although, being wholly a .lapanoso Issue, there will be no 
official quotation here, tkero will probably bo quite a con¬ 
siderable biiBint'8.s in this Jjoan in London, in the same way 
ns there already is in the Japanese Govornnient internal 
Loans, for the yield of JI6 2s. 8d. afforded by this loan, not 
allowing for the profit on redomptiou, is much greater 
than that of the existing C-hinoso Loans quoted in 
Loudon. 


Better Bond Outlook. 

It might perhaps be well to point out that the 
somewhat bearish views expressed in the preceding 
paragraph refer to stocks and not to bonds, 
which are moro likely to riso than to fall, for, 
strange as it may appear to the uninitiated, prices of 
common stock and bonds move in contrary directions, both 
at the commenoement and towards the end of a period of 
commercial depression. The present time is therefore pro¬ 
bably propitious for an exchange out of American stocks 
into high-duBB bonds, such as, for example, the 6 per cent, 
bonds of the Philadelphia Company, the big Tramway and 
Lighting ooncom, whioh are covered about four times as to 
capital and six times as to interest, and which, at the 
present priou of about 09 ex-dividend, yield £5 Is. Od. per 
cent. 

Gloomy Prophecies. 

Iluman nature, is so constituted that it is much more 
popular to prophesy a boom than a slump, and we regret 
from time totimo to have to eiuphasiae the likelihood of a 
fall in prices. It is, however, the duty of conscientious 
fluancial advisors to draw attention to fundamental condi¬ 
tions as opposed to mere market gossip, and thus far it 
must be admitted that the course of the Rubber and Home 
Kail markets has fully justified the opinions expressed in 
this column. Brokers and others are much more prone to 
advise purchases than sales; if they were more frequently 
to advise when to aei/, as well as when to buy, it would 
probably be better for the investing public. 

Gsmage*s. 

From tho particulars given in the last report no one can 
allege that this popular firm of providers of athletic

Omnibus Competitors. 

The statement that a new London Motor-*Bus Company, 
with a capital of a million or more, is on the carpet, has 
been sufficient to depress London General Oiimihiia stock, 
which has fallen something liko 26 points from the high- 
water mark of 130 a few weeks ago. Whotlior tho rumour 
as to a new company is correct or not, we know that one or 
two smaller concerns are constructing new omnibuses shortly 
to be put on Ibe London streets, and General Omnibus 
■took is jiTobably quite high enough at the present level. 
A company of this description can novor be safe unless it 
has a concession, in the same way as a tramway company. 

The Public Trostee. 

The report of the Public Trustee for the fifteen months 
ended March last reads more like that of a progiessive 
commercial concern than a Government Department. U’lie 
cases dealt with during that period have been 1,0.13 as 
compared with 605 during 190U. The fact is, tho Dep.irt- 
ment baa been well advertised, and is therefore ali'^dy 
paying its way. Mr. Stewart, as is widl known, is a 
believer in spreading investments over different countries, 
and the figures published in the report show that the 
Department is following this policy. Tho average estate 
administered by tho Public Trustee is about JC8,(X)U.

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LONDON'S TIME PROBLEM. 

By JOCELYN BRANDON. L.C.C. 


y^E are all more or less Blaves of Ibo clock, from King 
to artisan; and yet we do not minimise some 
of tbe tyrannies this master indicts upon us, as 
we could by insisting that all clocks should agree about 
the time they tell. 

F 04 ten j^cars now T Lave been agitating for tbe 
institution of public clocks, to bo synchronised hourly 
from (iiveiiwich. 

Consider the cost of indicating time in a great city 
like Loudon. For its six million ])eople there are in 
daily use, proliahly, fire niillions of watches and clocks, 
which have certainly c<»st as many ponnris, and involve 
an annual expenditure of i;:!r»0,0(>0 iu niaintciianf'e. 

We j)iiiiiblj children if they arrive laio at school; we 
fine employees if they come late to work; and yet 
we employ a iiieclianical arbitriitor which often arbitrates 
unjustly. We miss trains and Buffer untold incru- 
venicuces. 

TIioyC who reside near factories have, doubtless, 
often been annoyed by tlie steam sirens wbicli indicate 
time to the runployees. From observations iiiacle for 
the purpose, 1 am able to say that our London i'actone.s. 
and also our Ijondoii clocks, often differ by as much 
as seven minutes; and this has led to the necessity 
of allowing a margin of five minutes to the oj)er:itivcs. 
Assuredly those minutes aie deducted from the factory 
working day, and are all paid for by somebody! And 
the cumnhiuvc value of those minutes lost is enormous. 

It is of little use that my watch keeps (licenwicli 
time exactly, if the tiiiiepincch of those with whom 1 do 
busiiKiSs aro not equally exact. They will waste my 
time or I theirs. 

The diiliculty should he met by indlcaliug Greenwich 


time uniformly upon a number (jf jmblic clocks, so 
disposed as to be available to everybody as autboritaiive 
standards for the purpose of correcting their own time¬ 
pieces. 

The majority of publicly exhibited clocks have been 
provided by private enterprise, to attract public atten¬ 
tion to their owners’ premises rather than exhibit time. 

The n'inedy is available just so soon as Municipal 
Corporations, and other owners of publicly exhibited 
clocks, like to take advantage of it. The remedy ia 
synclirouisatiou! 

A clock is said to be synebronised wben it is 
mecbanically corrected every hour of tli(i day, and night, 
and so kept identically uniform w'ith the solitary clock 
from which our standard time emanates. This is automati¬ 
cally effected by iionrly electric time signals from 
G n *011 wi cb Obsei*vat ory . 

The only rtnl ol)jecli()never raised to synchronising is 
that of cost, but we arc not now getting full value for 
our vast outlay, ,and it is w'ortli while to spendu further 
£‘l or £2 per clock to provide a sufficiency of standards 
by which to correct the millions of watches and chteka in 
iLse. 1 advocate a municipal conferemie of all tlie 
Borough Councils under the aiLspicies of the L.C C to 
first agree upon a definite pri>ject, so that the supervision 
of church clocks should be nmh*rtakeii by the respective 
boroui:hs in which they are situated, while town-liaJl, 
market and public cdocks of :t simiiar character, should 
also be maintained, and bviichroniscd, at the public 
expense. Traders exhibiting public clocks should be 
required bylaw to keep them right, or I'Ciuove them; 
Then at last our public chicks everyw’here would toll ut 
** the right time.”

He must ke(‘j> grim watch and ward against 
gaiety. Il(^ must, at all hazards, prevent cheerful¬ 
ness from breaking in. Othi^r men welcome tlie jest 
that spurs the smile, the jape that goads the guffaw.

One smdc would make him 
bankrupt. Like ’the lady in Tennyson’s poem, he 
must weep or he will die.

Was distressing to the Unionists; but still more signi¬ 
ficant of cross-curi'onts was the taciturnity of the more 
ardent Tariff Reformers, who did not appear to regard 
the Bouse of Jjords issue os one on whicdi they wci'e 
likely to gain popularity in the constituencies, and who 
preferi-ed to “ sulk in their tents” until more promising 
opportunities would present thomBelveB. 

The Future of Statesmen. 

Not the least welcome result of the slinnbering of 
Buoli a highly controversial issue is that it has brought ub 
face to face with one of Uiobb grhat and momentous 
efforts to solve a social problem—efforts in which, to a 
large extent, the voice of party strife is stilled. The 
unemployment and invalidity scheme is a colossal under¬ 
taking, and it has brought Mr. Lloyd George once more 
into the limelight. The pusBioiis of the House of 
Oommons are e])hnmera1. A few years ago, the 
Chancellor was tlio hHt wire of the Unionist Party, but 
when he returned the other night after his long illness, 
the heartiest cheer which greeted him arose from the 
Conservative Benches. Sir Henry Cauipbell-Banneririan 
passed through similar vicissitudes, ns did Mr. Balfour. 
The victim of the moment is Mr. Winston Churchill, 
who is hated by the Tories with all-consuming hatred. 
Tliey call him a renegade, and vow that they will never, 
never forgive him; but “never*' generally means in 
English politics about two years, aud have wo not had 
historic precedents to guide us on that point ? Disraeli 
and Gladstone were renegades, for Disraedi bcgatilifens 
a Radical and Gladstone as a Tory; liiit Gladstone bo- 
oaine the greatest leader the Radicals ever hud, and 
Disraeli won similar recognition from the party of his 
adoption. Who, then, dare forecast what the future 
may have in store for on intellectual phenomenon like 
Churchill P

I cannot remember a time when there was not in the 
House of Couiiuons a strenuous advocate of short 
speeches.

2 jid why F—merely because those who inspire the attacks 
find that the competition of a cheap, clean, and instruc¬ 
tive form of amusement is resulting in the depletion of 
their own coffers. 

In a recent issue of London Opinion Mr. Charles 
McEvoy, who is 1 believe a playwright, had some hard 
things to say about the '* debasing picture theatre,” but 
1 fail to find on analysing his arguments that his facts 
justify his conclusions.

Bucb ** fact ” pictures as I have mentioned are ahowiit 
queues, the envy of the legitimate theatre manager, 
line up outside the elective theatre, and wait hours for 
admission. ^ - 

The Picture Theatre is a national asset, and I will tell 
you why. Because it opens our eyes to the vastpeaa 
and the wonderment of the world, and takes us through 
Boeuery which, however graphically described hr 
writers, can never thus be grasped in its full mngniu- 
cence by even the most imaginative mind. Because it 
shows IIS workmen working at their crafts, and unfolds 
before our astonisbed and unaccustomed eyes the various 
processes of manufacture of almost everything under 
the sun. Because it shows us women and girls of every 
age and of every possible temperament, disposition, and 
degree of goodness, or the reverse, undergoing every 
kind of temptation and trial to which the lives of all 
women are subject, and the eventual outcome is sure to 
point its own moral and adorn its own tale. 

It is an educational asset by appealing to the class 
that most frequents it, the working class, who live in 
varyiug degrees of comfort and who cun by its means 
leave their cuics behind them whilst they oh joy the 
emotions that the pictures supply. 

In the picture play of to-day is to bo seen the essence 
of the modem dram a—concise, snappy, realistic, ]>» eked 
with significant action. The modem stage with iia 
intricate development has met the demiinds of real life 
in that it is able to present artificially, and yet in such 
a manner as will create an illusion of reality, the better 
part of the happenings of the modern world. In our 
day wc play up the action, and miniuiise the talk. 

it has remained for the motion picture to reduce the 
drama to its essence, which is action. Minus dialogue,' 
the picture play has no other material than action, and 
in m,any pictures it has carried this to a point of great 
effectiveness and refinement. Given a particular set of 
characters, under certain circumstances which are 
stated at the outset, the pictui'e play shows us in the 
course of fifteen minutes the uiost iutrh’ate workings of 
an impelling force and its results. 

One cannot fail, as one sits in a picture theati'e— 
provided, of course, that one's mind is open to conviction 
—to realise whiit a power for good the silent theatrea 
are in the land, ond what a grip they have taken upon 
the mind and imagination of their devotees. The halls 
thcimselvesarc warm and comfortable, a cheap and happy 
rc^'eat from cold streets and cheerless homes, in which 
even the most squalid may forget for a time tlie 
miseries of the daily life and enjoy the delights provided. 

And “ its influence upon the character of the people *’ 
is the strongest testimony in the picture palace's favour. 
'What do the police authorities, those in a position to 
judge, say upon the point P Only this week the Chief 
Constable of Brighton, reporting to bis Council, said : 
** Before the opening of picture shows on Sundaya, 
complaints of disorderly conduct in the streets were 
numerous, but since such performances were permitted 
the appearance of young people at the police stations 
has been a novelty, and a marked improvement in the 
order of the town has been noticed.” And he even 
begged that these “ debasing picture ahows ” should 
be allowed to open on Sundays. 

Many others have spoken in equally strong terms of 
the benefit these shows are to the community, and it ia 
notorious that statistics clearly demonstrate that they 
are a potent factor in diminishing drankennesa; hence 
the outciY that la raised against them by the publican. 
Uhey enter into competition with the legitimate 
theatre; hence the opposition of the dramatist and the 
critic; and they have proved, too, that whilst the 
Church cannot attract the masses the picture theatre 
can; heuce the pious horror of the clergy at this publio 
demonstration of their weakness. 

The picture theatre will survive even the deckmations 
of all these forces combined, by reason of its being 
“ essontlallv a cheap entertainment,” neither coarse nor 
unrefined* but just something wl^oh even the poortr 
e la ase s ars in a position to patronise and to enjoy.

NEWS OF THE 

The Shipload of Pictures. 

^ Boue day some collector with a turn for writing may 
give ns a histoi^y^ of collecting, and meantime it is 
umost a duty to jot down raoitioranda on the subject, 
for historians build with bricks and mortar procured by 
others, as a rule. 

1 have printed some material of the kind concerning 
English porcelain and earthenware, in “ The Wander 
Tears * and *• The A.B.C. about Collectiog **; but who 
Will seai'ch out the history of picture collecting, in such 
e way^ as has been thoroughly doue concerning the 
TOlleoiitig of old books P It should be a delightful piece 
of work for a collector with leisure; for, to speak 
frankly, the mere getting a collection together, irre¬ 
spective of research and the accumulation of lore, can¬ 
not commend itself to the intelligence. A magpie is a 
kind of a collector of things that glisten, and a dog is a 
hoarder of bones. If we do not note, read, and cogitate 
about our treaauros we miss the intellectual part of our 
hobby. 

To Picture Collectors. 

The eager pioker-up of old pictures, for instance— 
does he know when the canvases he seeks for came to 
England, and why ? The Times of September Ist, 184 (), 
^ntained the news that ‘*a vessel has arrived in 
London from Leghorn with u cargo of paintings by 
uuoieut masters.*' In the year 1845 the Customs 
return showed that the number of pictures imported 
into the United Kingdom was 14,001. Count was kept 
those days, becanso of the dues—a shilling a picture, 
plus one shilling per sejuare foot up to £10. At that 
rate, a million old piofures must have been breught on 
here during the nineteenth ccuturv alone; where are 
they nil to-day ? ' 

And it begun long before then. We travel and 
admire the galleries on the Continent, but they all 
either are or were the property of kings and Popes; 
our Kutionul Gulleiy did not begin like that. When,

early in the sixteenth oenturyt piotnrea ceased to hi 
ohnrch ornaments only, and Mcame articles of com¬ 
merce, how many colleotors and galleries for them were 
there abroad P Except those belonging to kings, 
tropes, and sovereign prinoes each as the Modioi and 
the Gtonaagae, praotioafly nonet 

The Start, aad the pMhlea. 

In point of fact, the earliest non*royal great colleotor 
was an Englishman, Lord Arundel (1586-1646), of 
whom the Arundel Society prints commemorate the 
name. The ennrent Duke <n Buckingham emulated 
him, and Lely got together “ many Titians and twenty- 
six Van Dyeks,” together with drawings, of divers 
finishings, which bad been the heart of great desigas.” 
Pine private collections of such drawings—the materia 
of pictures—are being made to-duy. What had been 
taste with Artmdel, show with Buckingham, and art- 
study with Lely, began to be fashion with Englishmen 
of rank and wealth. Bonding pictures home to England 
became the duty of every travelling milord. 

The oolleoting was not always done with taste and 
discrimination, of coarse, and that is why rather bad 
old pictures swarm in this country to-dav ; I say rather 
bad, because those that remain loose abroad are worse. 
English taste deserved some of the gibes at it. There 
is a story of an English nobleman who employed a local 
* dauber to put periwigs on the heads of nis ancestors 
portrayed by Yun Dyck! But Engllsli taste was then 
the best taste in Europe, and 1 am not sure that it is 
not so stilL 

Towards the end of the eighteenth century really 
fine old pictures began to crowd in bore. The French 
Revolution. Napoleon's conquests in Italy, the wars of 
the Empire, and then the Peninsular campaigns, caused 
the dis^rsion of foreign royal and princely galleries. 
The pictures which hud belonged to the "Regent of 
France came here to be sold. Napoleon's Army Com-

nittioneri sold loot of the kind to Eni^lish bankors and 
British Oonanli in Italy and Germany, who bought 
them for patrons and oustomeri at home. And eren 
Napoleon^s vendei^a with us could not stop the export; 
amasing the number of oanvasea and panels shipped to 
England daring eren the height of the war. 

The Hertford Taste. 

Then, when mace came, milords went travelling 
about impoverished countries, buying pictures by the 
hundred for a song. The contemporary Maniuis of 
Hertford posted through Italy, from town to town— 
imagine his hauls at places like Bergamo and Brescia. 
—with fourgons full ox pictui'es and ortb-d brae lumber¬ 
ing behind. It was thus the Wallace Collection began. 
Blit the Hertfords were connoisseurs indeed; many 
other purchasers were incompetent judges. Rubbish 
came over to England by the shiploadi and that is why 
thyre are so many small, poor old pictures in this 
country to-day. 

The Copyists. 

After a while, the travelling Englishmen with money 
formed a fashion of ordering copies of the gi*eat gallery 
pictures which they liked but could not buy. Then 
there were the contemporary copies, done by pupils or 
friends of a great artist, and often now supposed to bo 
the work of that artist himself. This made confusion 
worse confounded, but it is one reason why you may 
still pick up a really fine old picture now and then for a 
small sum. I confess 1 like those contemporaiy copies.

THE UNCUT DIAMOND PUZZLE. 


Tnoitfi Was a certain feature in ilie Farm Lane murder 
mynlery that utterly confuaed and baffled the keenest 
IntelligeneeK of Scotland Yui’d. 

Mr. Andrew Brown, an elderly tea-broker of Mincing 
Lane, had lioen found on a rainy spring night, killed just 
inside his own garden gate. Whatever may have been 
the motive for the crime, it. seemed that it could not have 
been robbeiy. Mr. Brown's valuable watch and chain, 
and a purse full of money, were found intact on his body, 
and —this was the puzrJe that all the crime experts of 
England set theuiselves to solve—a number of uncut 
diamonds were found sprinkling the gravel close beside 
one of his unclenched hands. 

it is unknown assailant had not only not robbed him, 
but appeared to liavc endowed the dead man with riches 
from tlie mines of (jlolcondu—or elsewhere. It. was an 
ascertained fact that Mr, Brown himself had never had 
any dealings in diamonds. 

. l^'arin Lane. S.E., is not, as its name might imjdy, a 
rural tboroughfarov In early Victorian days, when the 
rathcT pretentious stueem villas that occupy one side of 
it wfsie built, it may have possessed count^ cWms. At 
the present day it is merely a dull cuUde-am, turning out 
of a bustling suburban highway. The stucco villas 
' otaiid well back from the road behind semi-circuhir 
Carriage drives and groves of evergreen shrubs. Mr. 
Brown, a Avidower, with no family, liiul occupied a house 
known as “ Sobraon." On the opposite side of the way, 
behind a tarred fence, the pai'k of a derelict mansion wails 
to he cut up into eligible building sites.*' 

It a quiet, gkiomy road, and is ill-lighted at nighL 
Two (lays after the murder Miss White was earnestly and 
urgently requested to call and see an inhabitant of the 
lane. This w'us Mr. Geoffrey Lambard, of “ Aliw^al *’— 
another of the secluded stucco villas —a young stock¬ 
broker, who had been on a friendly fooling with the late 
Ml*. BroAvn. 

'' I’m uncommonly glad yoii’A^e come,” lie said, after 
preliminaiy greetings, for, although I may be altogether 
Airong, it seems to me as if the police are trying to build 
Up a case against' me. This sad affair has rattled my 
nerves altogether, and I’m afraid T may have seemed 
confused and apprehensive—out of sheer dc^sire not to 
appear so —Avhen the police questioned me. They have 
bbeii hcj'c three or four times alreody, and tlie juiymcn at. 
the inquest yesterday looked at> me in a Avay I didn’t 
like, though they ultimately returned a verdict against 
some ])ei' 8 on unknown.” 

Me broke off Avith a nervous laugh, and looked at Miss 
White appealingly, with mild blue eyes. 

“ Well, let int 5 have all tlic data you can give me,” 
said Miss Wliite in a businesslike lone. To begin Anith— 
Mr. Brow^n avus a friend of yours ? ” 

Yes. For tlie most part Andrew Brown aa'es a 
aolitaiy, reticent man, but he and I had one taste in 
common. . We were both keen collectors of engravings.” 

A glance round the room confirmed tliis statement so 
far as Mr. Lambard was concerned. 

“ I've been in the habit.,” be Avent. on, “ on reluming 
from the City, of wliistliug part of a bugle call wlien passing 
old Brown's—I mean poor AndrcAi' Brown's—house, if 
1 had anything particular to soy to him. Tlien, if he Avas 
in a sociable niocKl, he would either como out at once, or 
oonu' round after dinner. 

On the night of th^ crime I gave the signal, and he 
4 MMUC out at once. Wo strolled along towai*^ my gate— 
toWards the blind end of the lane, and came to a halt 
Qltfei' a street lamp. There wre stood for a few minutes 
' ^^%raged in what might have appeared to an outsider to be a 
..violent quarrel. We both tuked loud; we both gestiou- 
^ and poor Brown was veiy vehement. Then I 

Wtuked back a little ivay Avith him. That was about half- 
twenty to eight a postman found his body 
^jOB the edge of his gram drive b few yards inside ^e gateb 


Unfortunately, a constable saw us * quarrelling,’ as he 
puts it, under the lamp-post, and duly reported the foot 
at the inquest.” , 

” Were you quarrelling ? ” 

“ Wo were having a rare set-to—about the authenticity 
of a Bartolozzi print Brown had bought a few days 
previously. If you know anything ot the colleoting 
mania you will know how violently collectors may differ 
about the merits of their respective treasures, but I 'am 
doubtful Avhether the police accept that explanation of our 
raised voices. Then there is another thing. I have been 
asked whether I benefit under Mr. Brown's will. I do. 
lie told me long ago lie had willed his collection of 
engravings to me—a collection, 1 may tell you, of groat 
value. But do you think I should lull a kind old chap 
for the sake of his pictures ? ” 

Miss White smil^ and shook her head. “ Who were 
his usual visitors ? ” she asked. 

He had none excepting myself. But I have been try¬ 
ing to puzzle things out, and—there may not lie much in 
it—^you moy os well know that Brown’s housokeoper, 
Mrs. Cragg, has a loafing sort of a son, aa'Iio sponged uyion 
her cruelly till Brown interfered, and got him a job.” 

After a feAV more questions Miss White left the appre¬ 
hensive young man, and returned up the lane to 
” Sobraqn.” The policeman guarding the gate alloAA'od 
her to pass in to the envy of a knot of morbidly inclined 
people outside. A few yai'ds inside the gate she found a 
tall, shambling youth, turning over the gmvel w'ith the 
toe of his boot. It was plain what he. Avas at; where 
the ground hod been Avell salted with diamonds one might 
have been overlooked. 

” You are Mrs. Gragg’s son, I suppose ? " she said at 
once. He had a furtive, uneasy look, but he replied 
civilly— 

”Yes, miss. Mother don't like to be alone in the 
house since the murder, and I’m staying Avith her.” 

“ Is this where th(s body was found ? ” 

The young man replied that it wm The victim of the 
rn 3 rsterjous crime had been stabbed three times in the 
chest, and his left hand—the hand that lay inert among 
the diamonds—had also been stabliod, or cut. 

Miss White scanned the ground narrowly. 

Wlio has been here since the orimo was committed ? '• 
she asked. ” Try and think of evciyono who has been 
here.” 

Only the postman who found the body, the police, 
the doctors, ana me,” was the reply. 

There were three shallow depressions, the size of a 
penny, on tlie gravel, and one deeper one on the softer 
ground of the grass border, but none of them very 
noticeable. 

” Now I wonder what the police made of those markp 
thought Miss White, ” or if they saw them at all.” 

Mbs. Cbaqo, a neat, anxious-lookipg body, was more 
inclined to praise the dead than to give serviceable i^or- 
maiion. She was, however, able to fix the precise time 
at which Mr. Brown had gone out to meet his aoom. 

** I heard a whistle,” she explained, ” 1 looked up 

at the clock, and 1 said to Jane—that’s the kiioheumaid— 

* Jane, there's Mr. Lambard whistling, and we shall have 
to put back dinner.' A minute later, about twenty past 
seven, I heard Mr. Brown go out.” 

“ And twenty minutes after that the postman told you 
he was de^ ? ” 

Yes, miss. It was at twenty to eight that the postman 
came, and kept on knocking till he was answered.^’ 

It appeared then that Mr, Biwn, between half-past 
seven and twenty minutes to eight, had become suddenly 
involved in some transaction into which uncut diamoniu 
entered, and it had cost him his life. 

“ Well, ibis is a sad break-up for you, Mn. Cngm** said 

Ilka Whiteqrmpatheticailyi aachexdiato||0r * 
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it I may say bo, that Hr. Brown has made some provision 
for yon.” 

” Yes, miss, indeed, and b^ond my deserts,” was the 
humble reply. “ But Mr. Brown was always generous 
and iliou^tful. He helped my son to South Africa; 
but poor Alfred don’t seem one to push for himself, and 
he eamo home again no better off than he wont.” 

” Ah, and now you will he in a position to help him 
yourself ? ” continued Miss White. 

” Well, miss, he wants mo to sel him up in the public 
JUne. But that 1 will never do,” said the old lady with 
Buddon heat. 

Had young CVagg ever counted on the fact that ho 
would profit by Mr. Brown's death ? It was a plausible 
Hieory except for one thing—it did not seem in anyway 
to lit in with tho discovery oF the diamonds. 

Miss White next went in quest of the postman who had 
brought the news of the murder to Mrs. Oagg. He had 
only one fact to communicate that was not already known 
to her. Before passing through the gate, and stumbling 
upon the prostrate body, lie liad seen a tall man hurrying 
towards ilie blind end of Farm Lane. Ho had taken little 
notice of him at thi^ time, hut judged him to have been 
about i'he heiglit and build of Mr. Lainbanl. 

Miss Wliitc*^ Imd stopped the postman and inierviowwl 
him in the lane itself. After doing so she walked to 
the end o£ tlio rul^de-sac, and then returned slowly to 
its junct ion with the main road. At the right-hand corner 
'was a newsagent’s shop. On the left, exactly onposite, 
was a small publicthouse—the ” Hwan and Sugarloaf.” 

Here Miss While came to a momentaiy halt, and ex¬ 
perienced a little thrill of surprise and excitement. 
Standing outside the ” 8wan and Sugarloaf ” was a man 
of remarkable aspeot—a massive, powerful-looking fellow, 
with a weather-beaten, fiery face.

the lane together, and then went into tiie ” 8wan and 
Bugorloaf.” 

A few moments later Miss White entered tlio “ Bottle 
and Jug” department ef the same hosteliy, and, with 
many apologies, asked tlie barman for change foi* a 
sovereign. The young man was not insensible to the 
attractions of a soft-spoken lady, and leaning on the zinc 
covered couniiv, discussed the all-absorbing topio of the 
murder. If Miss White had hoped to overhear any con¬ 
versation between tlie lame man and his companion she. 
was disappointed. The next compartment won empty, 
and she hoard u cvut<ih stumping the floor overhead.

** Those are a queer-lookiiig couple who came into the 
house just now,” she said.

That evening, news contents bills flamwl all oVer 
London bearing the legend. “The Diamond Murder 
Mystery: An Arrest.” Mr. GeotYrey Lumlmrd’s apfft'c- 
liensions had been justified. Tho ])oiice had got siifhcient 
evidence, as they thought, to justify an arrest, and Mr. 
Lambard had to put up with the privations of tJie 
police-cell. 

Tlie - same evening. Miss White vanished romplclely 
from the ken of her fricuids. 

As a matter of fad, slie was not far awny.^ 1 n an upper 
room of the m^wsagenl 'sslioji at tho top of Fjirni,ljiiie she 
M'as watcliing tlie house oppOHitc—tlie Swan and 
Sugarloaf.” 

It was ceritiin, to her mind, that a crutch had imprinted 
the gravel on the spot wliere t-lie ill-fated ten-hrokiT had 
been killed. It was equally certain that those murks had 
been mode about the tiiue of the murder. Kain luul 
followed a long drought on llie very ev(Miiiig of tlieeriine, 
and a crutch would have made no such dc'Hnite marks on 
hard, dry gravel. After the postman’s discovery no one 
with a onitcli could have passed the gate unnoticed, 
and none had been not iced. 

That a mull with a cuhUjIi should he keeping watch at 
the entrance of tlie Jane was, lliercfore, a thing to look 
into. Tliere was reason to suppose tliat lie was a man 
of colonial experience, and uncut diamonds come from 
C’olonial sources pretty otteii. 

Miss White could see into the room ojipositc quite 
])lajnly. Either Fiery.fn<?c or the sallou’ man were 
ctontinually at u window eonimanding the lane, or else 
on the pavement outside, llie open uay in wliicli the 
lame man stumped the pavement suggested that lie was 
no murderer lingering near the? scene of his crime. And 
from that also Miss Wliitc dreu her f»wn deihictions. 

At the end of tJirec weary days eaiiic Ihi^ rewaid of 
jiatieiuic. A tall man, willi Jiis 

- collar up. and his Jiut pulled 

down, eaiiic shamliling up the lane 
from tlie blind end. Once he halted, 
and looked up at- tlic tarred fence, 
hut the spikes by which it was 
t.opped diMcourag(')d liiin, pcibaps, 
for he came on again, quickening 
Ids pace. 

A swing-door Blaninied below. 
Tlie little sallow man was out in 
the roadway in an instant. He 
seized the tall man the lapels of 
his coat, and there seemed the 
promise of a tussle. But the 
captured man had no fight in him, 
after ail; after a few seconds he 
allowfHl himself to be led into the 
public-] I ousc, and was visible a 
moment later in the room upstairs. 

And now Miss White watched 
with intense iuiei'est. She could 
hear nothing, but it was plain that 
ihi'cats were being mode. Momen¬ 
tarily the men vanished from ben 
line of sight, then the sallow man 
came to the window, examining a 
leather belt -a belt with pouches. 
And then ho was turning over in 
his hand something that may have 
been gravel, or quart«i or ereil 
uncut diamoodd 1

The sallow man deemed it advisable to make a statement 
to the police. His name was Hancock, and lie had been 
cdhvicted at Kimberley with 8teinkirk—the man now 
charged with murdei-—of Illicit Diamond Buying. 
Sfoinkirk’s sentence had run out sooner than his, but 
Hancock, when free again, had followed him to England, 
knowing him to l>e in possession of the diamonds they had 
illegally acquired ; for these had been hidden before their 
conviction. ran against Steinkirk on Brixton Hill, and 
demanded his share of the diamonds.

Brown, and at once jumped to the conelusion that a Irn)) 
had been set' for him, but t'liat, through Home mistake, 
anotlici' man had talked into it. Xot curing to bo seen 
near the body, and as a postman was coming up the lane 
from house to house, he heat a liasty retreat. Knowing 
Sleifikirk to be still in tlic lane, and knowing it to be a 
blind ulhy, Braun, a man of tierce determination, instantly 
set watch on the end of the lane, and sent word to Han¬ 
cock to come and help him. They would now, he thought. 
bo able to extort all diamonds from Steinkirk, and 
eventually sueeeeded, uheii Steinkirk, uho had been 
lodging in a eottage at tlie end of tbe lane, took sueli 
fright at some ohsf'rvalion of his landlady’s lliat lie 
bolted from hiding in broad daylight. 

His return into a cuf-de^aur. after the commission of 
the murder, was juude in order to secuw the rest of his 
diamonds, which he lui'l left in his obscure lodgings. 
Jiaving reaclird his lodgings, his nerve failed him, so 
Hancock galliercd; ])ol.ee whistles were sounding in thi* 
lane, the murder was di';covercd, and he was afraid to 
make a bolt for it. Hancock and Brnun w^ould have 
gone up the lane in search of their man, but for the fact 
that a housf? to houst' visitation would have been 
nocoHsary- and pejhups fruitless. It uiight- have roused 
suspicion, toi*. 'J'hoir salej* jdaii was to Avait, and vrateh. 

How Ihtj <iiainonds came to strew tlie ground was 
plausibly theoiiscMl by Miss While*. 

Steinkirk, as he brought a b^ of diamonds with him, 
must have intended to kei*p faith with Hancock's mes- 
RCDger, in order to avoid further persecution. When Mr. 
Brown entered his goi'den the man asked; ** Is that 
Braun ? " and Mr. Brown, thinking himself addressed, 
said, ‘ Yes, what do you want ? * Kteinkirk, who was 
armed, saAv that he had only an elderly and frail man to 
deal with. He changed his purpose. Why not rid hiuiselC 
of ono of the men who know his seerc.^ ? So he struck 
out. In the struggle Mr. Brown, iiyiiig to seize tho 
weapon, seized the canvas bag; us ho defended himself 
with his hands, it was cut, and the gems poured out. 
Then, when all was over, Steinkirk picked up the bog, 
probably still containing some of tho stones, or it may be 
that Mr. Brown attacked the man, and the struggle b^an 
in that way." 

** Well, iiowever it happened, you have brought us tho 
right man. Miss ^ite," sold the Inspector.. 

And a jury eventually took the same view* of the matter.

As soon as a man gets tliorouglilj interested in anj- 
tliing, Le becomes, while presumably a pleasure to 
biinaelf, certainly a curse to everyone else. 

Pr itness the amateur gardener, the drunkard, or the 
man in love. Each of these gets, it is to be supposed, 
a great deal of joy out of his particular pet obsession; but, 
as for the rest of ua, we care for a m.in only so long as 
he is interested in us. Should he lose his individuality 
and his capacity to bo interested iu the rest of the 
world, whether it be in a garden-bed, a beer-barrel, or 
a lady's eyes, be becomes a nuisance. 

The botanical bacillus stalks the land at present- 
more deadly than the influenza germ or the menace of 
the harem skirt. Anyone may get it. Your best friend 
to morrow morning may meet you with his arms full 
of seed-catalogues—and yon will know that he is lost. 
He will take yon aside and rave in his delirium until 
you feel that you halo the thought of a carnation which 
can be bom with so much ^avail in a good man's 
breast. 

No other malignancy is quite so bad. The drunkard 
has bis lucid intervals of self-accusation, and even the 
lover will pause occasionally to straighten his tie; but 
tlie victim of gardenitis will never for a moment escape 
from the clutches of liis enemy until the fever of spring 
has blossomed into the geni^ity of summer, and has 
then been chilled into the calm of autumn. 

Six weeks is the length of the run of a number of 
minor infectious disorders, such as cholera and spotted 
fever; the gardening disease runs for six months or 
longctr, and its dregs never entirely leave the blood of 
its victims. 

It is not generally a fatal disease—to the sufferer— 
and that is the worst of it The normal instinct is to 
admire the flower, and, if you will, the first shoot of a 
gi*aas-blade after the winter's repression. We do that 
as naturally us wo stop to admire a girl in her spring 
hat in the street, without stopping to consider how many 
cells to the square yard go to make up her elastic slop, 
or wliat impulse of sap-rising has made it essential for 
her 1o wear a new hat this morning. But the Bacillus 
Botaiiica makes its victims forget the flower, because 
they are so busy watching the process of produc* 
tion. 

Their only joy is in dassification; mere blooms are 
empty of charrn^ for them, and the sight of a flower 
whicli they have not reared is almost in the nature of 
an irritant. The process hides the result from their 
sight, just as the doctor's investigations often obscure, 
to his eyes, the beauty of the life he inquires about; ho 
is too intimate with red corpuscles to admire the glow 
in a young girl's cheek ; inquiry, if not familiarity, has 
made him contemptuous. 

So it is with the man who gets the gardening 


mania. Ho will imagine—just as the drunkard 
thinks everyone is drunk but himself—that you 
are at least as thoroughly intere:«'ed in the phe¬ 
nomena of flowers as he is; and so, when you 
venture a mild inquiry—as a caller will ask gently aher 
the welfare of a sick man—jrou find in a moment that 
yon have started the stream of delirium -in full flsod, 
and that it will be a strong man W'bo will stem that 
cuiTcnt, once it is fairly set going. With the feverish 
childishness of a strength-sapping disease, he will pour 
into your ears all his hopes, bis plans, his fears; 
his symptoms will bo paraded for your benefit; he will 
name his roots and stems by their less usual and more 
]^orteniou8 names, just as a man who is down with 
rheumatism will talk largely and familiarly of rheu¬ 
matoid aii^hritis and all the allied forms. 

It wouldn’t be quite so bad if bo didn’t want to tell; 
blit evidently the chief joy of the mania gardenia is tlie 
joy of speaking about it—as the lover raves of his 
mistress’s hair and brows. 

You mny visit a man sfilieted with tj])hoid fever in 
its most virulent form, and, liavlng soothed his weari¬ 
ness with a few words of syinpatholio questioning, may 
depart with the consciousness of a good deed well per¬ 
formed; but not BO will you escape &om the victim of 
gardenitis, onc^e you have allowed yourself to broach 
the subject of his craze. He will seize on you as a lost 
soul may lie fancied to seize the hoipe of "reJeinplion; 
who knows but what he may see in you, with tliat 
minor part of his consciousness not yet entirely lost 
in the mazes of bis mania, the last receding chance 
of his sanity slipping from his grasp? At any rate, 
the chance slips as be tries to grip it; there is very little 
sanity left by the time he has talked at you for ten 
minutes, and if you are not violently tom away from his 
reach within twenty, there is little sanity left to cither 
of you. 

]t makes no difference if you are his best friend, the 
father of his wife, the man who has lent him money; he 
is totally oblivious to consequences, and nothing seems 
of the least moment to him, but to explain iu detail 
some process which he tried to carry out yesterday, 
or hopes to caiTy out to-morrow. Ho measures 
the sunshine by the effect it has on the soil; no 
east wind is cold to him if it docs not blast his tender 
sprouts. 

And you are never safe from him—for the Bacillus 
Botanicii may flourish anywhere. It depends for its 
nourishment only on the elements of the air, and no 
soil is inimical to it. You may meet it on the dry and 
arid wastes of the veldt, or in the two-foot front-garden 
of a London suburb. Yon may go to the ends of the 
curtli, and there you may find it It is to be supposed 
that when the chilly sunshine begins, in early spring, to 
warm the environment of the Foies 
with the promise of a new-born year, 
there will be the victim of gardenitis, 
examining his seed catalogue, and button¬ 
holing the intrepid explorer with his dis¬ 
sertation on the newest type of ice- 
plant. 

Total escape, therefore, from the 
disease is impossible; you are bound to 
suffer, either in the guise of victim or 
victim’s victim. Silence is the best 
remedy yet discovered. It has been 
found that each fresh question .as to a 
symptom, each sympathetic observa¬ 
tion or ejaculation, nas been the be¬ 
ginning of a new access of fever; in 
total silence the attack may run itself 
out, and the sufferer be calmed to 
inactive aotivify, in the gardexi^ once 
more. 

In the garden, too, it is best to leave 
him; I do not advise that he should 
ever be sought out. For the disease 
with which he is afflicted is one easily 
caught.

Lord Ro-ebery is the real fatlier of the Lan^downe 
plan, ])ut ho had the insight to recognise that tlie time 
to push it to the forefront w’as Inifiu’e the appeal bad 
been made to the people, and now he regards ihe 
situation from tlio cross-benches witli a face that 
seeius to s.-iy “1 told 3*011 so.'* The Priinroae Earl is

A Fallen Idol. 

How are the mighty {.alien! A few short years 
ago and ‘*Bob Reid" was so beloved of the Radi(‘ais 
that lie might have stood against the Tory world in 
arms—to-du\', few Radicals are so weak us to do him 
reverence. It is a sud world, my masters, and Lord 
Lorehurn knows it. 

The trouble springs from the fact that the Lord 
Chancellor will not appoint anyone to the Commission 
of the J\»acc on ]K)Jitical grounds, and therein the Jjord 
Chancellor undoubtedly right: but what the Radical 
aLP.’b say is that the Magisterial Bench is over- 
5 ^t'naervative, and that it is annoying that 
this high ])rinciple should only be enunoiated when the 


Ijiberals are in power. “ To the victors the spoils ” cry 
the MiniRteri«alistB; but Lord Jjorel irn offers un 
inflexible resistance. 

His leading critics, however, are milk-and'water 
rcvoliitionai'lea like Mr. Neil Primrose and Mr. Agur- 
Robartea, and that fact would save Lord Lorebuc-n if 
the Tories would but refrain from defending bim. The 
Lord Chancellor is most sensitive, and feels keenly the 
onslaught which is being made npon him; and 
Ills resentment can hardly be lessened by the fact 
that Lord Haldane, who is said to covet the Wool¬ 
sack, now sits cheek-by-jowl with him in the Gilded 
Ch umber. 

Those bcdiind tiff; scenes aver that it is not all 
“Bobbie's” fault; that tlio task of re-organising the 
Bench is too gigantic for any one individual, and that 
if “ undesirables” are to be kiqjt out of the Magistracy 
he must trust himself in the hands of the County 
Lieutenants. Clearly, however, there are breakers 
ahead, and it will require tact and energy 011 Lord 
liorcburu’s part to avert shipwreck. ^ 

Oae of the Ablest Men. 

Tt re<.juires some courage as well as fraternal 
affection to induce oue to describe a brother as**one 
of tht» ablest men in the country,'' bub to proclaim 
the fact in the liouso of Commons amounts to an 
act of heroism for which the Victoria Cross would he 
a poor reward. To the Honourable William Robert 
Wellesley Peel, eldest son of ex-Speaker Peel, lias, 
however, fallen tint distinction. He is not known in 
Parliament by his full name; he is generally referred to 
as Willie, though 1 have soineliinos heard an opponent 
say something that sounded like “ Weary Willie,’* and 
once, when he was thundering against Home Rule, a soft 
voice with a musical Irish brogue interjected a eouuneiit 
about “ Orange Peel.” 

Well, Mr. Peel has been very active in condemning 
tbo appointment to the National Debt Office recently 
conferred on Sir Ernest Soares, a one-time Govermiient 
Whip; and among other counts in the Indictmeut 
he alleged tliat Sir Erm^st had no previous tniining 
that fitted him for the post; but Mr. Swift MacNeill at 
once fired a deadly broadside. The Donegal Professor 
wanted to know what previous experience Mr. Peel’-s 
own brother p()s.sessod before he wiis appointed to the 
Trcjasury! The Radicals roared with delight, and tlio 
Tories with rage; and it was at this Juncture that Mr. 
Peel declai-cd his brother to be “one of the ablest men 
iu the country," 

Political Make-believe. 

I hope the brother has an eijiially exalted opinion of 
brother Willie, whom everybody likes at Westminster, 
and is likely one day to find himself in a Unionist 
Ministry; but the truth is that all this rumpus about 
Sir Ernest Soares is ]iart of the make-believe of 
politics. The capacity of Sir Ernest is unquestion¬ 
able, and every Ministry is willing to confer a pei-- 
manent appointment on any earnest and capable 
Kuppporter wlio has wearied of the Parliamentary 
st niggle. 

Mr. Anstruther, for examide, was a Whip of the 
Vniouist Government when he was appointed a Com¬ 
missioner of the Suez Canal, though he had never seen 
the Suw Canal, and had, ivtrhaps, only a vague notion 
as to its whereabouts; and Mr. W. E. Macartney was 
never inside the Royal Mint till he stepped in as its 
Deputy-Master. Both of them have made capable 
public servants, and so will Sir Ernest Soares; but it 
is •* good businesB,” nevertheless, to cborge yoirr 
opponents at every possible stage with perpetrating 
” jobs.'*

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THE HONESTY OF MORMONISM. 


By LEONAKD HENSLOWE. 


Amidst tliis oiiibiirai against Mormonism, it is as weil 
to admit its lionosty. VVhatovor else tliis legrilisiiig 
and sj'stematising of plnrul marriages may be called, it 
n'as at least fair and above board. 

Were it not for the edict |)crinitting plural marriages 
in Utah, lliei’e wnuld Lave been many thoiisiinds of 
women without a borne of tlicir own, wit hout a purpose 
in life, and witliout a good reason for existence. In the 
new-found country of Utah, men prospered quickly, t.lio 
lichen of tbe land added riches to their pockets ; they 
uiarried, increased, and multiplied. 

In any other connnunity it would end there openly, 
but t»iie knows just what would have surreptitiously 
liappeiied under the ei re uni stances. ProB 2 )Crity mid a 
iniieh larger women population over men is apt to result 
in nonfliel with the ]iroclaimed moral laws. 

The Klders of the Mormon Church recognised this, 
and so instituted, under stern sujiervision, a restricted 
permission of jdnral marriage's. 

When a mail liad hcini married hapi»ily and eo:i- 
teiitedlj’^. he was allowed to lake another urife, and yet 
another if his prosperity ]>ormitted of him taking a 
B 'paratc iKuise far each, imd keeping up a separate estah- 
lishiueiit. Under no circumstances was a man allowed to 
iimrrv twice if liis first vent lire had not been satisfactory. 

Nj'lie nlarriag^!H wore hedged round with tlie saini 
responsibilities aa are those in Kurop:*; the wives Avein 
treateil AYith the same defi'rence and respect as heio; 
the children were brought up with as great a care. What- 
•ever may be wn-itten in fiction about “ favourite ” wives 


and “ principal ” wives, according to their laws there 
^vas no favouritism for one more than for another, old or 
young. Each wife had her own hoiiseh.dd to look after, 
and the husband divided his time between each, or where 
bis presence was most required—not simply desired. 

Polygamy worked ])erfe(itly well in IJtah for some 
generations, and would be working as smoothly now hnt 
for the interference of the other State.s of the Union. < 

The Mormons comjdied with the orthodox, wislies of 
the rest of tlie States because they wauled to be joined 
to tlie Union ami rej.uesented in the Federal Parlia¬ 
ment. not because there was any ill-feeling in flieir 
own community, or the slightest hesitation in belief 
amongst iheinHolves that they were carrying out the 
dictates of Providonco, especially under the conditioiis 
of MCltling a new territory. 

The great difl’erence between a com- 

inuiiity anl a monogamous one is iliat with the former, 
woman is protected by tlie laws of the State, is re¬ 
spected by bea' ucigliboiirs, and lives a tranquil'life, 
fill lining her natural dc?stijiy. 

\V itli the latter, Ihero is but one aeknowlcdged wife 
tr> each family. But theie i.s a large floating population 
of aiin’nv.s womankind cariiiiig their living as^besL they 
can, and tbeie is a va.-^t submerged cla.ss who live clan- 
(le.stiue, lives of utter uselessness, cxcejit that they 
administer to the niilawful Jesiies of a certain tyjK) of 
men. These women, ftu- obvious reasoiis, are not 
received or recognised by their more foriumito sisters; 
there is no real joy in tlieir lives ; they ai-o a menace to 
ilicii oiVspiing, sliouM they have any, a^ul 
tlie.se are iaoiight into the world in unholy 
silence with a taint ii].'Oii their iiifauey and 
a slnr upon their names. 

How many thousand women and children 
there are in such a stale it is diflicult ti> 
imagine; their \ery exi.sUmce is liidden 
away from the eyes of the world. 

Without for a mometit advocating poly¬ 
gamy, it is at least obvious tiiat, in a 
I'olyganious coinnnmity, the bouse of the 
drawn blinds and the lady of bidden 
ideasure arc iinkiiowu. 

^ilt J-ake City— 'Until tie advent of 
settlerB oilier than Mormon -was the most 
exemplary city in the wliole world, not 
only in matters of sex, but in all other 
morals a.s well. 

it was a community of love, friendship, 
]ieaee ; the tithes that their religion re- 
ijnired of them made the chiireh wealthy, 
and without Bills of Parliament the poor 
were cherished. the sick nursed, the down¬ 
trodden defended. 

Of all the eoinmiinities that I have 
visiled, none was happier or more jiros- 
pcroijs than they. Their cmed, tlicir failli, 
their chin eh were idealised in a niaiiiicr 
that shamed most ether eoniiiiunities. 

And the ]>rc*-ent-day Salt Lake City, 
with which we now to deal, is only 
diitereiit inasmuch as the city has l>een 
Hooded with members of other faitlis, and 
their laws have been changed to the 
abandoning of the xdural marriage. 

It may be said that a church that can 
alter its iiisjui'ed iloctrine at the dictates of 
Purlia menL (launot be reckoned with very 
seriously, but they quote as tlicir authority 
the words of the h’ounder of Christiunity, 
*• Render v.nlo Cu'Sur,” etc., and the worde 
of St. Paul where we are advised to be sub¬ 
ject to “ Kings, ^ninces, and rulere.” The 
Mormons, liiiding that to join the Federal 
Parliament necessitated abandoning plural 
marriage, abandoned it without further 
ado, but this diieau't discredit the wortlii- 
tiess of tlie system, its honesty ottd 
struiglitfonvardnesa.

I Make my Bow. 

I 9 acceding to the roqiiesi the Curio Editor to 
tr^hate to these columns aralu, may I first of all expres|i 
my pleasure in renewing the intercourse which, in the 
past^ wu so ▼ei'y agreeable to reader and writei* alike? 
In the interim, 1 hare pursued mv reseai'ches into the 
antique, and hare Tiaited some of tne finest prirate col¬ 
lections in England, whose Tarious owners liave per¬ 
mitted me to handle and to criticise rare objects of art 
most beautiful and costly. The results of my work hare 
been embodied in several books, those which have been 
published have commended themselves to the I'eviewers 
and to the public, they have been distributed all over 
the world: otheiu are iu the press, and will appear in 
doe oourso. 

Altihs World Over. 

Many intei'esting letters have reached me from places 
aa far apart as Hong Kong, Mayence, Chicago, and 
The Hague from those who have i-ead my books—from 
those who have been pleased with them, and want to 
knoyr something more, or from those who have hud 
special information to impart, which is always welcome. 
Mmost always they are amateurs who find tlioir rewai'd 
in exploring out-of-the-way places for possible bargains. 
I give some extracts from the letters. 

Ttpm Fsr Cathay. 

“ I have just returued from an interesting trip up the 
Tang-tse River, including a visit to Poyang Lake, six 
hundred miles in the interior of China. The capital 
of the province is never or hardly ever visited by 
Europeans, yet there are dozens of old porcelain shops 
for, 1 prosume, rich Chinese. A real expert would make 
wonderful baiigi^lnB. I have found some interesting 
pieces. ... In my opinion the English craze for 
five-colour pieces is not a true artistic taste. I oousider 
the whole-ooloui^iecoB far moi-c harmonious and rastf ul.” 
Admiral Sir Hedworth Lambton's opinions hero 
expressed aiw shared by many collectors, not only in

Europe and America but in China* Yon have, no 
donbr, noted from time to time the Wgh prices paid for 
fine specimens. I have seen and handled many snob 
—for instance, two small ** peach bloom vases which 
I could put iu my pockets cost over £6,000, and four 
black vases with coloured decoratiou £25,000. 

From Porcelsia to Books. 

Even bibliomaniacs have been surprised at the 
enormous sums paid for the gems of the Hoe Collection 
dispersed this month iu New York. I love old books, 
ana amongst my dreams one pictures a fine library. ^ 1 
have, like the children, a great liking for stories, stories 
of adventure and treasure-hunting. Mr. Hoe spent 
about £100,000 on his collection, and his heirs will recem 
£250,000. One book, a copy of the Gutenberg Biole, 
was sold for £10,000; and another,Helyas’s Knight of 
the Swanne,” printed by Wynkyn de Worde, realised 
£4,200. Copies of the latter book have been sold for 
£400 and £600—but £i,200! So. you see, that ti-ei^siire 
is laid up not only in old poi'cclain, bnt in old books. 
You may regard these appreciations in value in two 
ways—first, the prescience of the wise collector may be 
responsible for them ; or, second, the chance of making 
money may cause speculators to rnu up the prices- Mr, 
Hoe went treusure-liunting to some purpose. 

Bopks About to be Sold. 

Sotheby's bnve some volumes for sale on 24tb May 
and the two following duys which will aitrapt attention, 
and if you are interested you should visit the rooms in 
Wellington Street. 1 have only space to mention a few 
amongst the many books and manuscripts which ara 
worth seeing. The rare first folio of Shakespeare's 
Comedies, Histories, and Tragedies, printed in Loudon 
by Isaac Jaggard and Ed. Blount, 1628, will excite book- 
buyers. The last one I saw sold realised nearly £4,(X)0. 
There are two excessively rara first editions of The 
Complcat Angler,” one dated 1653, by Isaak Walton, 
and the other, 1676, by Charles Cotton. As these are 
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pevfectt Bound, and dean througboufc I alionld not ba 
aBtoniflh^ if thej fetched a high price. There are aome 
manuBcripts of ttnoommon value. One is the “ l^rviees 
fttt Court in K. Hen. 7th Time*” which includes a long 
account “ As ffor the Grounacion off a Kynge,” which 
will share the honours of price with another on the 
Spanish Ai'mada by the private secretary of Sir Francis 
Walsingbam, Queen Elizabeth s Foiwign Minister, and 
a third, dated 26th of January, 1660, which is the 
original manuscnpt document establiabing the English 
Army. But 1 must regretfully leave the books to 
consider Some silver which will be certain to realise large 
sums. 

The Tressere-Hottte. 

Theobald’s Park from the 14th to the 22nd of May 
will be a great attraction. Lady Menx's Elizabethan, 
Oarolian, and Georgian silver in tankards, spoons, and

Their Marital Adventures, and the Tsar’s Efforts to Reform Them.

The nunilwir of sciouM oC the inuisc uf K.omaiiolT in 
whole or partial disgrace is coii.sidcrnhle. Their cJias- 
tisemciit rarios from eoiM]ilele hani.siiment from Russia 
down to the mere oflicial ignoring uT their wives. Their 
Bins are matrimonial, 'i'hen* i.-< hardly a single 
virtnoualy re.spiiclalde (Irand DmUc uniung all the 
Koinanofl's. Sonie have eloped with other meirs wive.s. 
Others have done wor.Mj, and actually married thorn. 
And Nicliulas 11 . ha.s nuarted by letiing ily liis 
Olympian tbnnders. JTo lias driven ibc sinners inlo 
exile, siud has withdrawn their decorations a.ud ranks. 
Ho has even scpicst rated Dieir projieity, and the 
Biiincrs* money lias gone (o swell liis modest savings. 

Yet BO strong iR ill** roinaiiti<*. strain iullio Idood of 
the KomanoITs that all these icrrors prove iueircidive. 
The Tsar's own brothers h:i,ve licdnived him. first, 
his consumptive—now dead—hrollicr, Grand Duke 
George Alo.\androvitcdi, married the daughter of a 
OaucaKian “prince,’* who^e broiher was a policeman, 
and w'hose micle was Hie village tireiiiau. Nicliolas 11 , 
tecognised this iu:irria<j:e :i.r legal, leaving the children 
Tnorg:i.ii:itic. Such l(!nity merely encouraged the oilun* 
hroth(!r. Grand Duke Miclrcd. 

Michael fell in love with a senator's danghler. who 
had married the millionaire Se»*giua MauiontolT. ‘Wlaui 
Mme. AlaniouttilT told her hiisb.iinl that she had lost 
her heart to Michael, the easy-going man granted her 
a divorce. 

So far this romance might have hajipencd in London, 
or any where; but the-remainder of it is peculiarly 
AliiBCovite. As Michael did not intend to marry Alnie. 
Mamonloff, lie rcijiie.sted a brother cavalry oflicor to 


wed her ** for a[)peariincc sake.” Tlio brother officer 
agreed. After ttyiiig the cliarins of i.iis arrangement 
for a few months, the Grand Duke arratigcd a second 
divorce; and now he is legally uiarricd to his sweet¬ 
heart. 

Respeclabhi Nicholas 11. natiiriiily did nob object to 
the brother-officer arrangement. Rut when ho heard of 
the marriage to the Grand Duke he bubbled over with 
wrath. His rage proved impotent. The reason was 
that Mi(di:i-el, ii bold, bad man with some brains, is liis 
mother's favourilc, rather than Nicholas. Their mother, 
known to Russians u.^ Dowager Marya Feodorovua, is 
still a great personage, and she forbade Irn* Imperial 
sou to touch the favourite; Michael. So Nicliolas has 
now agreed to forgive and forgot, on condition that 
Alicluiel lives on hi.s estate in reuioto Orinl,and does not 
come to St. Pefersbiirg, And with this arniugemeiit 
Michael is well content, for it keejis him away from his 
brotlier, whom he heartily de.s]u^(‘s. 

T!ic Tsar is having iiiorti trouble with his uncle, 
(fi'aiid Duke I’aiil Alexandrovitch. It is now ciglit 
years sine:; Paul dccamjie I with O’g.i Valei-ianovim 
Pistohikoi's, v{v Ivaniovirtdi, wife nf a full general who 
owns m:i.uy acres of Ralric Province laud In Legliorn, 
Paul paid a Greek Orthodox ])ricst CbOO h) break the 
law and perform the ceremony. Tsar Nicholas un¬ 
frocked the priest and sent him to JSiheria, and the 
priest lately turned up in Vienna and published a 
])U.in]»hiot about the Tsar. l*aul was forbidden to return 
home; he was ilcprived of his rank iu the army; and 
.all the tlourts of Rurop* were circui.iri'ied with a 
request to ignore his existence. Ravaria’s Prince Kegenfc 
alone took mercy on the pair and nrid; the lady 
Countess of llohenfelscii. "Wlioii l^aiirs brother 8ergiii.s 
was blown to bits iu the Kremlin in Fehriiary, 
Nicholas IT. allowed his uncle to niliiru For the furioral. 
I'iiiil hroiight his wife, but sh.; was stoi^ped zt the 
froTiti<;r. 

Paul now lives in Paris. His romance led indirectly 
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to a sensational crime. Bereft of Lis lawful wife. 
General Pistohlkors fell in love with Mine. AiidivyefT, 
toe beautifnl bride of a St. Petersbnrjy Btockhnilfcr. 
M. Andi-eyeff was a different type of man fioni M. 
MamontoiT. When liis wife demanded a divorce in 
order to marry the general, he shot her dead, and the 
jury acquitted him. This scandal intensified the Tsar’s 
rage against Paul, and only during the last years liave 
reconciliation negotiations begun. TJie Tsar demands 
that Paul sliall abandon his wife; Paul refuses, bo only 
an fU'mistice exists between uncle and nephow. 

Tne next erratic Romanoff is Michael Micljaelovitcb, 
a nephew of Alexander ]I. Hr Las l)(»eii uiily halt* 
forgiven. During Alexander III.’s ndgu this impre.-j- 
sionable Grand Duke fell in love with a niece ot' the 
diplomat JgiiatiefP, otherwise known as The Father of 
l-iies,” who negotiated the San SStefano Treaty after the 
last RuBSO-Turkish war. 

Wo prevent a marriage Alexander III. expelled him 
from Riisaiu, and he repaired to Wiesbaden, and there 
quickly forgot MMe. lgnai.i*’lf. In the house of tlic 
Grand Duke of Nassau lie uiade the accjiiaiulauce of 
Sophie Countess Merenburg, a daughter of Pj-iiice 
Nicholas of Nassau by his inorgaiialic wife, who was 
herself a daughter of the Knsrilau poet, Puslikiu. 
Michael iiinrried her at Sau Remo. Ho was forbidden 
to return to Russia. 

Last yhar Nicholas 11. began negotiations for peace. 
Ho offered to make the Grand Duke a colonel and a 
y flucgel-adjutant"; also to allow him to come to Com t 
if he would conic without Coiiutcss Torby, hi:, wife. TTis 
wife declared that if he Avent to Court^vitLout her. he 
might stay there. So he did not go. 

One oth(*r errand Duke has had marital adA^eiilurea, 
but has not got into disgrace. Tliat is Nicliolas 
Nicholaievitch, Conimaudcr of the St Peteiwhurg 
military distiit. In JS!*d he married simple Alrue. 
Boureninc. Two years ago he married again with the 
Tsars conseiif, the dixorced Diudu^ss Anastasia von 
Leuehteiiherg. born a ih*ineess of Moiibmegro. Grand 
Duke Nicholas has never been in disgrace fvir a good 
reason. The l\sar fears liim. 11c is a blustering soldier, 
a great fiivourile of the army. With him ends the list 
of living (irand Dukes who have imiiTied outside their 
piik. Hut there are two other (irimd Dukes who are 
ill disgrace fur very different j-eaRous, 

Tlic lirst is <Trand Duke Nicholas Oonstantinovitoh, 
who thirty years ago annexed the jeuels of his mother, 
Alexandra .losefovria. He Avaa lianishcil io T.iahkent 
in Central Aeia, and nexTr sees his native Russia. The 
offence of the second, (irand J>uke Nicholas Michaelo- 
vitch, is even worse. He is a “ Liberal.” 'J'wputy years 
ago ho Said that Russia needed reforms; and Ikj is even 
suspected (»f ridiculing the Tsar. For these offences he 
has lived for twenty years in exile in the (•nuc.isna. 

This Nicholas Micliaolovitch is the ch’verest of all the 
Grand Dukes. He has Avrittcii a history of Russia, and 
lately he published a. brochure exploding the popular 
legend thid Alexander ]., after his supposed death, 
i*etired to Siberia, and lh*ed for Jong under the name of 
Feodor Ko/.mitcli. But none of liis ialeiits has out¬ 
weighed tlie fact that lie is a “reformer.” Ne-veitheli;sR, 
even he has an appointment to command a Ijife Guards 
battalion. And when such a “ reformer ” is pardoned, 
it is a sure sign that the Tsar xvaiits peace. 

Ill fact, were it not for llie liuudivd tlious.nid other 
reformers rotting in gaol, and starving i:i Silxjria, it 
would he peace all round. Still Nicholas II. cannot he 
expected to attend to everything. He has his spirits to 
talk to; he is busy making his Finniali subjects happy; 
and he is spending O'J on new warships and 

battalions.

An Interview with Geonte Moore on his Forthcoming Novel

1 took tilt* opportunity, a few days ago. of drawing him 
on these to[>ieB. 

“ Why have I loft Ireland?'’ lie Raid, repeating my 
qiiestion. “It is rather an impertinent question, but 
aR 1 .am about to put myself in the handa of the British 
public ono.e more, .1 suppose 1 must anKwer, inalgrd 
what my Irish friends may say. 1 left Ireland because 
I wanted a change—but, more than that, I doubt if I 
ehall (*ver go back there. It is the land of iny birth, 
and the land of my anreators. mid 1 gave it a fair trial 
lor five consecutive years—and then—1 gave it up. 1 
really do not find life in Dublin to my liking. It is. aa 
a matter of fact, too arid for a man of my mould. Bui 
I did find souietbing to interest, me in the nation and 
the peoph*, and my new book ia the product of it. 

** What am 1 calliiigifc? ‘Avel JSalve I Vale!' is the 
title, all iniperutivos, as yon see, Hail Ireland! {Save 
Ireland! Farewell Ireland! The farewell is not 
altogether ^lersonal. It is partly prophetic, as you shall 
Bee when the book conies out. 1 went back to Ireland 
shortly after the Boor war. simply—to be frank again— 
becatiBo after the Boer war 1 could not stand England 
—not till 1 bad got over the thing, anyhow. When I 
got to Dublin and hud CBtablished myself quietly 
in Ely Place, 1 discovered that the town lield a group 
of young fellows, witli whom the older ones were very 
much in Rympathy, who were well worth discovering, 
lliey gave me a fresh sensation. Then they gave me a; 
dinner. Then 1 had them Bcverally and Bometimes 


together to my house to dinner, and so I got to know 
them add what tliey stood for. 

“They wei-e geniuses. Now wdiat did they mean? 
This led to a study of Indand to-day, and so to, iierhapa, 
the longest woi k of fiction I have written. And yet it 
is only fictional in guise. 1 have written history and 
criticism, and have introduced my cdiaracters under 
their own names, all strung on a thread of incident that 
is only more or less fictional. 

“ I introduce iny charm^ters, who ai-c really the only 
men in Ireland w'orth talking about—in addition to 
these young poets and drama lists, tliore ui*e, of coiiise, 
])ublLC men and others -in /a'opr/ti jurmna without, bo 
far as their individuality is lioiicenied, the slightest 
attempt at disguise. They are in tlie book as they live 
in fa.ct. 

“It is almost invidious to mention names, but you 
will find William Butler Yeats. George liussell. * A.K ,’ 
John Al. Synge, Lady CJregory, Sir Horace Plunket, 
Padraic (Joliim. Dr. Patrick Joyce, Dr. Sigerson, Sir 
Hugh Grant, Air. G’Hrieii, and even the immortal Tim 
licaly in niy pages, as true to the life as I can possibly 
draw them. 1 have found a good many men in Ireland 
during the paet live 3 ’cars who weiv vital, interesting, 
picturesque. 1 hope tin* public w'ill find them bo in luiy 
pages. 

“ Aly theories,'’ continued Mr, Mooi’e, “as (leve1o|ied 
tlirough the personality and intc'lloct of the brightest 
peoph* ill Ireland to-day, may not find ready and 
(]uioscentacceptanoe at the hands of tli<; general public. 
This may be all the better for my publisher”—remarked 
the author of “EKther Waters” with his Kardouic 
smile. “ 1 have allowed men who think for tlicniselves. 
Avho have come up out of the Avorii old h(*art of 
Ireland to speak for themselves and their country, to 
do so in my hook without stint. I intend it to he 
oi'igiiial, in the clearest. mo.st conscientious sonse, and 
further than this 1 have no care whattner.” 

Asked ahoiit the rumour that ho was dramatising, 
** Estlier Waters.” Mi'. Aloore laughingly acknowledged 
t Ilf' fact—laughinufly, because he does not take hiniself 
seriously as a diamatist. In fact, he had called in a 
colhihorator. 

A German activRR of .'quality, one of the urtuiierrs at 
a leading Btu'lin theatiT*, had long teased Air. Aloore to 
write a drama, and particularly fancied herself in the 
jiart as “ Ksther Waters.** As much out of curiosity 
as to what he could do in the way of a play—his bent 
has never been in any degi*ee drain at urgieal—as for any 
other reason, he began last winter at his home in Dublin 
to turn the work into a drama, and completed the first act. 
Blit the prosRiire of work on “Ave! Salve! Vale!” 
which he desired to finish before he moved to London 
in the spring, induced him to call in one of the young 
geniuses of the Celtic group whom he has pi-esented in 
his book. Air. S. L. Robinson, author of several success¬ 
ful plays which have been done ut the Abbey Theatre, 
with wlium he has finished the first draft of the 
piece. 

” 11 is not yet thoroughly revised,” Mr. Moore said to 
me, “ and 1 really don't know when I shall offer it to a 
t heati'R manager. But with iny novel now completed and 
out of hand, I may venture to offer the British public 
soinetliiiig in the nature of my first effort at drama in 
the coming autumn. Of course, 1 shall hope for a 
prcmif vt here in London.”

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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

The Ralph Woods. By J. F. Packer. 


For Private Cireolatioii. 

I HAVE received u book -one o£ fifty printed for 
private circulation—wbich 1 value very much. It ia a 
copy of Ralph WoodH Pottery/' describiii^r and illuB- 
trating the (jeorge Stoner Collection, whicli 1 have hud 
the pleaHtire of exiiniining. Bound in vellum, illiiHtruted 
with iL line coloured frontispiece and a hundnid and 
thirty other cixaniplch of the eighteenth-century potters* 
»i*t, it includes much that is interesting from tbe pen of 
Frank Falkner. 

The Early Glazes. 

StndentH of tlicse columns have leaiiit something of 
tijc difference between the early glu'/es, the coloured 
gliizes, and the later eiiaiuel colours. liCit us see whut 
tlie author snys about them: “The StaifordBliii*e 
plotters have adopted on broad flinesi two distinctly 
dift'ereni riiethodH of decsorating tbeir coloured iiguivs, 
the early process being that of colouring their lead' 
ghi/es with metallic oxides, and applying them with u 
brush or pencil; and the other by glazing first, then 
applying euainel colours upon the glazed and fired sur- 
fuce, and agniii firing the object in a iiiiiHlekiln at a low 
tern peril 1 lire.'' In 1 he former iiieibod wliei*e the brush 
bus misHed, tin* surface is unglazed. 

^ At the Britiili Muieam. 

If 3 'ou go to the Biitish ^liiseimi, in the ceramic 
eei'tioii you will find some StalTordsliire figures )»a" tlie 
Ralph Woods, and with the aid of the preceding nob; 
Oil the glazes you will be able* t(» understand tli(»roiigli1y 
the diffenmeo between the siihdiied soft tones of the 
early wear and the eiuumd coloiiru used labu*. You will 
also iindcrstiind what is meant when collectoi's. speak- 
of the li.:il}»li Woods' work, say: ** It is marked all 
over." imirked by colouring and by modelling. 

Marked Pieces. 

Only now and fhen is the name R. Wooli or R:i. 
Wood, Ibirslcin. found. In the collection under con- 
siihuMtioii the first mark is found onr^e. the second 
fourl»'cii limoH S>tiiat if you dcHiiv to identify these 
old wares you must train your eyes to ileti^ct not. only 
ttie siibdiicil tints of the early coloured glazes, but the 


iniality of the enamel colours and the style of the 
Woods* in figan^s mid Toby jugs. 

A Uiefel Hint. 

One hint will be helpful. Tlie colour pf the fleah in 
the old pieces is never a true flesh-tint. That came 
later, when the coloured enamels applied over the glaze 
gave the entire palette to the decorator of pottery. Yet 
the modelling alone is sufficient to commend specimens ^ 
without colour, oreani waw, and othew in one colour, a 
beautiful deep green gla/e. A pulsating brown man- 
giinese is also characteristic. 

Praiseworthy Research. 

But I must tell you about the list of numbers which 
Mr. Falkner gives for the first time. Often, no doubt, 
you have been puzzled in finding impre.fiml numbei's on 
figures. Toby and satyr-lieud jugs and the like, npt 
painted numbers which wei-e used by tlie onanicUers. 
For example, you might have the pair on square buses, 
a gardener and the fcmule companion figure, both six 
inches high, having impre^ml 1 and 2, and beiii,g deco¬ 
rated with cfilourcd glazes. They are Ralph Woods* 
prorinctions, and occur first in the list. Mr. Stoner's • 
numbers end with RiH, but although reseai'chea have 
been extended oA^er many years, fhere are omissioiiB 
whi(;h I should like to help to remedy. You may possess 
marked or iiiiiLihei*ed figures of early Staffordshire ware. 

If so. 1 should he pleased to receive particulars: I am 
rather keen on giving a helping hand to those wlm have 
done so much, and perliaiis the time may wlien a 
i:()iii]»lele list, may appear in these columns. 

A Costly Toby. 

Did yon notice tliat in April tl-W hM. was paid at 
luieiion for a I’oby jiig, the parson from tiie well-known 
group hy W. Adams. ** The Tythos Pig? " 1 have known 
many Toby jugs to be sold at prices from t'l- to i*12, 
and one or two for but .1:1.“>7 JOa. surely is a I'ecord. 

That 8pf»cial Toby is very rare, but for some time a 
gradual advance lias marked the price of tild Staflord- 
shire wa-iH!, especially the finest. The later piei'cs slioiv 
much deterioriitiou in modelling and general effect.

Mr. Falkner sayu: “The most difficiill to find of all 
the productiouB of the Ralph Woods uj> to tli« present 
time have been the plaques, and only some five or six 
examples have as yet been l•evealeJ.’* Such iiliwiiiea are 
very quaint. The Stoner Collection lias two with siiiiL;Ie 
figures, a man with folded arniB, and woman grasping 
an umbrella (both oval), appearing in a group, together 
in^n(»tber oval plaque us “ Patricia and her lover.'* An 
oblong plaque i-epreBents a sailor and a woman, “ Ja<*.k 
oil a eruise.*' Much more pretentious ure a'^Nyoipli 
piping to a dancing faun/' and the “Judgment of 
Paris.”

We believe it to be 
cold fact. The writer, who ie a man of standing in the flying 
world, vouches for its accuracy and authenticity.'

SoMi: tiioniliB av:o Kpcti^ulaiioii wur nfe anioiit; flying 
men as to the (^ausc of the terrible accident wliicli Ijefoll 
tbo well-known Kussiati aviator, (kiptain Muzciiewitch, 
who, for no apparent reason, fell from a height of 2,00(1 
feet, being instantly killed by his fall. 

Light has now been shed upon the mystery by the 
confession of an arrested Terrorist named Anev, who, by 
his confession, lifts the veil upon one of the most 
dramatic episodes in the history of Russian Terrorism. 

(!iij)lain Ma/enewitch. though an officer of distinction, 
was, ii(;verthuless, at heart an ardent Nihilist; and, with 
the birth of aviation, Ma/enewitch, together with his 
coiisjiirators, realised that the flying iiiauhine had put 
into their hands a novel and elTective means of bringing 
about the destrnciion of a certain general, a high 
dignitary of the Emperor's Court, a imiii who, by his 
sweeping reforms and political beliefs, had made himself 
the (h'lested enemy of lh(' Rcvoliitioiiists.

])a]iers at the time, forecasliiig that a brilliant career as 
an aviator lay before ibis eoarageous Russian. 

On obtaining his brevet, Ma/eiiewdtch returned to 
lluBsia. and preuseoded to carry out daring evolutions 
over the city of St. Petersburg. As the Terrorists had

Where it will all end, it is hard to forecast. Lace 
waistcoats may very easily develop into brocade and 
lace waistcoats.

Add one or two 
easily-made changes, and lo! we have progressed so 
rapidly that we have arrived again at tbe fashion of tbe 
Stuarts.

How CineiRatogropb Pictvrct of the Great Procestioo 
* Will be Taken. 

The entii'e Coronation prootBsion wiU be exhibited 
nt all the principal ciiienuitograph thf?ttti *08 on tli«% 
evening of Coronation Pay; and thuH the myriadn 
unable to witness the gi’ftat Imperial event in the stiwets 
will have a faithful i^eproduction of the occurrence 
thrown before them wdiilst comfortably seated in the 
theatre. 

Representatives of all the leading film producers in 
the world have already purchased sites on the route 
from which to photograph the Royal prt»ce«sifin on its 
way from Buckingham Palace to Westminster Abbey. 
Ai^ attempt will also be made to exhibit the films In 
laverpool, Sheifield, Ptseds, Bristol, and Birmingham at 
tl^ evening performances. 

Biiudreds of operators will arrive from Paris and 
Berlin, and will take up their stand at advantageous 
positions. As their Majesties leave the Palace about 
noon, it is hoped that there will be time to catch the 
boat train from Charing (-ross, when the films will 
I be develop(!d on nuite. 

Each camera opeiator w’ill be atttuidod by one 
assistant, who will convey the undeveloped films hy 
iiiotor-car to licadquarters, where ever}thing will in 
rt^adiness for the development and completion of the 
picture. In this way tln» various sections of the picture 
will he taken, and when joined will measure in some 
instances several thousand feet in length. 

Larg<‘ export orders have been n^eeived by the vari(»u.s 
English miinufucturers, who will dispatch the films to 
all parts of the globe by the first vessels leaving the 
country immediately afler the ceremony. 

iSemiing ordinary photograiihs by Avire has long been 
nil m-coiuplished fact.

N ames arc more iitiporlaui than \hi It is not 
now iLe fasliion to speak of the Colonies. To 
call a colony a colony is nearly as rude as to call a 
ipade a spade.

THE PREVALENCE OF FAKES. 


*hui enormovB prices realised recently for antiqilesof 
farioni kinds, both in England and America, are causing 
much adtferse comment. Eot only are the aums paid 
^ ridiculous, from the point of view of many of the moat 
' thottghignl collectors, but the inducement' to make per¬ 
fect copies and' pass them olPas genuine Is inci eased 
tenfold when the stake is so high. 

The Hoe Sale. 

At the I'eoont “ Hoe ” sale in New York, a sale that 
attracted trade buyein from nil over Europe, fake 
antique manuscripts, covers and old books, which could 
have bpeu bought from European dealers at from one- 
tentb to one-fourth the price paid, brought almost 
tinheard'Of prices, nccording to a statement made by 
Dr. L. A. finer, of the noted firm of book dealers, 
Jbaeph Baer Company, Frankfort, Germany. 

Dr. Baer is regarded by antiquarians 'and book 
dealers as one of the greatest manuscript and cover ex¬ 
ports in the world. He was himself a large buyer at the 
Hoe sale, paying as much :ib .i*2,00() for a *'Livre 
d'Henras," No. 2142 of the catalogue. 

Dr. Baer is convinced, however, that the offer for 
sale of the pieces which are of doubtful genuineness, as 
well as, of course, their purchase at large prices, was 
due to the quite natural failure of the compilers of the 
Hoe catalogue to classify ronectly a number of clever 
imitations in part or in whole. 

Not All Prices (sorbitsat. 

Dr. Baer does not think all the prices at the Hoe 
sale exorbitantly high. He suys ; 

“The prices paid for the Gutenberg Bible, for the 
Caxtons or for the llelyas were not in my opinion too 
high. These are extraordinary pieces, which are very 
rarely if ever found at sales, and which aside fixmi 
their significance to the typographical art and literatui e, 
have an immeasurable intrinsic value. * 1 even believe 


tbat a number of first-class manusoripts have been 
disposed of at comparatively small figures. 

** But very high prices were paid for quite a number 
of pieces, wfiiob, on account of theii doubtful genaine- 
ness, possess very little value. These are the books 
for which the European dealers, who have so much 
opportunity for studying manuBcripts and covers^ in 
libraries aiid jn their dealings, would not ihink of paying 
as much as £5 apiece. 

“1 need mention only two typical cases. One is 
the so-called Cover, Henry HI. of France, number 327 
in the oatulogiio of the auction, for which 1:500 was paid. 
The book and even the cover are old, but 1 am convinced 
beyond the slightest doubt that while the original bacK 
has been untouched, the gilding on the cover, including 
the portrait of Henry III., is the work of u very clever 
bookbinder of the nineteenth century. My conviction 
is shared by other experts who were at the auction, iipd 
a friend of Mr. Hoe has told me that Mr. Iloe himself 
was aware of the fact. 

A A.2.000 * Fake.*' 

“ Though 1 Lave made a life study of tlib art of 
miniature painting, I would perhaps hesitate to giveb 
publicity to another iiumeasurably moi'o important, 
though similar, fake luid not all the cuiiiieiit experts 
whose attcnlioii 1 culled to it fully shared my convictions. 

“ 1 am referring to the Ovid manuscript, number 2108 
in the catalogue, which was sold for i:2,000. 

“This mumiRcript, as well as the King Henry Ill. of 
France, was bought by (George D. Smith, the dealer who 
recently purchased the Church library for Mr. Hunting- 
ton at a cost of £100,000, and has frequently acted as 
Mr. Himiington’s agent in the purchase of rare books 
•and iiiaiiiiBcripts. Many of those present when he bought 
the Ovid manuscript thought he was acting for Mr. 
Iluiitington. But Mr. Smith himself would not say so. 

This manuscript itself is old and was written either

of the 16tb century. But. the writing in poor and not 
hy any means of a chiiraeter to be looked for in royal 
inlLnuReript. 'And. what is far iiioi*»» imporbiiit, tlie 
niiuiatiires bear not even the slightest rescmhlunco to 
other specimens of the art of miniature jiainting which 
came down to ub from the time of Anno d’ Bretagne, 
whose portrait is contained in tlie manuscript.*' 

Explaiat the Mittahc. 

Dr.»Biier gives this exi>1anation of how an innocent 
dealer and purchsiser were, in his judgment, misled : 

‘*Ti»e()vid uiaiiuNcript has emerged from the TJliri 
collection, whieh was auctioned olT in liotidon in the 
• fifties, liibri was not only a uionstrouN thief who 
pillaged the lihraries of bis native eouiitry, Italy, and 
tbo/b of France, hut was also an eiiiineiii .artist and 
fo^er. He probably found an Ovid iiiainiKcnpl, as has 
frequently been the case, in which sp.icE's for the insiu- 
lion of the iiiiniatiires had been left free. Such iin- 
finislied manuscripts are not infrequently found to-uay. 
“ liibri then provided the pages with bordtMs and the 
•fiwc^ Rj)aces with uiiniutures. 'J’hese he copied IVoni 
^ well-known portraits of nuMubers of the French eonrt 
living at the end of the fiffeenth cent my and the 
beginning of tin* sixt^>entli centnrv. 'l'le*ii lie gave in 
lii.s cataio^ue, which he (•()iiipile<l himseli, a painstaking 
description of tlic iii:iiiiik(M ipt to make it apjtear as it 
tRe iiiannsci i])t iiad n*jilly been executed hy Anne 
Hrctagiu*.' 

So long as nuMi who have made their millions in 
business or specalat.iou comparatively quickly coiitiiuio 
til pose as connoisseurs, so long will these inflated ju ices 
continue, and forgeries iiiiiunieraiile b(> made. But lln^ 
real collector- -the man of naturally refined tastes--who* 
i'ollecfs for the joy of it. inid not as a. means of parad'iig 
bis wealth, mii.st sigii and bide hi.s fiine.

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KING GEORGE.

•'PHIS is tlie Georgian monih of tlio Georgian year 
* of the Georgian Age. The whole world has its 
ejre on the personality of King George. His corona¬ 
tion is a w'orld event. It is a date in history. It 
marks a stago in the story of the British Empire, 
and therefore in the story of nearly a third of the 
inhabitants of the earth. It has a meaning for three 
hundred million souls in India as well as for the 
citizens of the great Anglo-Saxon nations in Canada, 
Australia, and South Africa. It has also a meaning 
for our kith and kin in the United States. No poet 
could say all that it means for all these human 
beings, but we know that King George is a symbol 
of the great race that has made half the world what 
it is. Take away the British Empire from the earth 
and what would be left? Many powerful and 
progressive nations, no doubt, but tho greatest, most 
powerful, and most progressive force would bo gone. 

• • • 

T hebe is no doubt tliat King George stands at 
the head of the most 'wonderful wurld-empiro 
or world-commonwealth that has ever existed, or 
that will ever exist. His glory is almost intolerably 
bright, his prestige almost unbearably weighty. It 
is a terrible thing to be set up on high as the visible 
symbol of an idea so gigantic as the British Empire, 
^he pressure of kingship is fiercer than any other 
kind of pressure. Hardly at any moment in his life 
can King George forget that he is a king, and 
remember that lie is a man. And the fault of most 
writers is that they strive to accimtn;ite his kingship 
instead of trying to accentuate his humanity. But 
if we'Wish to be really kind in our loyally we should 
try to make the multitude realise that King Goorgcj 
is a man as well as a king. I was at the SIcala 
Theatre tho other evening, and I was amazed by 
the realism of the Kiiiemacolor ” pictures of this 
uuTeiiiiig of the Victoria Memorial. There has 
never bwn anything in this kind so miraculous as 
these pictures. I saw the whole ritual more vividly 
than any of the speef alors. And wliat struck mo 
most violently was the loneliness of King George. 
It ia a very lonely thing to be a king. 

• • • 

loneliest moment of all was tlie moment when 
^ King George took the salute of his splendid 
regiments as th(»y inarched past with tho precision 
of human machines. Lino after line swept by with 
every face turned sharply to tho right at exactly the 
same angle so that every eye was fixed upon the King. 

I saw in that concentrated gaze a symbol of tho 
whole Coronation. Not tho eyes of the sailors and 
the soldiers only, but the eyes of tin' whole race an.' 
fixed on the solitary figure of King George. He has 
to stand the tire of innumerable eyes. The millions 
who do homage to him are not lonely. They are 
welded together by a common emotion. Hut the 
King is alone. He is not helped by the splendour of 
his ap|>arel, by the uriianients of tradition, by the 
heraldry of the past. 'J'ht'so things are rich witli 
pomp and circumstance, but they do not diminish 
nis Bolitudo. Tho more lavishly we heap upon his 
shoulders the glories of his birth and state the more 
we separate him from the sweet human coinradesliips 
and companionships. Ijet us strive, therefore, to 
realise the awful loneliness of an austere and con¬ 
scientious king. 

• • t 

I F I were King George I should like to feci that 
the difficulties of my kingship were appreciated 
mj people as well as its grandeurs. And jet

few onlookers ever give a thought to the cares ai^d 
anxieties and burdens of kingship. It does not 
occur to us that King George is not his own master. 
His life is a perpetual slavery to duty and to routine. 
It is a grotesque error to imagine that the daily 
round of kingship is amusing. The formal atmo¬ 
sphere of a court is not a |^y and hilarious thing. 
It is tho lonely life intensifi^ to the utmost A 
selfish and luxurious monarch can doubtless debase 
his position and make it subserve his appetites. • But 
a man like King George, whoso watchword ever since 
he was in the Navy has been Duty, cannot command 
the envy of any imaginative mind. But he can 
command our sympathy. Put yourself in his place, 
and try to realise t he unremitting order and remorse¬ 
less system of liis life, wliicli leaves hardly any * 
margin for human caprice pr mortal whim. There 
is not a man in England who has less real coutrCl 
orer his days than King George. He is more 
absolutely the servant cf the State than any living 
man. To recognise this pathetic fact is not^t,p be a 
snob. It is merely to be a realist with a gift of 

imagination. * 

• ■ • 

A nother thing makes th * King louclier than 
other men. He is set far more above the dust 
and heat of party strife. The meanest man can 
think freely and speak freely and act freely. But 
King George, alone among Britons, is bound to think 
like a king and act like a king. That is to say, he 
is bound to be different from all other human beings. 
He is bound to represent not one class, but every 
class. IFo is forced to preserve his kingship from 
anv taint of prejudice or bias, [s that easy in these 
days of fierce conflict and fiu'ious combat? It is not 
easy. To bo a king over a federation of free demo¬ 
cracies is the hardest, task ever i in posed upon a mortal. 

K ing George, let us ri'meinlx'r, is the one and only man 
who is and must be acceptable to every one of bis 
countless subjects. He must succeed where even tho 
judges have failed. He must triumph where all 
other meu liave been defeated. And yet he must 
not be an empty figundiead. He must capture the 
imagination and the emotion of warring factions and 
jealous classes. In order to achieve these almost 
impossible feats of combined impo.ssibi1ities, he must 
walk, like Agag, delicately, being and doing neither 

too much nor too little. 

• • • 

I N order to help him it is not necessary to be a 
sycophant. Tbc courtier’s arts are no real 
consolation for a solilary king. It is not to tho 
time-servers and the incense-burners that King 
George looKs for aid and sustenance in his severe 
task. No. It is to the common sense and common 
sympathy and tho common people. I can never 
forget an incident of the .Diamond Jubilee which I 
witnessed. I was standing with two or three 
friends outside the gates of 'Wind.sor Gastlo as 
Queen Victoria returned from the long ordeal in 
Lemdou. The grand old woman was fast asleep in 
her carriage. She was lying back with her eyes* 
closed and a look of utter fatigue on her venerable 
face. As we s iluted her a lady by her side—I think 
it was the Princess Beatrice—nudged her. She 
started. Her tired eyes opened, she smiled wearily 
and bowed. It was the last effort of an interminable 
day. There in a flash was revealed the human side 
of sovereignty. And it is of King George aa a man 
with human limitations that we ought to think 
during the coming days of gloij and-—weaHoaim^'

An Cxhibitioas Galore.

Even an Exhibition of 
Japanese temple pictures at Fishmongers' Hall whicli 
shows a curious association of Buddhism with the City 
Fathers. Jajiauoso art. 1*001 inds me that the Japanese 
rints have risen to a record of 1^240 for a single example, 
can buy some at <Sd. each, and never can understand 
such high prices for niechunical work. Granting nil 
lhat can lie said with regard to line and colour, we must 
remember that these ))rin(s were turned out in thousands 
and‘Bold for a penny or so each. There is a lustre in 
the colours of Japanese paintings in striking contrast to 
the prints, and a freedom of touch and life besides. At 
Earl’s Court there is a stall where a young Englishman 
speaks Japanese! 

The Richard Bennett Exhibition nt Gorer't. 

Old Chinese porcelains of the rarest and most valuable 
kind^ at prices which have by no means raaclied finalilf*. 
Why should line examples have sneh extraordinary 
values ? Here again the ever-growing number of earnest 
collectors is responRibie for the rise. If you have 
collected for some years you find much greater difficulty 
in buying anything good, now than ever befoi'e. Why, 1 
remember picking up old Chinese figures for a few 
•hillingB! At Bath some time since I saw two which 1

left because they wei*e 128. lowest price. At Brighton 
I bought two similar ones for £2, and at Plymouth two 
more for hs. So that if you apk what Ohiuese ngurei 
are worth, it is evident they vary very considerably. 

4L40.000 for n Pair of Fiinres! 

There, in specially designed alcoves at Qorer's were two 
figures of Yajrapani, a titulaiy god of Indian origin.^ I 
asked Mr. Goiwr what the price was. He replied 

•‘£I0,0()0"! They are the greatest examples of Chinese ^ 

cerumio art the world has ever seen. 1 could give you 
a page description of them, but will simply add that the 
god is represented in his two characters as guardian of 
the Law and protector of Buddha, the former having a 
blue, an l the latter an aubergine-coloured face. Perhaps 
I shall not err greatly in saying that these specimeno 
are the finest works which ever left the hands of the 
potter and enamel painter. They came from a temple. , 

The Other Picture—Not for Millionaires. 

What I have written will excite your interest in your 
old Chinese porcelain, if you have any. And even now it 
is possible to buy an occaKiotial piece at quite s Ivjw figure. 
In IV’Ol I bought a very good blue and white ginger jar 
in Yarmouth market at a stall for Laif-a -crown, whicli 
1 brought homo in my hat-lK>x. But does it matter even 
if you have to carry your clothes so long as^ the 
ti*ea8ure is safe? When I see a man or woman with a 
triumphant expression, hurrying home, holding witli 
tight grasp a parcel, usually badly wrapped-iip, I jike 
to tiiink that u. treasure is there on its way to join 
the others. Millionuii'es have no idea of the pleasures 
of hunting and finding when knowledge servos for 
money. 

CkiDS Associated with Old English Prints. 

Nothing huriuonises more porfoctly with old china 
than old prints. If I were asked which are the prettiest

onei/' printed in colour, I mean. The art of stipple 
ragravinf( baa very few followers nowadays, the 
fingers of one hand would be more thun sufficient to 
Aunt the mill who practise it. But Ihe work of Byland 
and Burke, of Bartolozzi and his pupils will always 
command the attention of those who love the home 
beautiful. Tomkins, Ogborne, Jones (J.) Chee^eman, 
Eacins (2), Schiavonetti, T. ‘Wutson, Oarolinc Watson, 
T. Ryder are amongst those whose work is most 
highly est^med. Most of their work is in oi'diiiarjr 
blook or bistre, but nearly all have pniduced wonderful 
eiauj]||eB in colour. This colour printing, by the way, 
was excluaivelv the work of the printer, the engraver’s 
w^rk ended when his needle llnished the stippling of 
the eopiier-plate. 

A Record Price and a Good Book. 

«Barto1ozzi was an indefatigtible worker, whose colour 
print of M-iss Farren (Countess of Derby) rejJised a 
/^ord price of .lidOU four years ago. In his own lifetime 
his works were popular in .Society, and in the ranks 
below, thoiighuut the couiil’’y. Now, with the advent of 
‘ piticesB colour printing, and with tlie denid nice of the 
, engraver's art, they have entered the portals reserved 
for the rich. Only now and then can you buy u good 
print cheap. If you want to know inont about the man 
and hia^isa:>rk, you should get Francesco Bartolozzi, 
by J. T. Herbert Uaily.

About 1780, when at the snnimit of liis fame, 
Bui*to]oz/.i went to live ut Fulham. His iucoine was 
considerable, but, like many otliers po-ssessing the 
artistic tempei'anienf, he was always poor. When 1 
read that a day’s outing with Cipriani, the painter and 
liis friend, cost him i'oO that does not surprise me. The 
Bohemian temperament, after all. is genius allied to 
weak human nature. The close-listed artist is seldom 
interesting; Morland and Rartolozzi both spent all they 
earned.

OUSANDB of people axe at present under the 
impression that they are ^oingtosee the Corona¬ 
tion. It is^ of course, an entirely erroneous im¬ 
pression. They will travel over land and sea to see it-— 

8 archase expensive seats, stay at expensive hotels, buy 
lings at expensive shops—• nut they will not see the 
Coronation. 

They will see many things, however. They will see a 
big crowd in holiday mood, they will see all the Corona¬ 
tion ** specialitieB,'* and the articles about the Corona¬ 
tion in the newspapers; they will see each other, and 
they will see London Town excited; they will hear 
brass-bands play patriotic mnsic, and songs of loyalty 
sung in childish voices. 'J'hey will see the Town painted 
Xted, Wliite, and Blue for a space—but they won't see 
the Coronalion. 

And it doesn't matter in the least, really. The things 
vrhicb they will sect are iho things which they are coming 
to see; the event itself will go on very well without them, 
but the setting, and the thousand and one things that 
go to mahe up a spectacle, depend upon the presence of 
all tlicse people who are labouring under an illusion. 

Tliey are the ** atmosphere.” The success of the 
Coronation will not depend upon the weather, or upon 
the presence of this or that eminent personage to take 
part in it; it will depend entirely upon its atm'o- 
sphei'e,” upon the people who tell each other now that 
tboy are '* going to London to seo the Coronation,” but 
who are in reality going to do nothing of the sort. 

Without tliom, it would bo a dull ceremony indeed. 
All the pageants and processions in the world would be 
empty of meaning but for the crowds that try to watch 
them, and the things the crowds say when they fail to 
do so. What will the impression be. of people who have 
visited Loudon for the first time—perhaps visited it from 
a far land—after they have •* seen ” the Coronation ? 

Will it be the luiprcssion of a King being orownoa, 
of I'egal splendour, of costly magnificence H Or will it 
bo an impression of a shouting crowd, a singing crowd.

and remained to sbont Y 

It is a very happy illusion, i*eally. But for it, it would 
be easy enough to see the Coronation—hut then t||mw 
wonld be nothing to see. The millions that are being 
spent on this great *' show ” are to be well s^nt. for^ 
they will serve to bring together the people wlio aiono 
would make the show worth seeing. 

It is perhaps the tremendous expenditure which if 
attracting most people. Their loyalty does not demand ^ 
that they shall see the King crowned, so long as they 
know that he is crowned, and so long as they are willing 
to keep him so. But they are very curious to see a 
show w'hich is going to cost such a lot to ** produce.” 
It is a theatrical veutui'e ou a large scale, with London* 
for a stage and all the world for the actors. 

They will probably ask, afterwards, where all the 
money has gone—but that does not matter. People 
always ask questions like that when enthusi^ay^ has 
had time to run down, and fervour begins to look a bit 
like foolishness. 

Or, if it is, it is 
a fascinating foolishness, and a fortunate one. We 
should be a soriy lot without it. Our sanity depends 
upon our ability to lose oui heads sometimes. The 
man who never does that is melancholy mad. As well 
never to have been in love, or never to have purchased 
anything one did not reipiire. 

So there will In*, ihuusands who will not sec the 
Ooroiiation, but who will see Bometbing fur better— 
that fascinating mixture of types which is the most 
engrossing thing in tlie world. Uniformity is the only 
thing that palls. A “perfect" character is irritating 
because all its traits match each other; and the second or 
third perfect person yon meet rouses you ulmostto fury. 
Bacial types become monotonous when you have seen 
them repeated time after time; what is marvolious in 
one, is maddening in a doxen. 

Think, then, of the fascination of that Coronation 
Show. .For once London will be shaken out of its sot, 
though ever-changing, type;. From a thousand channels 
fresh blood will pour in—people who have not yet had 
time to key tliemsidvcs up to the Loudon tune. 

What a glorious mixture it will he!—^the accents of a 
hundred provinces, the colloquialisms of a theusand 
** sets,” the styles of a score of countries! When each 
one of us is not busy staring at everyone else, he will 
be staring at himself and asking if he is right, or if they 
are. And he will expect no answer to the question, for 
the wliole of the Coronation will be nothing but a big, 
unanswered question. 

We shall eat all our meals at the wrong time, and eat 
all the wrong things with them. We shall catch trains 
and 'buses at unaccustomed hours, and stay up when 
we ought to be in bed.

T he funny things I have seen never seem ho funny 
. to write about as they did to look at. Besiden, 
what amuses me does not always auiuse othei's.

Many changes and privations followed, and he 
nltimately decided to enter the cinematograph business, 
and commenced with the well-known firm of Patlid 
Freres. Hie exceptional talents were quickly recognised, 
and he very soon became leading man. Oucc again 
he changed from Path^’s to the Itala Company, with 
whom he eimed a contract which does not expire 
until pi3. His wife, Mme Yalentia Fraecoroli, is a 
charming artiste from Turin. 

The Essonay cowboy subjects are always eagerly 
looked for, and tbe brilliant horsemanship which forms 
such a predominant feature of these iilmB always 
evokes the warmest applause. Every member of the 
Esianay Stock Company has been recruited from the 
front-line of picture-players. Miss Clara Williams, tlie 
leading lady, is an expert horsewoman, while her beauty 
and grace have made her a conepicuoua figure on the 
screen. 

The Kalem pictures have quickly sprung into public 
favour. Each member of the company must be an 
ttpeit swimmer, skilled in horsemanship, and have a 


good general knowledge of all athletioa and outdoor 
sports. In order to obtain correct local odour the 
Kalem camera man has frequently hwn. known to 
traverse two contiuents. 

Miss Alice Joyce, the popular star of the stock 
company, is familar to all habitu^ of the otnema. 
Her acting is of the highest order, whilst her 
personality appears to make itself felt even npon tGe 
silent screen. Another well-known member of the 
company is Miss Wolfe; a pretty girl and a remarkaUe 

emotional lead.’* The terror-provoking ** Chief Ea^e 
Feather," who appears in most of the Indian subjects, 
is a talented character man, with an extraordinary gift 
for facial expression. 

The Biograph girl. Miss Florence Lawrence, is 
probably the best-known cinema character. She too 
has had various changes. Leaving the A.B. company, 
she transferred her attentions to the Imp Films, after 
which she played to liubin audiences, quickly gaining 
a position in the foremost rank. She is fond<< of 
horse riding, and pays frequent visits to the picture 
theatre in order that she may improve upon the 
representations she witnesses of her own acting. Miss 
Lawrence enacts nearly three hundred leading rolea 
annually. Each play is iicted three times—once for 
“ mechanics,” and a second time for feeling,” and 
lastly before the camera. 

“ Lieutenant Kose" is a popular hero of the silent 
drama. Ably supported by a clever company, the 
lieutenant invariably takes a prominent part in 
bombardments, shipwrecks, quolling insurrections, and 
what not. The I'eniarkable stage effects are a feature 
of tbe Clarendon films, and add considerably to the 
melodramatic nature of tbe pl^ts. 

The Vitagraph girl. Miss Florence Turner, is a 
favourite figure in the pictures, and is seen to advantage 
in “Light in the Window,” “ Playing at Divorce,” and 
“Jean and the Waif.”

They are not entirely pleasure boats, but are 
fiequently made use of in the films. They also carry 
the Yitagraph players to picturesque spots on tlie 
Hudson and St. Lawrence, where perhaps a picture play 
is being enacted.

A. Bechtel received his traiiiitig in the 
German School of acting, and has also hud a long 
experie^iqe on the English stage. He was for a long 
period connected with Messrs. John Drew, Olias. 
^^rohman, and Miss Lillian Russell. 

Mr. Ghas. M. Seoy is an excellent negro impersonator, 
and thoroughly understands life *'down south.” He 
has played for over two hundred weeks in stock in 
Now York Gity, and five years in Vaudeville. 

Mr. William West is a chiiracter siclor of the highest 
grade. He is a master of the art of make-up, ' and 
perhaps the most versatile actor in the moving-picture 
business.

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^'‘BARRACKING*’ AT CRICKET. 

« "By WILLIAM POLLOCK. 

poss the fact tbab spectators at coanty cricket 
mashes pay the piper—in the form of entrance money 
~giye them the right to call the tune ? In other words, 
has the looker-on at public cricket fixtures any right to 
bpraok the players if their methods do not fit in with 
his^wn ideas of what the game should bo P 
The question has already risen in connection with 
this Cason’s first-class cricket. There have been one 
or two instances of barracking, and there are certain to 
dI soteral more before stumps are finally drawn for the 
year. 

•Spectators have no sort of right to voice disapproval 
of whatever cricket they may bapi^u to witness. 

Emphatically the payment of sixpence—or whatever 
sum they may expend—for admission to a ground does 
•not give them that right. They si in ply pay to watch 

( he cricket which is taking place, not the cricket which 
bey, ill their infinite wisdom, think should take place. 
The—seeming—argument that county cricket is a 
popular entertain men t, that it is run chiefly for 
“.gates,” is really no argnment at all in this connection. 

it is nerfoctly ridiculous for anyone to say: “ A 
cricket match is on a par with a miisic-liall show. 1 am, 

• tacitly, promised a certain entertaiument. therefore I 
have a right to boo—and I sliall boo—if 1 do not 
approve of what is set before me.” 

The music-hall show is a set thing. It bus been re¬ 
hearsed and approved of by e.Kperts befonj it is allowed 
to come before the public, and there is a distinct under¬ 
standing that it sliall reach a certain standard on 
presentation. If it docs not, someone is at least 
censurable. 

But nothing of this applies to a cricket match. No 
batsman, bowler, or fieldsman cun guarantee anything 
in advance, and no one enn guamutce it for them. A 
score of circumstances have to be taken into account. 
If a buisnian plays ultra-slow cricket, ho doubtless has a 
very good reason for doing so; no cricketer evtu* 
deliberately sets himself to sc:ore but ten runs an liour 
if be can score a hundred. Nor does any fielder miss 
the bail, or any bowler bowl the off-theory for his own 
personal glorification. 

The players themsolvcs arc the right judges of tlioir 
own style of game, and people who cannot recognise 
such an element—any fact, really ought not to go to 
cricket matches and display their lack of manners and 
understanding by barracking. They are not wanted. 

Australia is, of course, far better equipped with bar- 
rackci'B than we are—at present- and the scene whicli 
occurred at Sydney during the tour of P. F. Waiter’s 
Eleven there was a positive disgrace to cricket. 

^ Jnst because the crowd thought it knew belter than 
the umpire (Crockett)—and, by the way, R. E. Foster 
and Hayward—whether Oiem Hill was run out or not. 
it groaned, hissed, booed, yelled, and generally mis¬ 
behaved itself for several minutes at a stretch, and for 
a whole afternoon at intervals. Also, it made itself 
infamous for all time in cricket history by its insulting 
remarks to^the English captain and the umpire. 

tio far—although some “ enthusiasts ” did once start 
to kick up the pitch at Lord's because it came on to 
rain— we nave never witnessed anything quite so dis¬ 
graceful as that here. 

Still, even as be is, the barracker is a nuisance to 
people who go to cricket matches because tliey under¬ 
stand and like the game, not because they desire an orgie 
of slogging.

■ay at once that 1 think "fancy " has a good deal to do with 
the selection of the clothes that we consider necessary for 
comfort in the hot weather. Tho oilier day, for instance, I 
notioed a man wearing a suit made of a grey flannel which 
was obriously too thick for a sumrarr suit, lifloronver, the 
coat to this suit was made double-breasted, and as a coat of 
this kind is neither particularly smart nor comfortiibhi 
when it is worn unbuttoned, the owner had fasienud it. I 
noticed also that under the coat was a waistcoat of the 
same stuff, and I felt quite sorry for the man who was thus 
deceiving himself into believing that he was dressing " for 
the weather/* 

Black Cloth. 

There is no doubt, of coarse, that if you have two suits, 
one made of black cloth and one of very pale grey cloth, 
and if you take care to soe that the two clotlm are of 
exactly the same weight and texture, you will find that the 
black cloth suit will keep you warmer on n hot day than 
the pale grey suit. But it does not nocessarily follow that 
any black suit must be more uncomfortable for the wotiror 
on a hot day than any suit of a light shade. Therefore, if 
some of my readers who happen to possess black coats and 
waitooats of very tliin cloth are hesitating about wearing 
them because of the hot weather, let me say this: Don't 
Ihesitates wear what you have; your thin things will very 
likely ha just as cool on a hot day as somo of those flannel 
suits you are coveting. 

White Suits. 

The right kind of suit to wear in the hot weather is a 
white one. but custom wiys "no" to that idea, unless we 
are at the seaside or are going to a lonnis party nr somo- 
i^lng of the kind in the country. The ready-made while 
flannel suit one boos in shop windows nearly always has a 
double-breasted coat to it. and possibly it is beciiUHo of tins 
BO many men have got tlio idea that the coat must be made 
in that shape. The truth is, however, that a white coat 
made oxsictly like an ordinary lounge coat is much more 
comfortablo and, if anything, a trifle more smart than a 
double-breasted coat. 

Two Kinds of Tics. 

If the whito waistcoat has a narrow doop opening to it 
the tie sliould be of the sailor s knot kind, the collar should 
be narrow and of tho double shape, and the tie should be 
of a very pale shade. If the opening of the waistcoat is 
not so deep then a bow tie and a wing collar can be worn.

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CORONATION FEVER.

^YEBYBODY in London is down with Coronation 
^ fever. It is a delifi^htful disease, for it makes 
sensible folk say and do silly things. It is not 
every day that seven million people are light-headed 
and light-hearted. It is not every day that rich and 

E >or, young and old, take leave of their sober senses. 

ut there is no doubt that London has gone quite 
mad over the Coronation. I firmly believe that I 
am the only sane person left in what G-rant Allen 
used to call the “ squalid village.” There may be 
one or two others, but I have not met them. The 
police, for example, have become quite deliriously 
nervous. They are trying to terrify us either into 
staying at home or into sleeping all night in the 
streets. It would really be tetter to issue tickets 
for streets as well as for seats. 

• • • 

T he street tickets might be sold at a shilling 
each. The police would take the tickets at the 
l^tes. Thus there would be no crushing and no 
jostling. The pavements might be marked off in 
squares, and each square might be numbered, so 
that every spectator could stand on his own spot. 
This plan would reduce the whole business to severe 
' mathematical order. It would simplify the task of 
the police. They could arrest any wretch who dared 
to trespass on another man's square. The affair 
could he run like a lottery. There is room, say, for 
two million spectators on the route. Each square 
would have a number, and the rule would be ** first 
come, first served.” As a rule, a crowd is not a neat 
sight. It seethes and writhes. It shoves and 
pushes. It squeals and squabbles. But this plan 
would make the crowd as neat as a regiment on 
parade. There would be a place for everybody, and 
everybody would be in his place. It is a pity that 
this idea did not occur to the police. They have 
lost the chance of securing the biggest ** gate ” on 
record.

S OME of the Coronation advertisements are very 
droll. One gentleman wants to act as chef de 
fieeplion. He says bo is ** experienced in the art of 
managing crowds.” But there may be no crowd to 
manage. The arrangements for keeping the crowd 
out are too complete. Probably the crowd will cir¬ 
cumvent the police by making up its mind to spend 
the night in the streets. In that case, the trouble 
will begin earlier instead of later. What puzzles me 
is this. Why were not these tremendous prooautions 
not necessary at the lost Coronation ? And what 
are the sixty thousand troops for ? If the troops 
are needed the barricades are not, and if the 
barricades are needed the troops are not

'THE truth is that we are growing more hysterical. 
* We allow ourselves to get worked up to a pitch 

of nervous excitement which our rude forefathers 
would have laughed at. The newspapers do their 
best to lash us into a frenzy of feverish curiosity. 
At the Coronation of Queen Victoria the Tims was 
an eight-page paper. To-day all the newspapers on 
earth elite CorAnatiug.” The very babes and 
sucklings are agog with anticipation. 1 heard two 
infants of five mvely discussing the question. They 
solemnly agreed that a third baM of three was not 
old to go. I know a lively old lady who is 

^l^ply ninety years of age* She ia dieerily facing 


the horrors of hours on a plonk. Between 41ui, 
bates and the octogenarians there will te eome 
amazing feats of endurance.

L ondon is behaving like a city of children,', It 
is doubtful whether an earthquake would cause 
more inconvenience than the Coronation. In fact, 
the Coronation is a London earthquake, has 
changed the aspect of our streets for miles. It haei < 
hidden old familiar places. It has buried ConBti,ta- 
tion Hill, the National Gallery, Charing Cross 
railway station, churches, hospitals, Houses Of 
Parliament, and the Abbey itself in a wilderness 
of wood. In fact, you cannot see London for thO 
wood. London is no longer a city of stone. It ijSha 
city of wood. When I shut my eyes I see a visifen ‘ 
of a host of carpenters sawing and painters painting. ^ 
They have been sawing like fiends and painting like 
demons for weeks. Where all the carpenters and 
painters have sprung from is a mystery. '

T he worst form of Coronation fever is the seat 
mania. It attacks elderly ladies with extreme 
virulence. They wear themselves out hunting for 
bargains in the shape of eighteen inches of deal. I 
pity the seat-vendors. The poor creatures are 
liaggard with haggling. One tradesman told me 
that he hod done no business for a month. He was 
standing amid the dtibris of his shop in an attitude 
of misery. He assured me that the only lucky and 
happy shopkeepers are those whose shops arc not on 
tlie route. But if the Coronation spells loss for the 
shopkeepers, it spells blue ruin for many a distracted 
housoholdor. It is no joke to be forced to pay five 
guineas a head for the beautiful eyes of a large'' 
family. As the show lasts only a quainter of an hour, 
the unfortunate breadwinner pays for each of his 
flock at the rate of seven shillings a minute!

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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

Royal Stamp Collectors. By D. B., Armstrong. 


Stamp oolleoting bids fair to beoome tiie faabionable 
hobby par cxrtlkmee^ and soon the picture postcard 
collection and the autouraph album may be expected to 
give place to the philatelic volume in the homes of the 
nation. 

The past year has witnessed a notable increase in the 
general popularity of philately^a fact largely due to 
Me patronage of H.M. the King—and emulation of the 
,Myal example has led to many persons in high circles 
becoming converts of the philatelic cult. 

To-day stamp collecting stands higher in the public 
favour than at anjr time dunng the sixty odd years of 
its existence as an intellectual and scientific pursuit. 

A Koyal Hobby. 

b Oourta and Palaces stamp collecting has long 
enjoyed a considerable vogue. As far back as 1864 
certain poiemlterB of the Royal Family evinced a keen 
inter^t in philately, as a result of which a special Royal 
Reprint of the first Penny Postage Stamp, the Id. black 
of Great Britain, 1840, was made, and complete sheets 
were presented to tlie Prince of Wales (afterwards 
Edward VIL), the Duke of Connaught, Princess 
Clementine of Belgium, and the German Empeior. 
The late Duke of Saxe-Coburg Gotha was an ardent 
philatelist, and for some time presided over the 
fortunes of the Royal (then the London) Philatelic 
Society. 

^ The Duke of Clarence and the Earl of Kingston were 
nnmbei'ed amongst other distiuguished British stamp 
collectors, whilst Princess Margaret of Connaught is 
also a devotee. Her husband, Prince Gustav Adolf, is 
an enthusiastio philatelist, and Patron of the Swedish 
Philatelic Sooiete. Theiw is no evidence to show that 
the late King Edward was actually a stamp collector, 
hut he can at least be said to have shown an interast in 
the hobby, jind in company with the present King waa 
.a visitor at the London Society's 1897 exhibition. 


The Kiag’s Cellectiea. ^ 

Foremost amongst Royal stamp collectors is onfr 
piwsent Sovereign, King Geoi'ge Y., out although it is a 
matter of common knowledge that his Majesty has 
collected postage stamps for many years, few people 
iwalUe the deep and active interest which he has taken 
in^bilatelio affairs. 

The Royal stamp collection is said to have beendirst 
commenced during his Majesty's midshipman davt cm 
board the old Racebaafe, and bis eaxly phili^lie 
activities were parsned under the able tutelage oFliis 
nnole, the Duke of Edinburgh. In 1896 he succeeded i 
to the Presidency of the London Philatelic Society, and 
it was mainly due to his influence that the society (. 
I'eceived its*Royal charter in 1907. On his accession his 
Majesty was compelled to relinquish his office as presi- , 
dent of the society, of which, however, he remains the 
patlH)!!. " ». 

Thi'ougbout his association with British philately, 
King^ George has closely identified himself with the „ 
principal enterprises for the advancement of the hobby. 
Accompanied by Queen Mary, be personally opened the 
Philatelic .Exhibition at the Water-Oolour Instate in . 
1897. and has visiteil many subsequent exhibitiofis, ^ 
including that at the Horticultural Hall in 1906, and the 
Imperial Stamp Exhibition at tbeCuxton Hall, 1908, at 
botli of which be was an exhibitor. Portions of the 
Royal collection were also shown more racently at the 
philatelic exhibitions at Berne and Walthamstow, and 
bis Majesty has gained a number of medals. 

Not only is he a stamp collector, but what is more, a 
keen student of all the mmuUat of the science, and is 
deeply learned in philatelic lore. The rasults of some 
of the Royal researches have been embodied in stadious 
papers, which be has at various times pi'esented before 
the Royal Philatelic Society. 

The Royal stamp collection is limited to the postal 
issues of the British Dominions, and, while conducted

*pi%Bentation of complete collections of their stamps by 
Oolonial Governments, and from his world tour in 

* 1901, his Majesty brought back a number of philatelic 

^ Bonvenirs. 

The arrangement and classification of the collection 
is superintended by the Hon. Secretary of the Royal 
Philatelic Society, and a special purchasing agent is 

• entrusted with obtaining choice specimens to gi'ace the 

* Royal albums. 

Like Pathsr, Like Son. 

Worthy sons of a philatelic father, the Prince of 
Wales and Prince Albert are both ardent stamp col- 
lectoi^ and attended the Exhibitions of 1906 and 1908. 
Apparently, the Prince of Wales is less conservative in 
his collecting than the Royal parent, for at the 1906 
Exhibition he sliowed collections of the French Colonies, 
and of the negro Republic of Liberia, both of which 
were marked “ not for competition.” He is reputed also 
to have a strong penchant for the stamps of his name¬ 
sake colony, Prince Edward Island. 

Stamp Colleeti&g Royalties. 

Amongst other ilhistrious stamp collectors may be 
mentioned Queen H41(>ne of Italy, ex-King Manoel of 
Portugal, King Alfonso of Spain, Queen Maud of Nor¬ 
way, the Mikado, the King of Siam, the Khedive of 
^gypt, some of the German Royal Princes, the Crown 
Prince of Serviii, Prince Doria. Pamphilj of Italy, and 
innumerable minor Royalties and dignitaries, including 
several members of the Russian Royal Family and a 
number of Indian Rajahs. 

Stamp collecting can, therefore, justly lay claim to 
the distinction of being a veritable “ Royal hobby.”

% WhiIiB there ie a belief praularly current that the 
world to-day is makincp rapid profl;ras*f Mrs. John 
in a striking book entitled Is Mankind

She remarks: **In Western Europe and in America 
inereased wealth production, free education, free thought, 
' the opening of opportunities in new countries, and the 
' acotteration of travel have combined to produce upon 
, our generation an exhilarating sense of expansion, of 
growing power.*' Bat this impression, Mra MaHin 
—“Si is an lUusion, We have not really progressed. She 
i modern civilisation to a runaway locomotive 
^ at tremendous speed on a wrong track. ** We 
sve'^lost our way.’* 

Progress, she contends, should mean the develop- 
, in^nt of higl^er orders of human beings, not the mero 
SlttmericKl inoimse of human beings! 

>, It is by the number and fibre of its men of genius, 
I she holds, that the progress of age must be tested. Our 
' piwsent-day productivity of men of genius compared 
. with that of former ages—notably of ancient Greece— 
'' is practically non-existent. Have we in modern times, 
Mrs, Martin inquires, any thinkers who can compare 
with these ancient Greeks H Kant maybe cited, and 
Barwin and Herbei-t Spencer; but are they as great 
, aa Plato and Aristotle? Very few would soriously 
.•maintain that Plato and Aristotle have over been 
tqua^d, much less surpassed. 

Gteek sculpture* by almost universal consent, is 
smexoelled. 

The work of Phidias has no rival, unless it be the 
Wt>rk of Michael Angelo. 

Greek poetic genius finds transcendent expression in 
' Homer* one of the four or five greatest figures in the 
* world’s literature, while the dramas of Sophocles, 
; Hnripides, and ^achylus take their places with the 
, dramas Shakespeare. Dante of the tbirtoeuth 
'osqatnry and Goethe of the eighteenth century liave no 
I to-day. 


Making a list dC some tweiitj-saven men of fans- 
oeudent genius who have existed so far in the world’a 
hiatoty* Mrs. Martin finds that ** the liHle dity of 
Athens produced in a few years more men of ,gjmiiii 
than di<^all the millions of inhabitants of Ohina, India* 
Palestine,* Borne, and all of Europe breeding for two , 
thousand years! *’ 

But surely, it will be objected, geniuf is not the en^ 
standard of progress. Though to-day we do not possess 
equals of the intellectual prodigies of the past* yet wsu 
aie, nevertheless, advancing in industrial and scieotlflc 
efficiency* in moral insight, in democratic culture. 
Mrs. Martin meets and refutes this objection. 

The fact that we have more things than we ever had 
befora, and oan go to more places, and '* get there '* 
mora rapidly* is not necessarily, she contends, a sign of 
progress. In spite of all our wealth, the blight of ^ 
poverty, with its accompanying sickness* suffering, 
crime, insanity, and vice, continues. The social disease 
of modern times—the bleeding masses of the poor and 
the bloated masses of the rich —was not known> in 
Athens. 

improvements in machinery* Mrs. Martin oontinSbs, ^ 
have i-endered the lot of tho workers in some respects 
harder than befoi*e. ** Machinery,” she says, ** is tho 
groat disappointment of the moaoru world. We have 
quadruple-expansion engines, which have a thirty-seven 
thousand horse-power, but they have not rendered less 
arduous the labour of coal miners. The sewing-machine 
was hailed as the deliverer of the sewing woman* but 
since its invention the sweating system has spread. 
Many modern inventions aro only suggestive of the 
varied misery whose existence demanded their invention. 
Thus ingenious fii'earms witness to burglary* and need 
of self-defence, and the sleepless hatred between men; 
varieties of medicine indicate new varietios of disease; 
while surgery points to the failure of the whole science 
of medicine. The existence of police forces and charit¬ 
able oi'ganisations tell their own story, as do the moun¬ 
tains of false hair, legs, and arms, and the annual

•a few< minutes, the machine-guns which cut down an 
aray like a field of gross, or the torpedo-boats which 

• sink a navy, down to the latest egg-beater and corkscrew, 
01*0 all designed to save time.”

, “ The result is that men have leas time now than they 

• ever bad since the world began.” 

Mrs. Marlin is equally emphatic in denying the 
existence of any substantial moral progress. In the 
matter of moral practice can it be contended that our 
present age is supreme P On the contrary, Mrs. Martin 
f^'ers^hat we are not as honest, as temperate, as just, 
as brave, or as public-spirited as the ancient Greeks. 

Our only hope of roscue from this backsliding lies, 
according to Mrs. Martin, in the adoption of a national 
system of eugenics. But even in this she finds the 
prospect a veiy forlorn one: 

**No more alluring future could be held up to the 
sorrowing and impatient lover of his kind than that 
propounded by the eugonicist. Think of breeding 
poets to order like canaries, or Abraham Lincolns as 
required! Think of winning bine ribbons with lovely 
young girls and athletic boys, bred and groomed for 
the show! Think of securing Bockefellers or Carnegies 
in one's family at will, and thus successfully to 
replenish the family coffei's! ” 

** Alas, for the vanity of these hot^s! Eugenics in 
its present amorphous condition, while it presents no 
end which seoms to be unattainable, presents no be¬ 
ginning which seems to be feasible. Many decades 

• must be passed while the deliberate improvement of 
human breeds are discussed and dreamed of before it 
can be done. For this, which is the most, stupendous 
task man bos ever attempted, will need all his intelli¬ 
gence, will, endurance, and foresight.”
